Extract of letter * I have duly conſidered the ſubſtitution of a force, propoſed to be raiſed for the 
2 duke of Port- excluſive ſervice of Jamaica, in, lieu of the, 6th Weſt-India regiment, to conſiſt of 
And, four regiments of 502 men each, to be paid and ſubſiſted at the ſole charge of the 
. Iſland, on condition that the plan of raifing or employing the black. corps in Ja- 
maica is abandoned: Although your lordſhip ,is fully ,apprized of the ſtrong 
grounds upon which the opinion of his majeſty's ſervants, in, favour of employing 
black troops in the Weſt-Indies, has been formed (an opinion, I muſt add, which 
they have hitherto every reaſon to be ſatisfied with), they cannot be inſenſible to 
| the very unfavourable impreſſion, which the idea. of continuing the ſervices of

the icth of A rch and 5th of April laſt. 
+ Tt. does 1;0t occur to me, that any circumſtance is ſtated in-the reſolutions of the 


aſſembly, to wli.h the arguments in my corr-{pondence with Mr. Sewell will not 
be found to apply; and ] traſt that, on a full and deliberate confideration of what 
J bave ſaid upon the ſubject, it will be thought to deſerve that attention, which 
my opinion of the wiſdom and good faith and liberality of the aſſembly ven, me 

confidently to expect. 

+ I ſhould be very ſorry, indeed, if the harmony and good underſtanding, which 
T truſt will always prevail between his majeſty s government and the legiſlature of 
Jamaica, ſhould ſuffer any inte:ruption from the diſcuſſion of a queſtion, the ſolu- 
tion of which muſt depend entirely upon the nature and circumſtances of the tranſ- 
action in which it originated: Whether Mr. Quarrell has afted improperly, by a 
cer-liction or transfer of any part cf his drty as the ſervant and agent of the iſland, 
or fir John Wentworth, hy an alan iption of any of the dutics fo relinquiſhed or 
transferred, it is certain, that the conduct of neither of them has been warranted or 
influenced in thut teſpect, by any inſtructions from hence: On the contrary, it is 
erident from the inſtructione, and from his majeſty's commands, ſignified to his 
keutenant-governor of Nova- Scotia, that he was ordered to facilitate, by every 
means in bis power. and in the manner the moſt economical, the ſpeedy ſettlement 
of the maroons; and, upon a comparative view of the inſtructions given to him on 
this ſubject, with the original proccedings of the aſſembly of Jamaica, and the cir- 

nice under which the tranſportation of the maroons to Halifax took place, it 
is no leſs evident, that it was as little the intention of the legiflature of Jamaica, as 
it certainly was that of his majeſty's government, that any part of the expence of 
ſettling the maroons ould be defrayed by this country, or by any part of his ma- 


jeſty's dominions (be it where it might) wherein the maroons ſhould be allowed to 


ſettle. | 

lt is impoſſible to doubt the concern which muſt be generally felt, at the ſum 
to v. hich the expence already incurred upon this account has amounted ; and your 
lordfhie may aſſure the legiſlature of Jamaica, of the beſt endeavours, and moſt 
coidial Co-operation, of this government, in reducing that expence as much as poſ- 
ſible, and in accelerating the eſtabliſhment of the maroons; but 1 muſt add, that

that no connderation of expence, or miſmanagement of the funds appropriated to 


that ſervice, can alter the cir-umſtances under which the maroons were ſent into

© T have received your letter of the 12th inſtant, weaſmaining to me a copy of The fame to Me, 
the reſolution of the houſe of aſſe nbly of Jamaica, paſſed the 23d December laſt, Sewell. 
together with a copy of a report of a committee of that houſe, on the ſubject of 
the maroons tranſported to Nova-Scotia; and acquainting me. that you think it is 
the determination of the aſſembly of Jamaica. to grant no further ſupply on the 
maroon account: I regret, equally with the aſſembly and yourſelf, that the expence 
of ſettling the maroons ſhould have already amounted to ſo large a ſum as is ſtated 
in the report; at the ſame time, I will not allow myſelf to ſuppoſe for a moment, 
nor is there any thing that T-can obſerve, either in the repoit or the reſolution, 
which affords any room to ſuppoſe, that the legiſlature of Jamaica, on full and 
mature re-conſideration of the queſtion, will view it in any other light, than that 
in which I have ſtated it in my letters to you of the 11th and goth ultimo: In- 
deed, the more I have confidered the whole tranſaction, the more clearly does it 
appear to me, that the expence of the ſettlement of the maroons ſent to Nova- 
Scotia, including their maintenance until ſuch time as they were able to ſupport 
themſelves, was never intended to be borne by this country, but was ſolely to be 
defraved by the iſland of Jamaica; nor would the caſe have been altered, by their 
having been ſent, under the ſame circumſtances, to any other part of his majeſty's 
dominions : I am confident, that the liberality and candour of the aſſembly, as well 
as your own, will lead that reſpeQtable body, as well as yourſelf, to give all due 
weight and conſideration to what I have already written to you on this ſubje& : 
There is, however, one circumſtance ſtated in the report, which I'cannot poſſibly 
paſs over in ſilence, as it ſtates an- error in poiut of fact, which muſt have materi illy 
mifſſed the aſſembly: The report ſtates, that certain articles were delivered to fir 
John Wentworth -by Mr. Quarrell. together with a bill of exchange for 6051. .re- 
_ quired by him (ir john Wentworth), at the -initance of his maieſty's miniſters; 
from whence, perhaps, it mav, by implication, have been underſtood by the aſ- 
ſembly, that fir John Wentworth had, at the inſtance of bis majeity's miniſters, 
taken upon himſeif the charge of ſettling and providing the future finds for the 
ſettlement of the maroons: Now el muit ſiate to you, in the moſt direct terms, 
that no authority to make ſuch requiſition was ever given by his majeſty's minidlers 
to fir John Wentworth, or any inirufctions that could afford tlie thadow of an 
argument for ſuppoſing, that his majeſty's miniſters authorized fir [ohm Wentworth 
to act, in excluſion. of the agent. appointed by the iſand, or to make himſelf reſpon- 
ſible for the maintenance of the njaroons, or o'herwite to intertere-in the manage- 


ment of ihem, except in the capacity of his majeity's lieutenant governor; in

I have had the honour to receive your grace's diſpatch, No. 31, reſpecting tlie 


maroons of Jamaica, now ſettled and ſettling in this province, at the requeſt and 
expence of that iſland, and for its ſole benefit and ſafety, as well as for their honour 
and good faith. 2 

Fe extent and variety of matter involved in this ſubjeQ, requires ſome care 
and attention to arrange with proper perſpicuity, which fhall be diligently pur- 
fued and completed, to tranſmit with the accounts by the next packet; In the mean 
time, I beg leave moſt reſpectfully to aſſure your grace, that I am daily more and more 
confirmed, in every ſentiment and reprefentation that I have heretofore had the ho- 
nour to repreſent upon the ſtate of thoſe people; nor can I find, upon retrofpection, 
and the minuteſt inquiries, that J have been miſtaken in any one point, except in 
the marriage mentioned, which was concluded upon, and the chaplain went from 
my houſe-to perform-the:ceremony, about ſix miles diſtant : It appears the parties 
having had ſome jealouſies ſuggeſted to their minds, delayed, from week to week, 
under various pretences, none of them including objection or departure from their 


lordſhip's moſt obedient humble

engagement; thus, under expectation of final accompliſhment, the circumſtance 


was not mentioned to me for many months (more than fix), and I really continued 


to believe it was done at the time propoſed ; and I am no perfectly convinced 


that it would have been; that the parties were deſirous of it, and more were ſo an- 
clined, and were diverted from their good purpoſes, by inſidious arts uſed to ager, 
not to convince, them: In every other caſe, I am completely correct, and I truſt I 
ſtall report ſuch explanations, as will be approved: 1 have acted in all this buſi- 
neſs, from the moſt diſintereſted and pureſt motives of duty to the king, and juſtice 
to the iſſand of Jamaica, moſt ſincerely endeavouring to promote their intereſt, by 
a faithful application of means to enable the maroons to maintain themſelves as ſaon 

as poſſible; and thereby to relieve the ifland from an.expence for the ſupport of 
theſe people, which they themſelves promiſed, and by every obligation ſacred among 

men they are bound to perform, which I am perſuaded they are too juſt and ho- 
nourable to neglect ; more eſpecially, as the whole expence will be far leſs than 
was ſuggeſted to their agent, and by him frequently mentioned to me, in the hours 
of anxiety to ſettle ſuch dangerous people from off their iſland, where they were a 
continual terror and enormous expence ; inſomuch, that apprehenſions were exe 


Preſſed, leſt the maroons were not ſafe enough placed even here, and tliat ſome of 
| them 
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them miylit eſcape, and get to the iſland, here verily belie: e a few of them would 
ſoon excite a revolt: As to the amount of the expence, there is no reaſonable 
cauſe of complaint: In the firſt place, t!:eſe people will be fmally eftabliſted, at as 
little or perhaps leſs expence than has been uſed in the ſettlement of an equal num- 
ber of white people, either formerly, in the then province of New -Eampſhire, or 
- Gnce, in any of theſe provinces ; nor do I think they could be ſettled in any other 
country for Teſs, or probably for fo little, unleſs the idea, which has been ſo perni. 
ciouſly ſuggeſted, and artfully vrged into their minds, © of giving them arms, and 
Janding them on the coaſt of ſome warm climate, to conquer and poſſeſs it :” In 
ſuch a Gtvation they might ſoon be killed themſelves, or murder a ſufficient num- 
ber to make-room for themſelves, 

Ihe prefent arrangement and rules of conducting them, are directly the reverſe 
of thoſe ; they are conſonant to, and faithfully guided by, the principles of the 
Engliſh government and the Chriſtian religion; and I have not a doubt, that the 
moſt happy, henevolent, and deſirable effects, will reſult from a wile, firm, and ſteady 
perſeverance ; I cannot poſſibly have any other motives or views, to ſupport me 
through an inexpreſſible addition to my other public duties, as I never have, nor 
never will, deſire one farthing benefit, either directly or indirectly, from theſe con- 
cerns: As to the miſrepreſentations, diſcontents, and corrupt infinuations againſt 
me, I humbly hope, that forty years unimpeached exertion of public and private 
duty, in the higheſt truſts and moſt arduous ſituations, meeting the higheſt reward 
of approbation, will be ſome anſwer to thoſe of other deſcription; who, to gratify 
avarice, diſturb government, and diſhonour all ſober conſiderations, are ready to aſ- 
Fail me. as the inſtrument oppoſed to their intentions: I am here induced to obſerve 
on the ſuggeſtion, that all ſeparation of the maroons is induſtriouſly avoided:” The 
ſettlement. at Boydville diſproves the aſſertion : That diviſion is increaſing, by the 
acceſſion of thoſe who reclaim from the deluſions practiſed upon them: They are 
Progreſſing in cultivating their lands, with zeal and induſtry; every encouragement 
is afforded unto them, they are ſenſible of it, they have requeſted the Chaplain to 
adminiſter public worſhip among them, and he has commenced for one-third of 
the Sundays; the firſt day they all attended with decency and attention, brought 
thirteen of their children, who were received to baptiſm, and they expreſſed Piel 
tude for Mr. Greig's return on the Sunday appointed, which will be complied with, 
and continued; this is a certain mode of beneficial ſeparation; other ſchemes have

deemed it expedient to ſend them in a ſloop of war, for trial in the diviſion on the 
Jamaica ſtation, where evidence may be probably obtained for their conviction: 
By this means I am furniſhed with an unexpected conveyance, although with leſs 

time than is requiſite to complete and copy the accounts of expenditures for the 
maroons, for the laſt ten months, on account: of the iſland of Jamaica, which 
ſhould have bcen tranſmitted quarterlv,' but for want of conveyance :i1 anticipate, 
t: Htowerer, that the legiſlature will readily ſez, that the intereſt of the iſland has been 
98 faithfully attended to, and they may be aſſured, that the moſt prudent and effi- 
cacious means are ſteadily purſued: to ſettle theſe people, and render them com- 
tent to their own ſupport: In the mean time, they muſt be maintained by the 
illand of Jamaica, although I do not enter into the diſcuſſion of the mode, or by 
hat, arrangement, as intimated in my former letter (duplicate herewith encloſed), 
nor can't, for a moment, entertain a doubt ſo diſteſpectful to the ifland, hut that 
they will zuſtly and honourably provide for an expence, which is incurred at their 
requeſt, for their ſafety and relief from the horrid .dangers of continual inſurrec- 
tion of their negroes, which theſe maroons will never ceaſe to contrive: It appears, 
from many circumſtances, that they have, even now, connections on many eſtates, 
who they think would readily give into their views, if they, or any part of them, 
could once get into the mountains and faſtneſſes formerly occupied by them; their 
pilvate converſations frequently diſcover ſuch ideas, and ſometimes they openly 
declare them: It is much to be regretted, ' that theſe views were renewed, through 
Mr. Ochterlony's unjuſtifiable inſidious practices, ſuggeſting their removal from 
hence, and influencing them, as a means, not to work, and to declare themſelves 
diſcontented with this country; and that they ſhould be armed, and ſent well pro- 
vided, to ſubdue and poſſeis ſome other country; in which expeditions (of rapine 
0 and maſſacre) he was to accompany, and command them; theſe horrid deluſions 
__ aare ſtill cheriſhed, and cultivated by his friend here, who is indefatigable in writing 
to England, endeavouring to deceive government with falſe ſtatements of theit 
-caſe, exerting flagitious and unworthy acts to prevent the ſettlement of theſe peo- 
ple, at the manifeſt riſque of their being again employed in ſavage war againſt 
your iſland, which it requires no great forefight to perceive, would ſoon be the 
- conſequence of their removal from hence: Neither are the views of Mr. Ochter- 
Tony, and his friend here, limited to theſe miſchiefs alone; it obviouſly appears, 
Frm ſeveral informations lately received, that they are zealouſly engaged in 
ſupporting a reſentment, ſuppoſed to be conceived by mayor-general Walpole, 
Againſt your lordthip and the legiſlature of Jamaica, whom the maroons are taught

ho we all know are diſperſed over America, employed by their government to 


diſſemĩnate rebelllon, and ſeize every poſſible occaſion to extite inſ rrections? 
Perhaps no meaſures. could be ſuggeſted by malie, better adapted to ſuch infernal 
purpoſes, than to expoſe theſe maroons to their artifices ; yet, to gratify their own 
. Intereſts, it is but too plain, that Mr. Ochterlony-and his friend would do theſe 
things; their induſtry is wonderful; they even make uſe of general Walpole's 
character for humanity, to deceive him into: meatures totally ſubverſive of the 
comfort and happineſs of the maroons, and embracing only their future aud moſt

inconſiderable weizbt: For, although it is certainly true, that many other powers, 
wliich are in England aſſociated with the epiſcopal authority, ſuch as the probate 
of wills, and the grant of adminiſtrations, and the like, are in his majeſtv's cola- 
nies exerciſed by the reſpective governors, under the title of ordinaries, yet It is to 
he obſerved, that theſe are powers in no degree eccleſiaſtical in their own nature, 
but became ac identally connec ed with the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction in this, an in 
other countries of Europe, in conſequence of opinions and diſpoions prevailing: 
in remote times, and have only continued in that ſtate of connect ion, from a pru- 
dent regard to ancient inſtitutions, not found to be inconſiſtent, in their modern 
practice, with the juſt convenience of the public : But the immediate government 
of the clergy, in the modes of eccleſiaſtical difcipline, is a power purely eccleſiaſ- 
tical, and has, in all ages, and in almoſt all profeſſions of Chriſtianity, been lodge 
in the clergy themſelves, either excluſively, as in the epiſcopal and many other of 
the reformed churches, cr in aſſociation with ſome of the laity, as in churches of a 
more democratic conſtitution ; and to lodge ſuch a power in the ſingle perſon of a 


lay governor, would be a novelty in the practice of the Chrifiian church, upon 


this matter, and, as J humbly ſubmit, a novelty not likely to be productive of 
ſalutary effects, when it is conſidered, that the perfon on whom this authority is 
propoſed to be conferred, will rarely be a perſon who, whatever other qualifica- 
tions he may poſſeſs, can be furniſhed, from the ſtudies and batits of his lite, with 
any intimate knowledge of the nature and exerciſe of the paitcral office : It is like- 
wile to be remarked, that this power of adminiſtering eccleſiaſtical diſcipline, is 
propoſed to be governed, not by the ancient ccclefiailical law, that is by the ancient 
canons. adopted by the church of England, or by its own modern canons, ſanc- 
tioned by the royal authority, but, * by ſuch regulations as ſhall hereafter be pro- 
vided by the legiſlature of Jamaica ;” thereby expoſing the body cf the clergy, to 
the hazard of conſiderable alterations in the nature of their functions, and ſubject. 
Ing them to a poſſible ſyſtem of rules, unknown to the general law by which their 
duties and rights are aſcertained in that parent church, of whichthey are ::.ini- 
Rers, wherever it is eſtabliſhed, in any part of his majeſty's dominions. 
Under theſe conſiderations, I would humbly ſubmit that, as tlie bi! hops of 
London have uniformly declined to exerciſe the juriſdiction, which has been of-

About the 7th of Auguſt, a third attack of fever, which had been preceded 
by two former. ones during the paſſage, confined me in bed, and fo violent was its 
progreſs, that of ſour doctors that attended me, two had the candour to adviſe me 
to make ſuch arrangemems in my affairs as might be deemed REI in a ſitua- 

tion which promiſed but little hope: :

-urgently required by fir John Wentworth and Mr. Ochterlony, my meditated

Preſton, about five miles from Halifax, together with the houſe and lands of a 
Mr. Green; and his reaſons convinced wet had no alternative: From the very 
high price of all articles of cloathing and huſbandry, I was no leſs convinced of

Early in September the maroons began, in ſmall parties, to:quit their ſituations 
about Halifax, and remeve to Preſton, to dig in their potatoes, and fix their fami- 
lies in fitvations allotted to them: Mr. Ochterlony alſo proceeded there, and took 
poſſeſſion of Green's-honſe, which we found a mere ſhell, neither wind nor water 

tight, and the back part much decaved; having fo many maroon houſes to make 
comfortable, it was impoſſible to fit it up for the winter, ſo a part only was under- 

taken for the preſent, in contemplation that afterwards, the remainder being com- 

pleted, doctor Oxley, Mr. Chamberlain, and myſelf, likewiſe might find ample 
accommodation therein: . 

On the 16th September, fir John Wentworth paid us his firſt viſit at Preſton, 
and every thing was highly approved of, many of the maroons expreſſing the greateſt 
ſatisfaction at their ſituation : 9 

The expences of the maroons yet remaining at Halifax, being enormouſſy great, 
J endeavoured to haſten them over to Preſton, but as every one could not have the 
' beſt houſe, and the firſt ready for reception, great difficulties were occaſioned: On 
the firſt week in October, the remainder of the maroons moved into their houſes, 

and were employed in digging in their potatoes, repairing and fitting up their 
houſes, chimnies, Sc. and, hat was not to be diſpenſed with, cutting their winter 
fuel, for which there was but little time: Many difficulties attended our procuring 
tradeſmen, whom we could only get at an advanced price: 

A great mortality having taken place among the maroons at their former habi- 
tations, owing to bad water, it ceaſed on their removal: 

From various communications reſpecting the nature of the country, and in 
: conſequence of the governor's aſſurances of ſupport, I began to think of obtaining 
ſome lands, and eſcheating others, which I had heard: favourably: ſpokerr of, towards 
the coaſts of the Bay of Fundy : I conceived that diſperſing the maroons very exten- 
- Hvely, was the only means of diſpoſing of them properly, and I had a with even to 
ſpread and extend them, in ſmall ſettlements, as far as New. Brunſwick : This idea 
I had previouſly ſuggeſted, and warmly urged that the different unoccupied barracks 
might be allowed us, during the. approaching winter, to facilitate, in the early 
ſpring, this plan which T at that time conceived the moſt ſuitable (Windſor bar- 

racks, forty-nine miles diſtant, among the many ſcattered over the richeſt parts of 
he province, being the only one occupied, and that by a very few French pri ſon- 
ers); but objections being ſtarted to the propoſal, I ſubmitted, and it was laid aſide; 
yet, fully perſuaded that it might hereafter be reſorted to from neceſſity, I wrote to 
Mr. Sewell, 16th December, 1796, expecting he would have been able to have 
procured the ſanction of government for ſome abſolute grant for the maroons, fir 
John Wentworth being reſtricted to grants of licenſes of occupation only: I was 
at the ſame time-in hopes of procuring for them, on eſcheats, certain lands granted 
on conditions uncomplied with; and, in order to aſcertain with the greater ſatiſ- 
faction, the advantages that might be thereby obtained, Mr, Ochterlony and doctor 
Oxley made a pretty extenſive. excurſion, with the further object of procuring 
cattle; and, on their return, they made the moſt favourable report of the country 
they had paſſed through: A reported relapſe of my health brought tlieſe gentlemen 
rather ſooner back tban could be looked for; and, on their return, on the laſt day 
of CQober, they paſſed from W indſor in a ſnow ſtorm, which happened at a 
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denjod uncommonly early, but, by the end of the enſuing month, the ſnow was 
very deep; during this period ] had remained at Preſton, but the open and un- 


| Gniſhed fate of the houſe there, had brought on the relapſe which alarmed them: 


I now began to think every comfortable arrangement was made for the winter 
that lay in my power, and had the additional ſatisfaction to find, that ſome of the 
maroons, of whoſe conduct Mr. Ochterlony had complained, he had become recon- 
ciled to, and they appeared orderly and ſatisfied : 

The reſidence of the maroons, from curioſity, was viſited by many people of 
re ſpectability, and it was with no little ſatisfaction I found that the plenty and con- 
venience provided for them, enſured a general approbation of our care, and the li- 
berality of the ifland of Jamaica: 1 8 9 

About the middle of December, our ſtores that had been ordered from meſſieurs 
Milligan and Mitchell arrived, and the article of clothing came moſt ſeaſonably. 
as the winter ſet in with the greateſt ſeverity ; the maroons became a little turbu- 


ent and diſcontented, and much recrimination paſſed. among them about their wars; 


the promoters of it, no leſs than the promoters of peace, threatened each others 
lives, and Smith and his family were actually in danger: i 

I muſt not omit, that many propoſals were made for the ſervices of the ma- 
roons, by -indentures and otherwiſe, which I did not find myſelf at liberty to inter- 
fere in; I:iſubmitted them all to the governor : | | 

A ſupply of two hundred tierces of flour, and thirty-two of beef and pork, were 
very generouſly ſupplied us by his royal highneſs prince Edward, at the requeſt of 
ir John Wentworth, from the public magazines: | | 

Oor ſtores of potatoes having been frozen and deſtroyed in the cellars, com- 
monly eſtee med froſt proof, a circumſtance not uſual, but at that time pretty ge- 
neral, and the increaſed price of flour indicating not only a ſcarcity, but a probable 
famine, induced me to take a paſſage in the Earl of Moira government arined brig 
for New-York, ſent to bring the mail from the packet, with a view of making 
ſome contract there, which might be a certain and more reaſonable ſupply than 
might be expected at Halifax: The winter being now ſet in, fo as to defy all out- 
door labour, the maroons houſed and plentifully provided for, and the probability 
of an abſence not exceeding one month, I conceived juſtified the meaſure : How- 


ever, a little previous to my departure, I had almoſt laid aſide my defign, from cer- 


tain communications reſpecting Mr, Ochterlony, who was repreſented as uſing very 
incautious language before the maroons, and broaching certain opinions, by no 
means ſuitable to his ſituation, and the objects for which we were ſent bv the ifland 


of Jamaica: On this occaſion I did not hide my reſentment, but, in the warmeſt 


terms, pointed out our reſpective duties, and the iniquity, no leſs than the injury 
to the iſland of Jamaica, in ſwerving from them: I muſt confeſs I had reaſons then, 
to conclude the repreſentations were not made without ſome portion of ill- will to- 
wards him; but I openly communicated to the governor his conduct, and at that 
time it was leſs thought of, from Mr. Ochterlony's apparent exertions, of which, 
Ppreviouily, both fir John Wentworth and I had fo much cauſe to be ſatisfied ; the 
reprobation of meaſures tending to make the minds of the maroons diſſatisfied, Mr. 
Ochterlony appeared to have felt ſo ſorely, that I apprehended on his part, nothing 
but caution in his future conduct, and fir John Wentworth did not appear under 
any apprehenſions from it: 

* Onthe 23d of February I ſailed for New-York, and returned about the, 24th of 
March to Halifax, having engaged in a contract for a certain quantity of flour; every 
tuing ſeemed pretty quiet among the maroons at Preſton. at this time, but the uſual

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complaint of the ſeverity of the cold, and that the country would not do for 
them: 

© T found on mv return a letter from general Walpole, informing me, that bis 
grace the duke of Portland had given him permiſſion, to have ſent to him in Eng- 
land, two maroons, Samuells and his ſiſter Eve, and that orders had been nde 
to fir John Wentworth, for that purpoſe, by his grace: Smith, the brother of theſe, 
was very anxious to accompany Samuels, or go in his ſtead, and it was with the 
greateſt difficulty, and making him many promiſes, that T covld prevail on him to 
remain; Ins ſervices could not at this time be poſſibly diſpenſed with : Colonel 
Leonard, of New-Brunſwick, who had often been with me at the maroon ſettle- 
ment, undertook the care of Samuells (Eve not being inclined to go); as he had 
made himſelf -conpetent in moſt of the maroon air I gave lim a letter to Mr. 
Sewell, to whom, and the duke of Portland, I conceived him qualified to give 


much information; 
worth for a lucrative employment, which he has obtained; he ſailed from Halifax, 


with his charge, in May. 

It was in April that T had the honour of receiving your lordſhip's diſpatches, 
encloſing extracts from the votes of the houſe of aſſembly, of the 9th and 19th 
December, 1796, whereby J was directed to make a conveyance of the lands, 
'houſes, and other properties, purchaſed for the maroons, to his majeſty, his heirs 
and ſucceſſors, for their benefit, under the direction of fir John Wentworth, or the 
-governor of Nova-Scotia for the time being; and that it was reſolved to grant the 
further ſum of ten pounds ſterling per head for the ſecond year, ending the 22d of 
July, 1798; theſe I laid before fir John Wentworth, as directed: 

Many of the inhabitants, and more particularly ſome members of the aſſem- 


bly of Nova Scotia, diſappointed in engaging maroons upon indentures, and on 


other propoſals to ſettle them, began to be very clamorous, and ſent a meſſage to 
the governor, to inquire what was to be done with them, ſhould the iſland diſcon- 
tinve their ſopply, and whether they were or were not to be left a burden on the 
province: J was ordered before them for examination, and great importance was 
given to the ſubject: 1 referred them to fir John Wentworth, after obſerving, that 
the iſland of Jamaica had purchaſed as much property for the maroons, as would 
keep an equal number of other people in Nova-Scotia from being conſidered pau- 
pers: Sir John Wentworth, on his part, declared he would anſwer for removing 
all apprehenſi ions, and become himſelf a pledge and ſecurity for the iſland of Ja- 
maica continuing for them an ample ſupport: 

Many of the bills drawn on account of the iſland being now returned, moſt 
probably from the general diſtreſs prevailing at the time, of difficulties at the bank, 
Occaſioned me much trouble, and no little uneaſineſs: 

The froſt remaining until long in the month of May in the ground, it was 
late before any labour was obtained from the maroons; and, on my firſt endea- 
vours, ſome time previous, to make a beginning, I found great reluctance on their 
part; ſeveral circumſtances induced me to conceive, that very ſtrong prejudices had 
been inculcated into their minds, againſt ſettling themſelves in Nova-Scotia ; acts 
of violence were committed by ſome againſt others, for planting potatoes; others 
had complained to me of the diſcouragement to work ſhewn by Mr. Ochterlony ; 
in ſhort, I deemed decifive meaſures to oppoſe prejudices with them abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary ; in conſequence of which, I moved ſome families to Boydville ; and, being 
determined to force through all oppoſition, I placed the negroes entirely under 
Mr, Chamberlain, who, early in June, had one hundred -and fifty at work ;

« Mr. Ochterlony!s conduct to the governor, as repreſented by him, now ap- 

ared to me of ſuch a nature, that I could not avoid aſſenting to the reaſonable. 
neſs of his objeQion to continue him in any concern for the maroans, and, for a 
ſhort time previous to the a 2d of July, I had little or no communication with him; 
the governor's approaching acceſſion to the charge, and great reſentment againſt 
Mr. Ochterlony, rendering ſuch a conduct on my part indiſpenſable : 

'* The maroons continued to work. as they had begun, and, on the 22d of July, 
1797, I ſurrendered my charge to fir John Wentworth, with more than one hun- 
dred of them employed in various ways: To captain Howe, who was ſent by his 
.excellency, I delivered up the property of the, iſland of Jamaica, taking proper

T hat the-committee had attentively conſidered the ſame, and had alſo, —. 
ing to the directions of the houſe, taken notice of all other documents reſpecting 
the maroons ſettled in Nova. Scotia: 
That they had alſo examined, perſonally, on oath, William Dawes Quartet 
and Alexander Ochterlony, and annex their examinations, together with the ſe- 
veral papers produced by them in ſupport of their teſtimony, as an appendix to 


this xeport: 
That 
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That the committee obſerve, with regret, that from the moment fir Joby Went- 
worth received his majeſty's inſtruQions, to keep the maroons in Nova- Scotia, and 
to provide them with every comfort, he looked on them as a people entitled to 
g cat favour, and thought himſelf autliofized to require, from the. agents appointed 
% Specrintend them, the expenditure of very large ſums of money, in a manner 
w 1h he pointed out as moſt-agreeable to his inſtructions: 

I hat theſe requiſitions appear to have been preſſed with ſuch earneſtneſs, and 
lep ported b by ſuch authority, that Mr. Qvarrell thought himſelf bound to comply, 
and to give up his plan of ſettlement to that dictated by fir John Wentworth: In 
eonſequence of his directions, theſe people were kept together in 2 body, forming 
a diſtinct colony, and preſerving all the habits and prejudices of maroons; by 
which means, a diſguſt to ail uſeful] labour, and a ſpirit of diſcontent and hoſtility 
to this Hand and its inhabitants, were excited and maintained, among the greateſt 
patt of them: Yet the committee think that, notwithſtanding the maniſeſt objections 
to the plan wi:ich has been adopted, it is more than probable, that all the maroons 
would have been induced (as many of them were, previous to the 22d July, 1797.) 
to work for themſelies, on the farms which have been ſo liberally furniſhed for 
them, and have long ſince relieved this iſland from a great part of the expence of 
maintaining them, had they not been prevented from exerting themſelves : One 


cavſe of their objection to work was, the hope of being removed, in a ſhort time, 


to another country, founded on a certain promiſe of fir Join Wentworth, and 
ſupported by ſome other individuals: But the chief impediment to their induſtry, 
was the encouragement to idleneſs, derived from the extravagant proviſion made 
for then ſupport, and the employment of other hands to do for them what they 
ought to have been obliged to do for themſelves : This ſyſtem of maintaining in 


indolence, a large body of tranſported-rebels, has been the foundation of an ex- 
penſive eitabliſhment, u hich it never was in the contemplation of the legiſlature 


of this iſland to form: The evidence of Mr, Quarrell, and the acccunts tranſ- 


mitted by him, ſhew the number of perfons employed, on account of the ma- 


r:ons, during his ſuperintendancy; but the committee have reaſon to conclude, 
that the expence of this eſtabliſhment was moſt unwarrantably increaſed, for a 
con{:derable time afterwards, and has not until lately been reduced: 

That it is much to be regretted, that no account of diſburſements has been re- 
ceived from fr John Wentworth, although fifteen months had elapſed from the 


time he took upon himſelf the direction of the maroons, and the expenditure of 


the money of this iſland, to the ſailing of tis majeſty's thip Bather, which arrived 
here from Ealifax carly in this month; and although, by his letter to lord Bal- 
caries, of 29th September, 1797, he gave reaſon to expect that ſuch accounts would 
be tranſmitted here quarterly, yet, from the groſs amount mentioned in the. poſt- 
ſcript of his leiter to lord Balcarres, of 13th June, 1798, it appears that, from 22d 
July, 1597, to December, in the ſame year, no leſs a ſum than 10,695. ſterling 
had been lavifhed on that account: From this, ſome conjecture may be formed of 
the ſubſequent expence till this time ; but the committee have no document by 
which it can te aſcertained: 


] hat, in order to judge, if poſſible, without ſech a guide, what ſum would be 


neceſſary to ef abliſh the maroons in their ſettlen ent, the committee have inqdited 
into the expence incurred by the Britiſh government, in ſcttling the loyal American 
as who went to Nora- Scotia on the termination of the American war, in the 
year 1783; and find, from good authority, that accorcing to the allowances made 
do hole coloniſts (an account of which is ſubjoined in the appentix) on the cal-

culation of 56 perſons, more than equal to the total number of the maroons, to 
be rewarded for their loyalty, they were conſidered as amply provided for, by the 
expenditure of 2, ocol. ſterling in three years; at which period, all further ſup. 
port was withdrawn, becauſe it was manifeſt, that while they were maintained, they 
would not work for themſelves: Vet, ſtrange it is, that after this iſland — 
more than 28,900. ſterling for the ſupport of a ſmaller number of tranſported re- 
bels, in one year, and GO. ſterling in the ſecond year, requiſitions are made for 
further ſams on the ſame account, to what amount, or for what length of time, no 
human foreſight can determine: | 

That the committee, therefore, cannot help deffluring their opinion, that the 
funds provided for the ſupport and eſtabliſhment of the maroons, were more than 
ſufficient for that purpoſe, had they been managed with a proper attention to that 
object, and to the interelt of this iſland ; but they are ſorry to obſerve thoſe funds 
have, in many inſtances, been moſt unprofitably ſquandered : 

That tliis evil has, in ſome meaſvre, ariſen from a frequent change of ſyſtem in 
ſettling the maroons, and the want of a proper perſon, accountable to the legiſla- 
ture of this iſland for his tranſactions, having been continued in Nova- Scotia, to 
direct and ſuperintend the application of their money, and was not foreſeen by the 
houſe, when it directed Mr, Quarrell to give up the charge of the maroons, on the 
22d July, 1797, it being at that time conſidered, from the letters of fir John Went- 
worth, that he had inttructions from his majeſty's miniſters, to take upon himſelf 
the direction of thoſe affairs: 

That here the committee cannot avoid taking notice of that part of his grace 
the duke of Portland's letter to Mr. Sewell, of 16th April, 1798, in which he ſays, 
that the report of the committee of the houſe, of 28th November, 1797, “ ſtates 
an error in fact, where it ſtates that certain articles were delivered to fir John. 
Wentworth by Mr. Quarrell, together with a bill of exchange for 600. ſterling, 
required by him (fir John Wentworth) at the-inſtance of his majeſty's miniſters ;” 
and in which letter it is ſtated, * that no authority to make ſuch requiſition was ever 
given by his majeſty's miniſters :”” That the committee were certainly not acquainted: 
with the particulars of the inſtructions, given by his majeſty's miniſters to fir John 
Wentworth, on the ſubje& of the maroons, but, in forming that part of their re- 
port, they relied on the words of fir John Wentworth, in the letter which he wrote 
to Mr. Quarrell, making that requifition : Which letter is annexed to this report, 
and is marked A, 1: 

That the committee lament that any inſtructions ſhould have been miſunder- 
ſtood, ſo as to create an expence, as unexpected as unneceſſary, for the purpoſes of 
ſettling the maroons; and humbly conceive, that this iſland. ought not, in juſtice, 
to be burdened with the extraordinary charge incurred by ſuch miſunderſtanding, 
or by fixing the maroons in a country where fo many difaculties have been oppoſed 

to their ſettlement; that country being appointed for we place of reſidence by his 
majeſty's miniſters, and not by any authority from hence 

That the committee having appointed a ape, to examine. and ſettle the 
accounts of Mr. Quarrell, I, have received from them a report, which has been agreed 
to, and is annexed in the appendix: 

T hat the committee are of opinion, that the ſaid William Dawes QuarrelI, not- 
withſtanding he was pre vente l from exerciſing fully his own judgment, in the ſet- 
tlement of the maroons of whom he had the charge, has executed the truſt repoſed 
in him, and diſcharged his duty to this iſland, with diligence and fidelity : That he

Examination, on oath, of WII IIA Bt DawzEs QpaAARELI, efquire, taken before the 


commiltee of the honourable houje of aſſembly, to whom his honour the licutenant- go- 
derner's ſeveral meſſages of the 8th and 28th of November, and 4th of December, 
with their reſpective enclurer, were referred. 

Queſtion 1. Was the price required for the farms a reaſonable one, according to 
the value of farms in the province of Nova- Scotia; and did you, or did you not, 
object to it? | 
 Anfwer. The price of lands, as welt as proviſ ions, and all other neceſſarĩes, roſe 
conſiderably on the arrival of the maroons at Halifax ; and, under that conſidera- 
tion, the examinant thought the purchaſe of Green's (the principal farm recom- 
mended by fir J. Wentworh on the 5th July, 1796, in the letter accompanying the 
memorandum *) and thoſe lots in the townſhip of Preſton, whete the maroons were 
afterwards fixed, was ſuch as might have been expected: He did not ſee that pro- 
perty, until ſir J. Wentworth had entered into a treaty with Mr. Green for the 
purchaſe off it: It then appearing a ſpot determined on for tlie reception of the 
maroons (as by the letter aforeſaid), the purchaſe was concluded without any ex- 
ception on the part of this examinant.— [ Se appendix B, No. 1. 

C. 2. What was objected to your own Plan of diſperſing the maroons, even as 
far as New-Brunſwick ? 

A. That ſome of the barracks which examinant propoſed for their reception were 
occupied : That no encouragement was given to the plan of diſperſing them, or 
other propoſal recommended, than that of fixing them at Preſton; nor were the diſ- 
tant barracks offered for their accommodation. 


Q. 3. What were the reaſons given you by ſir John Wentworth, which con- 


vinced you you had no alternative? 


A. From a very early period, ſir John Wentworth ſeemed diſpoſed, thatthe maroons 


ſhould be fixed altogether at Preſton; but examinant muſt obſerve, that, upon a 
ſmall party being removed from thence to Boyd ville, in a ſhort time afterwards, he 


approved of the meaſure. 


Q. 4. Was it not your opinion, that it would have beſt anſwered the purpoſe of 


the aſſembly of Jamaica, that the maroons were diſperſed, and not kept in a body? 
A. Moit certainly. 


8 How were the maroons, who remained at Halifax, whilſt ſome were ſettling 


at Freiion, ſubſiſted; by rations, or otherwiſe; and vrhat occaſioned an extraor- 
dinary expenditure?

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By rations. The extraordinary expence was occaſioned” by Mog Houſes, 
Farniſhing fuel, and by cartage of proviſions and other neceſjaries. 

C. 6, Were you made to pay for the proviſions with which you were ſupplied 
by order of his roval liigbneſs prince Edward, at the requeſt of fir J. Wentworth, 
from the public magazines? 

A. Examinant was made to pay for thoſe - proviſions, He received 22 . 
of good beef and pork, and 200 tierces of very bad flour. Examinant offered 
repeatedly to repay the flour, when he could have bought -it- found, and cheaper 
than when he was compelled to replace it: But, at firſt, ſir john Wentworth ſug. 
geſted, that examinant might get it debited to the iſſand, by the office for victual- 
Jing. the troops, and paid in England afterwards ; when it might have been got, it 
vas delayed by commilſary-general Brinley, for. examination of its quality, which 


pe declared muſt be good, and it was by no means prelied. for untillatterly, the pub. 
| lic ſtores being full. 


Q. 7. Did any official letters paſs bets een you and any other perſon, on the ſub- 
ject of theſe proviſions? 

A. As late as the 13th December, 1797, and the th January, 1798, when flour 
was difficult to be had at a moderate: price, examinant received the following letters 
on the ſubject. ¶ Vide appendix B, No. 2, 3, 4, and 5.] 

C. 8. Did fir John Wentworth. previouſly inform yon, that he would pledge 
himſelf to the aſſembly of Nova-Scotia, that Jamaica would continue the maroons 
an ample ſupport ; and if he did, what did you anſwer ? 

A. No; he did not. 

Q. 9. What did you underſtand from fir John Wentworth's aſſurances of ſup- 

ort ? 
: A. Examinant meant his promiſedaid in procuring, lands, which on his, fr John 
Wentworth's, ſucceeding to the charge of the maroons, was unneceſſary to exami- 
nant, and never fufilled to the maroons but by purchaſes. Sir John Wentworth

Q. 10. What were fir J. Wentworth's objeRions to Mr. Cchterlony ; and do 


you think them founded ? | 

A. Sir John Wentworth's objeRtions b to Mr, Ochterlony were founded upon Mr. 
Ochterlony's very public abuſe of him, and his meaſures. At a very large meeting, 
at dinner, ina public houſe in Halifax, Mr. Cchterlony (as examinant was told by 
Mr. Wallace, the treaſurer, then preſent) not only applied the moſt opprobrious 
epithets to fr John Wentworth's name, but declared that certain letters of fir J. 
Wentworth to his grace the dukg of Portland, produced by Mr. Dundas in the 
houſe of commons, contained falſehoods, untruths, and miſrepreſentations. I Se

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Q. 11. What was the incautious language uſed by Mr. Ochterlony before the 
maroons ? 


A. Generally diſteſpectful of the rovernor, as miſtating facts in his public let- 
ters, ſupporting the idea of the removal of the maroons; — — other ſimilar decla- 


rations uſed in the preſence of Cllambetlain and Oxley, as reported by them to ſir 
John Wentworth.

A. As very prejudicial to his views in ſettling the maroons, and inſulting to ls 
character. 
'Q, 13. Are vou. acquainted with theimproper interference of any perſon, and of 
whom, by which the labour and ſettlement of the meroons was: impeded? 
A. All promiſes of removal, or e alive any ſuch expectations, were pre- 
judicial: It certainlv+was no incitement to their labouring, or becoming ſettlers: 
Mr. Ochterlonv's conduct appeared governed by a certain- impolitical promiſe, 
made by fir John Wentworth to the maroons, and hereto annexed {/ce appendix B, 
No. 6), of which this examinant did not approve, and the uſe they made of it was 
s bad one: The maroons inet-with great diſcouragement from ſeveral people in 
Halifax, who wro'e petitions for them ; and alſo from the heighbhouring ſettlers, who 
either wiflied for their removal, with a view to ſucceed to their houſes on eaſy 
terms, or-dreaded, by their becoming laborious, a reduction in dhe price of labour; 


but, what in the greateſt meaſure tended to retard their ſettling was, the ſyſtem of 


inactivity purſued from 22d July, 1797, and which continued above a year, as by 
the annexed letters of doctor Oxley, and of Mr. Chamberlain, under the ſignature 
of John Bunyan. I See appendix B, No. 7, 8, 9.] 

Q. 14. Do you conceive ſuch interference was the only cauſe, or did any other 
- exiſt, why the maroons did not continue to work, after vou ſurrendered the 8 
of them, as they did before? 

A. Oxley's letters ſav, a ſyſtem of inaQivity was purſued after the ſurrender of 

xaminant's charge: Chamberlain's amount to the ſame: Examinant knows this 

to be a fact, if they were fed without any condition to work, he conceives they 
would remain idle; neceſſity is the only ſpur to labour: While the Germans were 
fed at Lunenbuigh, that place was almoſt in a ſtate of nature, untilled and uncul- 
tivated; that ſupport withdrawn, the induſtry of the Germans bas rendered that 
part of the country the beſt ſource of fupply to Halifax. 

Q. 15. Did you remain in Nova-Scotia any'time after you ſurrencered the 
charge of the maroons; how long ; and on what account ? 

A. Examinant ſaith he remained in Halifax, from the 22d July, 1707, to the 
1ſt May, 1758, about nine months after the ſurrender of his charge: The iſt, 
2d, and 3d month (as he could not get away) to aid fir John Wentworth, at his 
particular requeſt, with his, examinant's advice, which he conceives fir J. Went- 
worth afterxards thought unneceſſary ; but the whole of the time, examinant was 
more forcibly fixed by the holders of his-proteſted bills, as a pledge, as they called 
it, for the honour of the iſland of Jamaica; which honour would have kept him in 

Halifax the enſuing winter, had not meſſieurs Cochrans rclieved him. 

Q. 16. During your detention there, did yow- obſerve any changes in the ſyſtem 
which you had adopted, of managing and ſettling the maroons ? 
A. Examinant did: The eſtabliſhment was ehlarged, and examinant con- 
ceived the plan more expenſwe: Purchaſes were made, which he did not think 
abſolutely neceſſarv: Is certain the expences of the ſecond year might have been 
reduced, even below Oxley's and his eſtimate, to which examinant refers (Jec ap- 
Pendix B, No. 10): His plans were, in many inſtances, abandoned, as ap- 
pears by Chamberlain, Oxlev, and Coleman's letters :# By the ſame authorities, 
examinant learns they have ſince been adopted: Captain Howe did not appear to 
ſupport fir John Wentworth's wiſhes in every inſtance; much altercation, in con- 
ſequence, took place among the ſubalterns in the commiſſion, as may » ſeen by 
bars mo: letters of Oxley and.

Q. 19. Did you at any time, and when, become fo well. acquainted with the 
country, and its markets, as to judge what ſum would be neceſſa:y to enable the ma- 
roons, to become independent of the iſſand of Jamaica or * and did you 
make any calcolation for that purpoſe ? 

A. Examinant did; and made eſtimates : So did doctor Oxley, at his deſire.— 
192 eſti mates, appendix B, No. 10.] 

C. 20. Explain yourſelf wherein you ſay, that many propoſals were made for 
PE ſervices of the maroons, hy tndentures and otherwiſe; and way you did not 
ind yourſelf at liberty to interfere, and why you did refer them to the governor? 

A. Many propoſals were made, but only one in writing (by Mr. Fonge), to 
which examinant refers; the others were inadmiſſible, for reaſons aſſigned in this 
examinant's letter to Mr. Sewell, dated 25th April, 1797. 

Ihe inſtructions received. by-examinant, from the houſe of aſſembly, of the »th 
and 19th.December, 1796, will account for bis not interfering with fir ſohn Went- 
worth's plans; which, had examinant done, he ſhould have ſubjeRed himſelf to fir 
J. Wentworth's cenſure, and perhaps that of the iſland of Jamaica: Prudence ever 
dictated to examinant, not to place himfelf in a ſituation, to ſerve as occaſion might 
offer for condemnation, ſhould ſuch things fail of ſucceſs, which he evidently ſaw 
would be the caſe.

Q. 21. What ſum do you conceive, under your own plans, would have been ſuf.

A. On the-maroons being permitted to land, after having been expreſſly forbid, 
no plan could have bee readily ſuggeſted, as, at that time, his majeity's orders re-

Halifax currency, althiough.great deduct ions miglit 
reaſonably be mace, for ſavings in the difference of ltiouic-keeping and provilions 
(ail articles being elſewhere cheaper) in the detached ſituation of the maroons; by 
which. monopolies and great advanced prizes would have been avoided ; and num- 
berleis other conſiderations: Aﬀer which, examinant takes Mr, L'onge's climate, 
amounting to 32,9025). for the final ſettlemont of the whole ; making, together, the 
ſum of 43, 325% Ealitax currency.

the 22d of July, 1757, to the 22d July, 1798 (if all charges, properly incurred 
within that time, are brought into the account) will not be ſhort of 25, oool. ſterling. 
A reduction in the eſtabliſhment ſince*that time (for which ſee Chamberlain's letter, 
and Howe's diſcharge therein ſtated, appendix, No. 11) muſt confiderahly lower the 
expences of the ſucceeding years, i 7090 and 1800, or until the termination of the 
buſineſs : Chamberlain ſays the reduction will be 3050/7. per annum; he no doubt 
means on the expenditure of laſt year, or fir John Wentwortls firſt of his charge, 
leaving out lands purchaſed and houſes built, ex pences which will not again occur.

A. T he proportions of aged and infants are too great, for the families in general 
to maintain themſelves. in any part of Nova-Scotia ; ſome families, which do not 


conſiſt of many old and young, may, on that part binding on the Fay of Fundy ; 


I mean to go as far.as a man and wife, and one infant, or wht two children, pro- 


yided one could hoe potatoes. 
Q. 28. Do you know that fir John Wentworth at any time did, or did not, 


propoſe to embody the-maroons as a military corps; and did he not actu. ill; giee 
ſome of them military commiſſions ? 

A On the alarm occaſioned by Richery's ſquadron, the governor, fir John 
Wentworth, propoſed to embody them as a military, corps, as militia: He gave the 
maroons many commiſſions; Johnſon, a colonelcy; Jarrett and Baile, majori- 
ties; and many, companies; and lieutenancies to others,

lent commands of his majeſty, and ſuch juſt and generous diſpoſitions of the iſland 
of Jamaica: From theſe motives, I recommend the following arrangements, which 
it is incumbent on me to repart to his grace the duke of Portland :

Wentworth; having been an eye witneſs to the whole tran/2Aton, I can trace the 
ſource of the evil: You ſaw, and ſtruek at the root of it; vou tried every meaſure 
with the maroons, to get them to do ſomething for-themiclves; vou found no- 
thing ſhort of coercion would do; you ſucceeded, and leit our affairs going on 
well; but captain Howe ſuffered them to dwindle off into-their former habits of 
-jdleneſs ; and for what, becauſe he would not riſque his popularity, by coercive 
meaſures (to uſe his own words); had be only let them go on as he · found them,

to have aſked for any thing more than was offered me, would have leſſened tlie 


weight of my plea with fir John Wentworth, for a univerſal reduction of expences

When our whole plan is completed, as in contemplation, it will, I think, make a

ing. which will be, in a; great meaſure, diſcontinued; the amount of which I can- 
not yet aſcertain: Four or five white men I ſhall continue on the place; not to 
augment, as was heretofore the caſe, but to leſſen the general expence, as it is in- 
tended to employ them in getting wood to market, as ſoon as we get the wharf and 
new road completed. It is coſting us ſomething to get the maroons to work, which 
is ſeverely cenfured by thoſe ho wiſh us every thing but ſueceſs: It is not intended 
to continue this expence a moment after the wharf and road are finiſhed; and we 
ſhall, I think, ſoon retrieve it, in the profit of the labour in which the maroons will 


be employed; ſome are already cutting wood, and many more will ſoon be doing ſo: 


We give them four ſhillings per cord for cutting; we are offered ſeven ſhillings at the 
ſtump, by thoſe who would buy it to carry to market; but we expect to make more 
than double that profit, by employing our own teams to carry it, which we liave re- 
ſerved to that intent: This, dear fir, was, you may recollect, the plan I ſuggeſted 
to fir J. W. laſt winter, and how it was defeated: But overbearing influence is not 
now in the way-of our exertions : Difficulties will certainly be yet to encounter, 
before all the deep-rooted prejudices, and long indulged indolence, of the maroons 
be entirely got the better of: But though, from information you may have re- 
ceived of the violent diſlike of the maroons to me, it would be natural to bode ill 
as to my ſucceſs with them, yet there is a good proſpect of being able to furnith 
you, next year, with accounts of gardens and fields of their planting, in many acres 
of the woods you purchaſed for them: It was the opinion of ſeveral, if not all of the 
court held here, from what they themſelves obſerved, that the oppoſition of the 
maroons did not originate with themſelves at all: One ground of diſſatisfaction the 


maroons certainly had with me, which they would not mention, and which I-: per-. 


ſiſt in: J had always told them, that they ought to work, or be left to go hungry 
till thev would: The maroons themſelves ſaid they would ſooner ſtarve to death 
than work, and their very compaſſionate friends thought it would be eruel to make 
the experiment : I have been placed in a ſituation to hold this language to them, 
in the decided ſtiſe of autliority, and to ſee to the execution of a poſitive order to 
that purpoſe, and not a ſoul has periſhed by the means; a few, indeed, went with- 
out their allowance from Saturday to the next Wedneſday, and there ended their 
reſolution and my cruelty: Upon their making ſatisfactory promiſes to go to work, 
they received their allowance, and went to work, and no one has ſince ventured to 
riſque a refuſal to work, when called upon: Even old Jarrett has done his road 
work, and engaged not to try to diſcourage others doing what they can in the coun- 
try: The countenance that has been given to the diſaffected, has been the worſt 
obſtacle we had to ſurmount; but, purſuing the firm determined meaſures con- 


certed with our worthy friend M. Wallace, eſquire, and approved by ſir J. W. we 


are getting the better of a little mercenary clan, that don't lie half ſo ſnug as they 
imagine. | ; 

I have, while writing, received from fir John Wentworth an additional part of

that I arrived here with tlie maroons on the 23d July, 1796, and that on the 28th. 
and 29th we were allowedto-land-here ; from that time, to the latter end of Sep- 
tember, we were employed by prince: Edward, on the citadel; at which time, find- 
ing it impoſſible to be at the expenee of maintaining them at the town, or even of 
finding houſes or fuel here for: them, during the winter (tlie country barracks being 
refuſed us, probably on account of their being occupied by French priſoners) we 
were induced to purchaſe-the ſettlement at Preſton, at more than we might have 
got their ſettlements for, had not the governor here made the bargain for us, with 
a view-more to ſerve his friends than us: 1 muſt, notwithſtanding, ſay, that the 
amount of what we have laid out on our purchaſes, and removal from hence, has 
been not only a ſaving of lives but money; for, by the moſt exact eſtimate I can 
form, we ſhould have · doubled the expences at leaſt, had we continued as we be- 
gan: ou may then conclude, that twenty odd ſettlers removing. and our ſucceed- 
ing them by parcek, at diſſerent times, took up the month of October, when they 
dug in their potatoes, and had their houſes to be repaired, and made tight, and get 


in their uinter fuel: On the latter end of that month (the 26th) the ſnow began 


to fall, and, by the end of the enſuing, I ſhould myſelf have periſhed in the ſnow, 
in the ſtrcets of Halifax, going about aco yards to the governor's, had it not been 
for bis and the prince's aids · de · camp, who ſupported me: J may then ſay the win- 


ter was ſerious, and there was a general ceſſation of labour: it continued with a 


ſeverity heretotore unknown, and, at this inſtant, the lakes and rivers ſurrounding 


dur ſetilement are frozen; the troft-yer fo firm in the ground, as not to admit of a

plough going in, and very probable that the ſnow will remain about us, on the 
ground, until the end of next month: Why then, nothing has been done, except 
Oppoſition to our plans, and that by the governor, who I believe never dreamt of, 

or intended, any thing but to eaſe the minds of the people, whom he had given to 
underſtand, merely as a palliative on their frequent complaints, that they were to 
be removed to a warmer climate in the ſummer : Relying on this, they have, until 
lately, refuſed to liſten to any thing elfe: My fituation, from firit to laſt, has been 
very unpleaſant ; firſt of all, we were conſidered as a ferocious banditti, and guard. 
ed; then permitted to land, much to the reluctanee of the inhabitants; ſhortly af. 
ter, I was a monſter of barbaritv, for beating one of our inſolent captains; then my 
deputy was worſe; then they were an innocent poor deluded people; then were to 
be good ſettlers and encouraged; and the firſt conſideration towards us as ſuch waz, 
when our roads were'impaſſable, to take away 1001. which was uſually allotted the 
diſtrict annually for mending them: Now then their motives for all this humanity 
come out. Says one, I want half a dozen of tneſe fine fellows to be indented 
for 6 years?” Very well, thefe fellows have 10 wives, 15 children, and 8 old peo. 
ple, in their family; take them all, if they will go with you, and PII thank you:“ 
No, no, only want labourers, and you muſt feed the reſt, or perhaps they may 
take a wife a- piece, if each will work for her food: Scotch, Triſh, and German, 
come here, and ſettle upon that plan, and we are never troubled with families, or 
more than can work :”** Then go and make your bargain with them:“ + Well, my 
lads, will you be bound to ſerve me 6 years, and learn ploughing, farming, Sc.“ 
No, we are free, we are not to ſtay here; the governor has told us we ate to go 
away to a warm country in ſummer, belonging to the king, therefore we cannot 
ſeparate our families.” The nature of the correſpondence between the governor 
and the public of Jamaica T cannot tell; but, if it is the ſaine as the language he 
ſometimes holds, it is that he has ſettled the maroons comfortably, and that" they 

5 are all ſatisfied: IJ have no doubt of this, and ſhall be confirmed in it, if private in- 

formation is true, that it has been determined by the iſland to ſupport the maroons 
until July next, by which time, it is not poſſible they fhall ever reap or procure a 
mouthful from their labours; then the iſland expects they will be well ſe:tled, and 
he will take them off our hands at a certain price: It is a job, I have no doubt, he 
has heretofore planned; if ſo, he muſt have ſince retracted, not only from knowing 
that it is impoſſible, but that the 107. per head, for one year, and to conclude, is not 
what he meant; he meant to ſupplant me as agent, and to carry on the buſineſs hy 
contracts, after my having proceeded through the moſt difficult part of it. In fact, 
the governor has done nothing but miſchief; though I don't doubt, if you could 
peep into his letters to the duke of Portland, you would fee he gives himſelf the 
whole credit in the buſineſs, and has been working the ſame game with him, to ef- 
fect his purpoſe; he has often told me, he had authority to draw upon government 
for the maroon account; and I am confident he builds ſome ſutety in a-fand from 
government, for carrying on the buſineſs in his own way, ſhould the iſland of Ja- 
maica limit their ſupport within his views: Let matters be as they will, a thort 
time will diſcover all; ar preſent you may be ſurpriſed to hear, 1 have had no offi- 
cial inſtructions from Jamaica fince ] left ãt. 

I ſuppoſe it is known to you, that general Walpole has had the duke of Port- 
Tand's permiſſion to ſend for two maroons; one goes home in the packet with 
colonel Leonard; the maroons having councils here, and friends to adviſe them, 
have required a copy of your queries, and their anſwers given them: J ſpoke to 


dne governor, and he thought it was of no 2 conſequence 40 allow àt; they in ali 
probabiliiy 
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probability will fend them home, with fome pe: tion Jam told they have Bat 


wrote for them by their neighbours, who endeavour all in their power to mike 
the maroons diſlike their ſituation, and to get them away: In this they have many 
views; 21%. in order to reduce tlie price of proviſions (now much raiſed) ; to keep 

up the price of labour, which they (being working men) apprehend the mar-ons, - 
Induſtrions, would lower; and to get into their houſes, now made warm and good 
With the lands new fenced, at a cheap rate.

Government 
wiſking to ſettle a new country, muſt grant lands to ſome ; even the pooreſt day 
Jabourers have applied and ſneceeded : Goverrior s' fervants, hangers on, clerks, and 
all the refoſe of emigration. can get grants; to he fure they have been lately ſuſ- 
pended, on account of their-having been made to? men not able to comply with 
the conditions, and only licenſes of oc ation are now to he granted it is /o [arr 
but moſt of the lands are, by the tenor of the grants; forfeited and eſcheatable, in

No. 1. So far from encouraging the maroons not to work, I made uſe of every 
means in my power to perſuade them to do ſo; and that they did work, I believe 
Mr. Quarrell will recolleR, and I beg leave to refer to the overſeer's return, hereto 
annexed, which will fully ſhew the ſtate of the property when J left it.— [See ap- 

pendix. B. No. 19. | 
2. With reſpect to encouraging the maroons never to acknowledge themſelves 
ſatisfied with Nova- Scotia, I believe” Mr, Quarrell will res left, that as ſoon as the 
cold weather ſet in, the maroons were continually complaining of the country, and 
ſaying, © that it would never do for. them,“ they did not require any encourages 
ment to declare their diſlike and diſſatisfaction at the. country, Nova- Scotia, but by 
no means whatever did I encourage their diſſike. 
3. As to this charge, I deny the whole of it in the moſt poſitive manner : It ap- 
pears to me, to be brought for the expreſs purpoſe of prejudicing the minds of the 


inbabitants of this iſſand again me ; -and I requeſt tigt Mr. Quarrell may be aſk- 


ed, if ever he heard me utter an expreſnon, which could pony be tlie foundation 
of ſuch a charge 

4. That I did think and fav, the maroons would he removed from Nora-8 cotia, 
I confeſs; .and that. from the fulleſt convition of the impoſſibility, as well as the 
impolicy, of their. ſettling. in that part of Nova-Scotia,, which. had been previouſly 
abandoned ; firſt, by diſbanded ſoldiers, aud laſtly by. ſome hundred. blacks, who 


were unable to ſubſiſt themſelves with their utmoſt exertions (as I believe can be 


proved by Mr. Combauld now. in this iſland, but at that time reſiding in Nova- Sco- 


tia): Of this, I believe, the maroons were more fully convinced, by the ſtories told 
them by the few white people ſettled around them, who were continually holding 
forth their own miſerable ſituation, as the inevitable reſult of their remaining: I never 
had the hcnour of any correſpandence with general Walpole, but, of his endea- 
vours for the remaval of the maroons, they were very well informed by the inhabitants 
of Halifax; as I troſt Mr, Quartell will recollect: That the maroons. had various 
petitions written for them, both Mr. Quarrell and myſelf knew very well : As to 
the circumſtance of .my going with them as their captain, to thę Cape of Good 
Hope, 1 ſhall here ſtate it, as it occurred : In a private converſation, wherein colonel 
Witherall, aid-de;camp to his royal highneſs prince Edward, atked me.“ if the ma- 
roons were embodied as ſoldiers, and given to hin, whether I would accept a com- 
mand, and go with them to the Care of Good Hope :” I replied, + I would: 1 


| certainly thonght 1 It an advantageous plan for this iſland, as the EXPCence of carrying 


the. maroons to-the Cape of Good Hope, would not have amounted to near fo 
much as that of ſettling them in Nova-Seotia: For the truth-of the above ſtate- 
ment, I beg leave to refer to Mr. Quarrell. 

F. As I have already ſtated their general diſſatisfaction to the-country (for the 
truth of which I muſt again refer to-Mr.-Quarrell), I ſhall proceed and anſwer that 
charge of contining james Dunbar, for the artful inſinuatiomof induſtty: The fact 
was, tliat I found it neceſſary to make all the able men and women belonging to one 
houſe, cut and carry wood for the winter's fuel of -that- houſe; by wliich means, 


the old and ſick would equally. enjoy the benefit of the ſire, without the labour ; 


and, by a timely ſupply of that article, an enormous expence would be ſaved to this 
country ; but as foine (and this worthy friend of captain Howe's, among the rell,) 
would {ſometimes hire themſelves to the neighbours, either ty cut wood or fencing 


poles, while the others of the. houſe were cutting wood for their uſe, I found it ex- 


Tedient, and with the concurrence of Mr, Quarrell, I did take the money, for wiich 
any 
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any one had been working, and made him ſhare it egva)ly among the whole of the 
hook to which he belonged ; which plan the maroons then;ſelves approved of, and 
adopted during the winter: As to any dreadful imprecations ] might have made uſe 
of, I do not recollect: I had no reaſon to doubt, but that my conduct towards the 
maroons was at that time fully approved of by Mr. Quarrell and fr John Went— 
worth (as fir J. W.'s letters to the duke of Portland will explain, and to which I re- 
fer yon), and more eſpecially as they never were puniſhed but by the ſentence of a 
court- martial of their own officers: As to the tircamtionce of heating, and ſtopping 
the proviſions of the family at Cole-Harbour, for planting potatoes, that J totally 
deny: Although I am aware that, in the month of ſune, 1597, ſuch falſe inſinun— 
tions were made to Mr. Quarrell, which I then aſſured him were without foundation. 

6. In ſpeaking of fir John Wentworth, I certainly was tmprudent; for, when 

| his letters to the duke of Portland made their appearance in Halifax, I found be 
miſrepreſented the ſituation of the maroons ſo much, that I could not avoid ſaying, 
they were not founded in fact: I therefore requeſt his (fir J. W.“s) oy be 
| ws and Mr. Quarrell aſked as to the truth of them. 

5, have, my anſwer to No. 6, acknowledged my imprudence in freaking of 
| FA J. W. but am not conſcious of any miſrepreſentations : : The maroons often 
- complained of his not keeping the promiſes he made them; which, I think, the 
declaration of 28th Mav, 1797, annexed to Mr, Quarreli's examination, (at which 
Mr. Quarrell and mvſeif were preſent) will fully juſtify: Their addreſs to Er. 
Wentworth, (which I have received from America within a few weeks, ) ] am ready 

to eee and I requeſt Mr. Quarrell may be aſked as to the truth of it. 

8. I cannot imagine that the ume of the maroons was loſt through my influ- 
ence; this charge can only be raiſed for the purpoſe of excuſing captain Howe, 
who ſucceeded me; and who, I am informed, hath been lately diſmiſſed, after a 
vear's trial, with much leſs ſucceſs than I had, in ſettling the maroons: iz failure, 

I truſt, cannot be laid to my charge: For the truth cf the above, I beg leave to re- 
fer to Mr. Quarrell. 
9. In anſwer to this, Frefer to Vo. 4; how far it was poſſible for me to perſuade 
the maroons to clear land, or plant potatoes, in this barren ſoil, when they could 
get a dollar a-day for making of hay, packing of fiſh, loading ſhips, working at 
wharves, and, in fact, by a hundred different ways, I leave you to judge; and J 
appeal to Mr. Quarrell, if the whole of thoſe who were able, were not employed 
in different ways. even to the children, who picked the fruits of the country, and | 
ſold them in Halifax. 

10. This charge is anſwered in No, 5, excepting the removal of Pallmer from 
Cole-Harbour, which was done by Mr, Quarrell ; for what reaſon he muit know 

| beſt; it may have proceeded from miſre -preſentation, of which this is not the firſt. 
11. So far from making the maroons diffatisſied with their accommodation, beg 
to aſk Mr. Quarrell, if, at the meetin g with ſir J. W. and the niaroons, he does not 
recollect their requeſting that no more houſes might be built; that they were per- 
fealy ſatisfied with thoie they had, until the time of their promiſed removal ſhould 
arrive: ] never prevented any one from viſning and ſerving their houſes, but rather 
encourageqd it, fully perſuaded that Mr. Quarrell and mvytelr had ſome merit in 
having made their ſituations ſo confortable, in ſo ſhort a ſpace of time: As to an- 
thing I could fay of the country, it was impoſſible for me to increaſe their abhor-

14. 1] hat it was my moſt anxious wiſh to relieve che- ĩſſand of Jamaica, and ſet. 
tle the maroone, T truſt will flainly appear: Although I certainly did not approve 
of the plan, I never did any thing to fruſtrate it; and, as to the eligibility 
and ſucceſs of it, I requeſt Mr. Quarrell may ſtate, what progreſs was made in ſer. 
tling the maroons, after I quitted them, to the time he loft Nova-Scotia; and wie 
ther he thinks the plari is likely to anſwer. 

25. I never was diſmiſſed by Mr. Quarrell, ontil by bend this iſland: The 
maroons, their ſtores, and property, were made over to ſir J. W. when he appointed, 
as my ſucceſſor, captain Howe; to whom, in the preſence, and at the deſire, of Mr. 
uarrell, I delivered him (captain Howe) tay houſe, and every thing thereunto be- 
longing; for the truth of this, I heg to refer to Mr. Quarrell. 

16. I cannot conceive that Mr. Quarrdll would have allowed me to remain with 
the maroons, had he not approved of my eonduct. 

17. This I think is anſwered by No. 4 and 9, as well as the proof of the work 
donc, during my ſuperintendeney : I know nothing of binding either the maroons, 
o myſelf: I promiſed a fair ſtatement of their Grantion te this iſſand, which I truſt 
T thall perform: ] muſt again fay, that none were ever punithed but by ſentence of 
a court- martial, and that ſentence approved by Mr. Quarrell. 

18. That the diſtribution of the land might have been fir J. W. 's wiſh, I cannot 
diſpute ; but, as I never knew his ordering to be run off the ſeventeen thouſand 
actes of good land. which he promiſed forthe uſe of the maroons (for the particu- 
lars of which I muſt trouble Mr. Quarrell), I cannot think he ſhould have been fa 
very deſitous to run off the Preſton lands: ] muſt alſo obſerve, that I do not recol- 
Jef to have refuſed Mr. Chamberlain, or do I remember his applying for, chain- 
men: That Mr. C. had many men, at different times, for tracking roads, will ap- 
pear by Mr. Quarrell's accounts; but, as | am accuſed of having prevented this 
moſt neceſſary divition of their lands, allow me to aſk Mr. Quarrell, how long it 
was after I left the maroons, before this diviſion took place, in the Preſton lands, or 
on {ir J. W. 's promiſed grant of ſeventeen thouſand acres; or, whether either the 
one, or the other, was ever done, 

19. I always did my utmoſt to perſuade them to work, and I never found them 
wanting in inclination (during warm weather), wen I would give them as much 
for a day's work, as they ea get elſewhere. 

20. In the beginning of een when the maroons began to ſuffer, and con- 
ſinually complain of its ſeverity, I certainly did give them hopes of its being but 
of ſhort duration, expecting, by evety packet, that orders would arrive for their 
removal in the ſpring ; but little indeed could J ſuppoſe, that ſuch falſe ſtate: ments 
of their real ſituation could have been made by fir J. W. to his majeſty's mini- 
tters ; and, fo fully perſuaded was of the neceſſity ef their removal, for the good 


of this iſland, that I endeavoured, by every means in my power, to inform nixlelf 
of places and ſituations which might ſuit ſach a purpoſe ; one of which was men- 


goned by captain Barrett and major Wilſon (the two gentlemen who carried the 
Charal:s'to Rattan), Bonacca, a ſmall iNand without inhabitants, within a league 
N g o 
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or two of Rattan, perfectly ſuited in climate and ſituation: This vas tnenfioned * 


alſo to the maroons by one of their own people, named Martin Sewell, who had 
been left in this iſland, but on the ſhin Experiment going to Rattan, where the 
faid Martin Sewell was a priſoner, he entered as 'a failor; and, when the ſhip 
came to Halifax (after leaving the Charaits) he was applied for by fir J. Went 
worth, and ſent to his family at Preſton: I he next place was Ab: co, as Mr. Suther- 
land's letter, on reference thereto, will explain: Then came the circumſtance of the 
Cape of Good Hope. as mentioned in No. 4: Then a plan of Mr. Tonge, a gent'e- 
man of great reſpeQability, and reſident in the province of Nova - Scotia; for par- 
ticulars of whichrT-mut refer to Mr, Tonge's letter: Either of theſe plans, how- 
ever advantageons to this iſland, had nothing to recommend them either to fir J. 
W. or his needy dependants and adviſers; but, ſo obſtinately perſevering does fir |. 
W. continue, that offers made by a Mr. Barrill, of Boſton, for relieving this 
and, and fettling on his lands in Georgia, numbers of the maroons, have been 
alſo rejected; but, for the particulars of this, I muſt beg leave to refer to Mr. 
Quarrell : The expreſſion of, O! what might one do with the fellows, if he 
had tzem wholly to himſelf,” J remember nothing of; but I think I may fav, with 
too great truth, “ not worſe for this iſland, than they have.” 

21. I certainly had frequent meetings of the maroons at my houſe, for varions 
_ purpoſes; moſtly dances, for the aufe hen, and at the requeſt, of ſir J. W. and 
his friends; but I never recolle& any meeting of their captains, and principal men, 
but on court-martials, or at the time of fir J. W. ſigning the declaration, entered 
into by him on the 28th May, 1797. 

22. T hat, at any conference with the maroons, I ſhould have called for a bible, 
is equally abſurd as falſe: As to their removal from Nova- Scotia, I I poke of it as 
che only means of relieving this iſtand of a continual expence; which I thought 
muſt. be the reſult of their remainmy : I poſitively deny making any ſuch engage- 
ment with the maroons, as ſtated in this charge. | 

23. I cannot pretend to deny, that the maroons may have made ſuch declara- 
tions to doctor Oxley, Mr. Miller, and Mr. Chamberlain; but cannot think it 
very probable, and muſt therefore requeſt thoſe gentlemen's letters to Mr. Quar- 
rell may be read; and Mr. Quarrell aſked, how much more work they have done 
ſince I left them, and hat is their preſent advanced ſtate of colonization. 

24. This I think fully anſwered in No. 4. 

25. How far it was in my power to prevent marriage among the maroons I can- 
not conceive: There were few among'them that had not two or three, and ſome four, 
wives; but-I ſolemnly proteſt-I never heard, ſaw, or dreamt of, ſuch a thing, un- 
til it made its appearance in fir J. W. 's letters to the duke of Portland, when I moſt 
undoubtedly laughed at the abſurdity: As to a ſeraglio, I can only obſerve, that 
from the difficulty of procuring white ſervants, I was under the neceſſity of taking 
into the houſe a number of maroons: (I was not ſingular in this, for fir J. W. 
had two girls, and lady W. two men;) but it appears to me very extraordinary, 
that theſe gentlemen, Mr. Chamberlain or Mr. Gray, who very often dined with 
me, ſnould never have mentioned theſe impropneties to myſelf. 

26. In anſwer to this, l beg leave to ſubmit the propriety of my conduct to Mr. 
-Quarreil, under whoſe immediate inſpection 1 aGed. 

27. The views of the mai oons were to get from Nova-Scotia; I nevcr knew thev 
had the moſt diſtant hope of getting back to Jamaica, becauſe the impracticability of 
their return, or the Hand admitting it, was frequently repeated to them; there- 
fore, if they had any communications with their connections in this country, I am 
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.. wholly. ignorant of it, nor do I think they could have learned any thing reſpecing 


the iſland, after their leaving it, but from Martin Sewell: To renew-ſuch views 


and infidious practices, I utterly deny the charge. 


Further examina- 
1 on of Alexander 
-Ochterlony, eſquire. 


28. This charge is anſwered i in part. Their removal from 3 Lever 
thought would be for the intereſt of this iland: That they did not work, is untrue; 


although they always declared themſelves diſcontented with the country, Nova- 


Scotia, If ] influenced them not to labour, Why, when J left them, were there fo 
many at work, upwards of one hundred? Why, afterwards, during a long ſummer, 
was a ſyſtem of idleneſs perſiſted in? 

29. My friend in Halifax, by whom I ſuppoſe is deſignated a gentleman moſt highly 
diſtinguiſhed for his talents and integrity, and againſt whom and myſelf ſuch infor- 
mations are ſaid to be received, although not produced, has not been ſingular in re- 
probat ing, as inſidious, certain views of fir John Wentworth: Theſe, I believe, he 
may have expreſſed in a correſpondence with general Walpole : I never heard him 


ſav a word againſt lord Balcarres, or the legiſlature of the ifland of Jamaica: Any 
opinion he might have formed from a correſpondence with general Walpole, I hold 


myſelf not refpon{ible for; but, I believe, the great burden of complaint againſt him 
is, that he ſaw too clearly, and could never bo reſtrained from giving his opinion 


upon, public meaſures. The charge, in full, I poſitively deny. 


30. His ſeductions and mine, ſaid to be practiſed with ſo much ſueceſs on the minds 


of the maroons, are continued as an excuſe for the miſconduct of the maroon bu- 


ſineſs, under ſir John Wentworth : I have left the place near fifteen months, and 


the nature of his (my friend's) correſpondence I have ſhewn; he at length is gone 


himſelf. How.long ſhall this be a plea for the want of ſucceſs ? 

31. I never adminiſtered to, or obtained.from, them, any oth. 

32. So ſay-fir J. Wentworth, captain Howe, Mr. Gray, Mr. Chamberlain, and 
doctor Oxley: They have been called upon to vindicate ſir John Wentworth, and 
their welfare reſts upon their ſucceſs; but, if the truth is known, the delays, diffi- 


culties, and augmented expence, originate in fir john Wentworth's-promiſes, and 


his appointment of an eſtabliſhment he could; not controul ; which was hardly 


formed, before the inefficacy-was loudly proclaimed by the. very man he appointed 


to ſucceed captain Howe, as by refereneꝶ to Oxley's and Chamberlain's letters will 
more fully appear, —[ Oxley. s letter, 22d September, 1798. Ditto, I April, Cham-

A few weeks after our arrival, I ſaw evidently fir John Wentworth's 
anxiety to get poilchion of the maroons, and the diſpoſal of the money of the ĩſſand 
ef Jamaica; and found atterwards, that the duke of Portland had left it optional 
with him, to receive the maroons in the province, or in part ſend them to Sjerra- 


Leone; at the ſame time, I was privy to Mr, Quarrell's letters to his friends in

Jamaica, wherein ſuch circumftances were diſplayed, that I conceived' the iſland of 
Jamaica forewarned of the ex pences, and plundering projects, aimed againſt it,

projected one, „ to ſettle them in Upper Canada:“ A complete abandonment of 
that. I never thought the iſſand would view as“ its beſt-intereſt ; and my hopes and 

expectations of removal, I muſt avow, continued until April, 1797, about which. 
2 Mr. Quarreil ſhewed me the reſolution of the houſe of aſſembly. 5 

Q. 2. What do you think they meant by their promiſed removal, mentioned in 
your anſwer to the 11th charge? 

A. The declaration of fir John Wentworth, on the 23th May, 1597, together 
-with other promiſes, which the maroons told me he made to — at different 
times. 

Q. 2. What plan do you allude to in your anſwer to the 4th charge ? 

A. The plan of building ſo many houſes en the Preſton lands, and employing 
ſo many white men, which were to be fed and paid by the iſland of Jamaica. | 

Q. 4. Did Mr. Quarrell aſſign any reaſons to you for your diſmiſſal? and ſtate 
thoſe reaſons. 

A. Mr. Quarrell told me, that fir John Wentworth had informed him, that my 
a of him (fir J. Wentworth) and his meaſures, was ſo obnoxious, that there was 
no more occaſion for my ſervices, and that 1 muſt deliver up every thing at Ma- 
-roon-Hall, to captain Howe, appointed by fir John Wentworth to be my ſucceſſor. 

Q. 5. Had vow any conſultations or conferences with Mr. Quarrell, on the ſub- 
ject of removing the maroons, as mentioned in your anſwer to the 20th charge, and 
what was the reſult of your jc int opinion? 

A. I never had any conſultation or particular conference with Mr. Quarrell re- 
ſpecting the removal of:the maroons: Halifax, I conſidered, at ſirſt, as a temporary 
pondezvous, | 

Q. 6. Did vou hold any meeting with the maroons, for the purpoſe of conſulting, 

or deliberating. as to their removal from Halifax? 
A. I never held any meeting with the maroons, for deliberating or conſulting 
with them, for any purpoſe. 

Q. 7. Are the maroon families compoſed of ſuch proportion of able people, as 

might promiſe the proſpect of maintaining the whole where they now are, or in any 
part of Nova. Scotia, if ſufficiĩentiy anduftrious? 

A. When I left them, in July, -1797, the proportions of old and children were 
ſo great, that I am certain they -could not have ſupported themſelves, with their 
greateſt exertions, on the lands at Preſton, where I left them: Nor do1 think they 
could, on any lands in Nova-Scotia, without aſſiſtance. 

C. 8 Do you know that fir John Wentworth at any time did, or did not, pro- 
poſe to embody the maroons as a military corps, and did he not actually give ſome 
of-them military commiſſions? 

4A On the firſt arrival of the maroons at Halifax, when an invaſion was expected, 
fir John Wentworth told me he ſhould embody the maroons, and attach them to 
ſome rifie- men, to detend the Cole-Harbour road: Sir John Wentworth did give 
many commiſſtions to the maroons.

May tT-PLEASE YOUR EXCELLFNCY, 

„Having ſeen the paper ſaid to contain certain repreſentations in regard to the maroons in this pro- 
vince, my ſurpriſe is far leſs than my indignation.; ſenſible, that the authori4s guided by the ſame. 
principles, which evidently ſxayed Mr. Ochterlony, my predeceſlor, v4z. to encourage the maroons 
never to work, never to acknowledge themſelves. ſatisfied in this country, make them think faith was 
not kept with them in Jamaica, and that their removal from the iſland was a breach of their treaty wit 
general Walpole, through whole..means,.and by whoſe perſeverance in their cauſe, they are taught to 
expect a removal pack. to Jamaica. or to be put in ſome military array, and, with captain Ochterlony 
at their head, be allowed to poſſeſs themſelves of ſome part of the iſſand of Hiſpaniola, Guadaloupe, | 
Cape of Gocd Hope, or:$terra:Leone;: they have expreſſed ſuch expectations to me frequently, ſay- 
ing, put arms in our hands, and land us any where in a warm climate, and we will ſoon make ſettle- 
ments and room for ourleives:” A current report was, that a certain prize-ſhip,. the Elizabeth, was to. 
be purchaſed for their tranſportation. 

When the maroons fiſt came up to Preſton, T am: informed, by. every perſon who was then with 
them, that they expreſſed ſatisfaction at the fituation, and pleaſed with the appearance of the country: 
To effect the removal of the maroons from hence, it was neceſſary to eradicate from their minds every 
favourable impreſſion they might have received at. firſt coming; their houſes-unrepaired, were in ſuch 
a:Hate (many of them) as to be unfit for the habitation of the -hardieſt inhabitants, accuſtomed to the cli- 
mate; it was alſo neceſſary to prevent their taking up habits of labour and induſtry: One james Williams 
Dunbar, a maroon, has told me he was puniſhed, and confined to the BiLBots, by Mr Ochterlony, for 
cptting wood or fencing poles in the winter, for ſome of the inhabitants: Mr. Creighton, at Dartmouth, 
has told me, .thathaving employed three maroons. at ſomie work, Mr. Ochterlony came there, and with 
dreadful impregatiaps-En thoſe maroons, threatened to deprive them of their proviſions, and make them 
divide the money they earned with thoſe maroons at Preſton, who would not work: Eight or ten fami- 
lies, who planted a few. potatoes at Cole-Harbour, were auuch abuſed.and ill treated by Mr. Ochterlony, 
for ſo doing. (as they have informed me), and their proviſions withheld for a time: A great number. as 1 
a informed by Mr. Chamberlain, were employed cutting cord wood in the winter; but, on a ſug- 
geſtion at Mr. Ochterlony's table, of What would be done, if the maroons ſhould refuſe to work; r | 
they not be removed elſewherc?” in a day or two after, the whole body (nearly ſeventy) laid down their 
axes, and ſaid they would not work, as they were fick with a pain in the ſtomach; this, Mr. Ochterlony 


Ohle rved, was © in colſequence ofa ſyſtem:“ It. was alſo neceilary to deiſtroꝝ the confidence the ma-

roons had in vonr excellene's good intentions towards them; you are, therefore, in the preſence of he 
w.aromns. ſeoken of in the moſt -improner and mndecent terms by Mr. Ochterlony; your kindneſs 
tou ards them miſrepreſented; the moſt ſinĩſter views imputed; and all confidence in your excellen cs 
truth towards the maroons, undermined/1n their opinions: Their refentments were ſo raiſed ag inſt the 
iſſand of Tamaioa, that I have heard them, (in the preſence of Mr. Weeks and-lieutenant Howe, of the 
R. F.) imprecate the heavie!t curſes on it: It appears, fir, to me, that all regard for the peace, comfort, 


2nd happineſs, of the marpons, all withes for the intereſt of the iſland of Jamaica, and the tranquillity 


of this government, has been, and is, entirely out of the queſtionawith Mr, Ochterlony, the lette;-writ-r, 
und other adviſers of the maroons: hey uſe their oppoſition to labour or reſidence in this country, 
(eareleſs of the conſequ-nces), to effect ſome political opinion, with reſpect to their removal from Ja- 
maiĩca, as it may affect lord Balcarres, general Walpole, the legillatues of Jamaica, and, laſtly, your ex- 
ceſlency. 

Some queries ſent ovt here by Mr. Sewell, the agent of the iſland, among other matters, went to ef- 
tabliſh the point, that it was neither the fear of the Spanith dogs, or any thing elſe, that induced them 
to lav dorm their-arrs, but the confidenee they had-in the treatv. with general Walpole, and the reliance 
they had of its being adhered to: On theſe ideas, I think the memorial ſigned by Montague James, and 
v itnefe eck by J. Meody, is founded. 

believe it will be very fully eſtabliſhed, for your excellency' s information, that no meaſure has been 
4c ft untried b Mr. Ochterlonv, to effect the removal of the maroons: To make theſe deluded people 
wore effect ually operate to this purpoſe, they are taught, by ſuch people as the letter writer and other 
adiſers, that by refuſing to labour for their own ſupport, and expreſſing every diſſatisfaction in the 
country, they may effect a removal, on their favourite principles of war, and poſſeſs a country more con- 
genial to their habits; in the event ot which, their leaders may obtain military rank, and pecuniary 
conſequence. 'l heſe are. in my opinion, the perverſe views of theſe deludets of this unfortunate people; 
they are conſulted by the maroons on every occaſion; and, ſuch 1s the ceprav ity of their minds, to judge 
from what is paſt, that thev would not heſitate to adviſe the maroons to commit UTE on proper- 
Gy, ſooner than labour. with a view to effeMtheir ſchemes, 

The obſervations of the letter-writer are truly contemptible, as they relate to. your excellency's views, 
or the part I have the honour to act under your excellency:s orders, the repreſentations being manifeſtly 
falſe: Every object I have had in view, has had a direct tendency to perſuade, to urge, the maroone' 
to labour; every encouragement offered them; -every-inducement to.excite them to labour, which no 
doubt would have had good effect, if not counteracted by their adviſers; the old houſes are repaired, every 
exertion uſed to complete the new, their lands are laid out, and new land cleared, (wanting very little 
labour to prepare it for cultivation) on which 3 or 4000 bufhels of potatoes might have been raiſed this 


yoar, and: weuld have been raiſed, had the maroons not been prevented from their own good diſpoſi- 
tions, by bad-adviee Caily-inſtiHled into them. to continue an incumhrance on the.iſland of Jamaica un- 


til they are returned there, or removed from this. 
The impertinent repreſentations with reſpect to my eſtabliſhment, your .excellency knows to be er- 


roneous: Your excellency has been pleaſed to think my ſervices. having the management and general 
fuperintendence of the whole body of maroons, ſhould be rewarded by an allowance equal to a 
eaptain's ſubſiſtence ; Jam perfectly ſatisfied therewith: All the. furniture, except the ſmall part left by 
Mr. Ochterlony, is my own property: With reſpect to finiſhing the houſe, every board, and every part of 
tlie work, wasreadv. and only required: being put together by the tame man (Cox). whom ] found at work 
at the houſe, when cate; no other materials have been uſed ; the compleung the cellar, as a ſtore, 
was begun where Mr. Ocl:teslony left aff, in-conſequence of his removal. 

I have, in every inſtance, ſtudied economy; and your 3 will 
find, on inquiry, that lets conld not be expended, according to the .1.ſtem eſtabliibed by colunel 
Cuarell, where the naintenauce-of every perſon employed is, and always bas been, charged under the 
tnomination of houſe cxpences; but, with reſpect to the particular expenditures of this houſe, wi atever 
prodigality--may have been practiſed, previoss By my taking this charge, none can juitly be imputed to 
Feel r m2 
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me fince : My diſpoſition never led me to keep ſo much company as my predeceſſor, or entertain eight 
or ten maroon girls, as he did, for his own and his friends -emertainment, at conf.ant {extra) expence 
to the eſtabliſhment. 
Upon my honour, I know of no advantage of a pecuniary nature, or anv other, that yourexcellency can 
have derived, from the eſtabliſhing of the maroons in-this province, directly or indirectly: Tins I know, 
that vou have incurred enormous trouble, and that theſe people would, at all times, have been. an addi. 
fienal care to other laborious attentions to your government; but now, when-every art has been uſed, 
every exertion ſtrained, to defeat your excellency's laudable wiſhes to make the maroons labour to ſup- 
port themſelves, and eaſe the iſland. of Jamaica; when they have been taught to hope they. may 
once more inhabit their native land, or more probably be ſent to ſome warmer elimate than this, pro- 
- vided they perſevere in their oppoſition to your excellenc\'s meaſures, your trouble and difficulties muſt 
. Increaſe; Yet, I am convinced; if the maroons were once ſure, that all the arts of their pretended 
' friends could not effe& their removal, they would be brought to-a proper ſenſe of their fituatien, and 
induſtriouſly exert themſelves. in aid of their own ſupport; but they muſt ceaſe to be under the 
-baneful influence of the Machiavelian politicians: Many individuals are forry for theſe meaſures but 
dare not reſiſt them: The effect of the united endeavours of the miffionary and ſchoolmaſter are mani. 
feſt, in the improvement of the boys; an examination on the ſubjects of learning.and religion, would 
do honour to both thoſe gentlemen. 

Laſt Chriſtmas, being addre ſſed to give ſome rum to the maroons, to keep it, on inquiry, I wad 

that ſuch had been the cuſtom: I told them that was not a day for-excels, but that, to every four 
who went to-church on that day, I would give a bottle of rum the next day: When this is contraited 
With the practice previ-uſiy. followed, of ſelecting the Sunday and other holvdays, for the expreſs pur- 
- poſe of gaming, cock-fighting, and debauchery,” I need not, I hope, be athamed of the compariſon. 
- The ſeparation. of the maroon has been anxtoufly ſought by me, in obedienee to your excel. 
lency's inſtruct ions, and; every attention paid, and every encouragement--given, to the maroons now 
ſettled at Bovdville: Eleven fawilies have this year been, adde to that colony, and they have, by their 
- induſtry, ſhewn, that-the maroons can work as well as other people, in this country: Their gardens 
gare as forward as any oie's about them, and they have planted their potatoes. Indiau corn, beans, Sc. 
c. I believe your excellency will hear no complaint from them, of want of attention on my part, 
no more than your excellency will hear with truth, .that I bave: (though enjoving but indifferent 
health this winter) ever been denied to ary one maroon, on any occaſion, or. at any time; I have 
admitted them when confined to my bed. 

The eſtabliſhment your excellency has eontinued in this concern was, no doubt, as conformable to 
_ colonel Quarrell's opinion, as it was requiſite to the exiſting circumſtances; my appointment was unequi- 
' vocally agreeable to him, as his letters can evince.; even to the two boatmen, they are now the ſaine men, 

* and employed for the ſame purpoſes, they were firſt engaged by Mr, Ochterlony ; the overſeer, John Far- 
j uharſon, is exactly in the ſame ſit cation now-as then, his wages not more than a conn non labourer ; there 
are not more white people employed now, when the maroons will not work without pay qual to a white 
mon, than were employed by Mr, Octite:lony, at much higher wages. when he might have prevailad 
on the maroons to have performed many labours very cheap: But, fir, what were laudable exertions 
when made by that gentleman, appear, in the eyes of the letter writer, criminal when purſued under 
vour excellency's direction, for the purpoſe of eſtabliſhing the maroons here; which, of courſe, cannot 
he effected without labor and expence; and the more fo, as their tine has been loſt by the, deteſtable 
influence their evil adviſers (and he is at their head) has had on the c:1:dudt of the maroons. 

Our religion, it is well known, had never. been inculcated in the minds of the maroons in Jamaica ; 
when my predeceſſor perceived, that, under your excetlenc}'s pa ronage, it was an object to he purſued 
for their civilization, tbat ſacred duty im nediately becam ; an ooject of his impi us ridiculè (hut this is a 
fact vour excellency will have more decidedly _—_— to by Mr. Chamberlain) :. In thoit, fir, you were 

too long uninformed of tus fall. acy of that man's promiſes, and the turpitude of his conduct towards

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Hon to the maroon character and wiſhes, his adoption of their prejudices and opinions, farally for then, 
made him poſfeis'too much of their confidence; they too would, in time, have been undeceived, if his

The letter-writer's obſervation, with · reſpect to the contract for flour, is (though not meant by him) 
a circumſtance peculiatly advantageous to this concern; were it not for this contract, the maroons 
would be without bread to cat.

| Your having ſhewn me an-anonymous letter you had received, FOI the writer hascaſt ſome very 
unmerited and unjuſt refſections on your excellency's conduct in the maroon affairs; neither his he been 
ſparing of the reſt of tlie gentlemen of the eſtabliſhment; I think it neceſſary to ſtate my ſentiments 
vpon it, as far as it affects you and myſelf: I have no heſitation in ſaving, I fincerely believe the charges 
therein contained to be wholly unfounded in reſpect to you, and that you have been guided by the 
pureſt privcipies of honour, integrity, and philanthropy, 1 in the buſineſs: I thall give a faithful detail of 
circumſtances, from our arrival in this province, which will, in a great meaſure, account for the ma- 
roons not being in.a more advanced ſtate of colonization than they are; T was appointed {urgeon to 
the maroons. on the 16th of May, 1795, by lord Balcarres, aud arrived with them here, on the 22d of

maroons was to take place, and, if I could not attend (being at that time very ill,) deſired I would ap- 
point a profeſſional man to attend for me: I anſwered Mr. Q. that fickneſs was a mere pretext for 
their not working; but, if he ſtill thought a ſurvey neceſſary, I ſhoald recommend fir Jonn Went. 
worth's family furgeon,-or-his regimental ſurgeon, and would attend with him: tr. O then thought 
proper to give up the point: There was one family more induſtrious than the reſt (Palmer's, at Cole. 
Harbour), which did plant potatoes, and, for ſo doing, incurred Mr, O 's diſpleaſure ; and the maroons 
at Preſton were ſo exaſperated at them, it was · thiought by Mr. Q. ne longer ſafe for them to continue

lony, through the influence of general Walpole, would · effect their removal, aud, I am ſorry to find, 
there are people in Halifax, who ſupport them ii the ſame ideas at this moment: As to the charge of 
not diſrerſing the maroons, the writer ſeems to know verylittle of their character; the preſent genera- 
tion will ever be maroons; and nothing ſhort of abſolute coercion will make them ſeparate ; and how 
tlrat-wiil accord with · the gentleman's humanity, I cannot tell; it ſounds very well in theory, but diff 
cult. to put for practice: Nor do,] ſee any advantage that can ariſe from diſperſion, that may not be ob- 
tained by the preſent ſyſtem, as the lands you have lately purchaſed of meſſieurs Cochrans, c. are pecu- 
Jiarly adapied to promote their ſettlement, from its vicinity to Halifax, the beſt market in. the province 
for their wood, proviſions, &c.

got a great deal of trouble and anxiety, by the good eſs of your intentions, but I ſincerely bplieve you 


have not received.the ſmalleſt emolument whatever, for the immenſity of care vou have in the maroon 


affairs: As to the permanency of the eſtabliſhment, and its being a continued expence to the iſland, I can

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elergyman, are circumſtances too well known to need a · comment on: The families ſettled at Porde 
ville not being implicated in this combination, hut having, on the ' contrary, maniſeſted the greateſt 
alacrity to become uſeful ſettlers, and to exert themſelves to the utmoſt for that purpoſe, have, as a 
reward for their good conduct, met with-every poſſible attention, and in a ſuperior degree to their more 
obſtinate brethren at Preſton ; this they daily acknowledge, and expreſs much thankfulnefs for: I 


might have added another obſtacle to the fo expeditiouſly ſettling theſe people im this province; which 


was, the general diſrepute of the bills drawn on account of the Wand of Jamaica, occaſioned by ſome 
former ones having been proteſted and returned; in conſequence of which, ſupplies were withhelJ, 
and the neceſſary improvements, buildings, &c. in ſome degree put back. I have ſtill to add, how- 
ever, that T am-convinced, was the expectation of a removal once clearly-eradicated from the minds 
of the maroons, they would, from the liberality with which they are treated, and the favourable pro- 
viſion making for them, by the allotment of comfortable houſes, farms, and proper ſtock, in a ſhort

lent aſſertions, by a relation-of ſome things which neceſſarily came within my knowleoge, in the pro- 
greſs of maroon affairs: But, the direct charges which are made againſt myſelf, of. diſhoneſty, of finif 
ter pur poſes in accepting my preſent appointment, and of habitual neglect of every duty belanging to 
At, render the obligation ſtill more ſerious and incumbent. | 
It is alledged, that the parſon of the maroons has never attempted any other duty, than that of 
the uſual church fervice, to his pariſhoners;” that, © about the middle of December laſt, and not be- 
fore, ſome exertions were made to impreſs their minds with a ſenſe of religion:” Theſe are, I con- 
ceive, ſir, the moſt material ohjections: A very plain reeital will ſkew how calumnious and abſo- 
lately unworthy of :eredit they are: When your excellency firſt propoſed. to me the charge of theſe 
eople's morals and inſtruction in religion, T was-well aware of the great importance of ſuch a truſt,

ful for the humane attention which had been ſhewn them from all quarters; they were diſpaſed to be con- 
tented with the fituation allotted to them, and which your excellency, and the Jamaica. agents endea- 
vourcd to make laſtingly comfortable: They attended to public worſhip (which was held ſolely on 
their account, for I had then no other parithioners); their children were daily brought:to the font; and 
ſeveral, arrived at manhood, manifeſted their deſire to be admitted to baptiſm, and were ſo, ſoon aſter- 
wards: Feeling the neceſſity of early impreſſions, and obſerving that the.greateſt part cf the maroons 
were ſo far unacquainted with our language, as not to comprehend fully what was addreſſed to them 
From the pulpit, where the ſolemn decorum which is neceiiarv prohibited;explanations, I propoſed to 
them to.dedicate the mornings of two week days to religious inſtruction; when ! might, by familiar

My houſe was, at the ſame time, open to them and their children ; ſome of whom, when the weather 
would permit, were eonſtantly with me: I allowed nothing to divert that attention I thought neceſſary 
to them, and endeavouied, by every peſſible perſuaſion, to animate them to the love and purſuĩt of 
How accurate then muſt the perſon's knowledge of maroon matters be, wl o aſſerts, that 
no attention was paid to impreſs upon thetr:minesa:ſenſe of religion, until laſt December ; a twelve- 
month after-theſe-circunſtances had taken place, and when for that ſpace of time, I bad omitted a 
opportunity of exhorting and warmly urging them, ſeparately and together (ew en after it was apparent, 
that they were under the influence of ſentiments very different from what Hat firſt had found among 
them) to the admiſſion of religion: It cannot, therefore, but be manifeſt that had that man (whoever 
be may be) felt a ſingle deſire to now or to communicate truth, bis language would have been different, 
totally different, from what it is: The maroons themſelves would have given him better information;

That the maroons have not continued to-evince their original ſatisfaction, cr-made thoſe: advances 
in knowledge and induſtry, which the judicious arrangements for thoſe-purpoſes gave reaſon to. expect, 
and which every humane and honeſt man wiſhed, is certain ; but the anſwer is eaſy ; it ſhall he laid 
before your excellency, and will, I preſume, more faithfully account to his grace of Per land, and. to the 

world, for the preſent ſtate of theſe poor people, than thoſe felfiſh and - unworthy * which 


are atcribed to the eſtabliſhment 


It is now ſufficiently known, fir, that before the exprration of the firſt winter, Mr. Ochterlony altered 
bis mind about the ſettling the maroons ; and, inſtead of giving his ſincere fupport to the plan he had 
Himſelf been inſtrumental in forming, he made uſe of his ſituation, ſecretly to fruſtate its completion, 
and determined to carry the maroons from this country. if poſſible: It is hard to determine, what could 
have ſuggeſted a line of conduct ſo inconſiſtent with the principles of a man of probity, with his en- 
gagements as a gentleman, and with humanity: Whether it.aroſe from a detire of ingratiating himielf 
with his charge, for it was notorious that very ſtrong prejidices exiſled againſt him; or whether, from 

the ambition of having the entire conduct of them in another country; it has produced lamemable 
- conſequences : It has deprived theſe unfortunate men of the fruits of uſeful labour. Which to their fa- 
milics would have been an unſpeakable confort: It has deſtroyed their peace of mind, DV raiſing-ex- 
pectations which may never, and perhaps cid never” be gratified; and ſhut them ag ainſt ite ont, ſlid 
conſolations this world affords -for ciiappointed expectations, the hopes of religion 5 I hat they are not 
effeQually eſtranged from their own good and ha pinefs, I have ſtrong hopes, althougl! exffcult anc un- 
pleaſant will be the tafk of conv? icing them of the fallacy of bis advice, alid the wretcued policy of 


their adhering to it, vet truſt it will bs ſucceſsful. 


The diſſatisſaction occaſioned by the feverity of the weather, ſoon gave this gentleman an opportu- 
nity to miſlead the maroons: I he ſenſation of cold mutt indeed hase been new to them, and ahlow- 
ance made for their feelings; but every thing, even humanity, - required that theſe ſhould have heen 
gently allaved, and they inſpired with the manly reſo}ution of making the beit of what could not be 
ciſpenſed with; and had this been done, the returning fun would have. Qiſtipated their chagrin at the 


climate; they would have turned to induſtrious ei: ploy ments, as then on, reiource and pioviſion for 
futuiity ; 
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Futurity : Their minds, prepared by-theſe; for receiving and maturing the (ſeeds of piety and+-viftue, 
would eaſily have met our labours in-implanting them, and we ſhould perhaps, at this day, inſtead of 
lamenting their miſtakes, or being reproached with- injuſtice towards them, have ſeen them in the en- 
joyment of comfort and content;-and-the exerciſe of religion: But, inſtead of it, their little impatience 
was induſti ĩouſſy improved into ſettled diſcontent, their wants.-magnified, their accommodations repro- 
bated, the country repreſented as not fit io give them a ſhbfiſtence, their bodily c-mplaints were exag- 
gerated, and really heightened by the diſcouragement which as given to exerciſe ; and all was aſcribed 
to the malignant influence of the climate, until -they-conld hardly credit their own ſenſes, when they 
aſſured them they were in health, or that their ailments could poſſibly be the effects of ancient indul. 
gences, Or a tedious confinement of. ; or 6 months on ſhip board ; the injury done by infringing the 
treaty made with them in Jamaica, was alſo remembered, and ſuggeſted-as good grounds for remonſtrat- 
ing againſt remaining; and, at length, -an agreement- was entered into, and (as I have been informed) 
attended with a dreadful. religious ceremony, wherein the, parties, mutually bound themſelves to en- 
courage and ſupport alone the ſcheme of a removal from this country: The tenour of the compact 
(which has hitherto been well obſer ved) ſeems to have been, that their conductor ſhould endeavour to 
weaken the confidence of the miniſtry at home, and of the iſland of Jamaica, in the integrity of your 
views as to the maroons, and to convince both, that their exiſtence was no longer poſſible in this coun- 
try: The maroons were to ſupport theſe, by repreſentations of their own, and to ſhew every ſign of a 


determined averſion to every thing propoſed for their improvement: They. accordingly diſclaimed all 


the ſentiments they had formerly expreſſed, and which had. been ſtated by you as..theirs to the mini- 
ſter; thev abſtained from work; they attended neither to public worthip, nor private exhortations, and 
were ever ready with the tale of their oppreſſion and ſufferings ; at the ſame time, petitions were drawn, 
and from time to time forwarded, to his majefty's nanifiers and to general Walpole, contradicting your 
excellency's repreſentations, . and requiring. that Mr, Ochterlony. ſhould be their agent: J heſe were 
backed by communications from, private hands, preſſing the-ſame- objects: Soon after Mr. Ochter- 
lony's leaving them, they had-proof of his remembrance of his engagements: Letters, extracts at leaſt 
from your excellency's, to the duke-of Portland, were brought foru ard in the public prints at Boſton, 
for the purpoſe of denying the .ſentiments contajied .in them; which Humanitas, in a ſhort introdue- 
tion from himſelf, and a letter from a correſpondent, does, with much politeneſs,” but with no very 
ſcrupulous regard to truth, fmce he has ſtated the nunrber of deaths-to have, been 66 ſince their ar- 
rival in Halifax, when only 40 have died, and of theſe 49, . the greateſt part were aged and diſeaſed 
perſons or infants: It is probable, -fir, that the fame. hand which, in this letter, deſcribed the © meet- 
ings held by the maroons,” and the “ object of their reſolutions,” had been greatly inſtrumental in 
forming the firſt, and pointing the latter, and moſt certainly does, at this day, keep alive their diſcon- 
tents, and give countenance to that party which, under the colour of humanity, are peſtering the mi- 
niſter with falſe ſuggeſtions and4ll-concerted ſtories ; This, fir, is the cavſe that little progreſs has been 
made in aſſimilating to our own, the opinions and . cuſtoins of the. maroons : This is the cauſe of that 
deciſive unwillingneſs to ſubmit to the laws of decency and. regularity,-which are fo apparent: Not 
that I believe that the maroons are ſo prejudiced againſt the truths of religion, as-to leave no hope of 
converſion ; far from it; although it was induftriouſly inſinuated, that * the pains taken by yourſelf, 
to diſtnbute and increaſe the comforts of life, and particularly in the proviſion of a miniſter, were in- 
fidious advances to enflave them; that intereſt was the only motive with men for religious obſervances, 
and that religion itſelf was unworthy the practice and belief of a thinking: being:“ Yet they bave, to my 
remonſtrances to them on the ſubject of their neglect and inattention, uniformly admitted its claim to 
their reſpect; and expreſſed their ſenſe of its value in every view,; but urged, as ſome ofthe moſt influential 
and intelligent among them have very lately, that they conld not ſubmit to its duties, however adviſble 
Jo to do, becauſe they were determined to do nothing: good for thenmelves in this count» ; but, if the 
advantages urged would accompany them to any other, that I ſhould have ample teſtimony of their 
obedience and reformation : Fut, while J doubt the extent of the miſchief done to them in one in- 


ſtance, it is too apparent in others: I heir morals looſe, as they were originally, were ſtill ſuſceptible 


ef 
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of adulteration; and, when the reſtraint of thoſe public profeſſions we had in part cſtabliſhed, was 
totally taken.away, the progreſs towards depravity was rapid indeed: Maroon-Hall was the very foun- 
tain of wantonneſs: Thoſe who honoured the maroons with their notice, and commiſerated their op- 
preſſion, proved their ſincere attachment to their welfare, by promoting the proſtitution of _ fe- 
males, and encouraging their vicious inclinations to inhuman ſports and riot. 

It is no great wonder then, when the early prejudices of theſe people are conſidered, the total free- 
dom from the reſtraints of religion, the indolence of their habits, and the contemptuous ideas of la- 
hour which they poſſeſs, that they ſhould liſten to the pernicious counſels impreſſed upon them by in- 
tereſted men, who flattered their pride, and promiſed to ſuperſede all neceſſity for induſtry: Had they 
even been further advanced in their ſettlement, and ſeen the bleflings of induſtry, ſobriety, and eco- 
romv, beginning to fpread around them, the ſame arts would have produced the ſame effects nearly; 
indeed, I queilion whether a more erilightened body than they are, would have been proof againſt 
them. 

Upon their withdrawing themſelves from our inſtruction, I did not relinquiſh the duty of admoni- 
tion and perſvaſion; although, under ſuch circumſtances, I thonght it not prudent to urge their com- 


pliance, immoderately, as it could have produced no good effect, and probably might have confirmed 


their diſtaſte to religion, when their minds ſhould be pacified as to other queſtions: To you, fir, I 
leave it to<decide, whether, at this difficult period, an indiſcreet zeal would not have been highly pre- 
judicial, and whether I have omitted any thing which might render my miniſtry effectual; if I have, 
it has been through a deficiency of judgment, and not of inclination to my duty: The objections on 
the ſuhjet of marriage and burial, are conſiſtent with thoſe J have conſidered : The maroons have 
certai ly admitted neither of theſe offices, and their conduct in fo doing has been generally accounted 


for already: But it is highly probable that (had there been no dena obhſtructions thrown in the 


way), they would nat eaſily have been brought over in theſe points: It is not ſo eaſy a thing to eradi- 
cate from the. mind thoſe attachments, v hich early habit, and conſtant practice, have endeared to it: 
They could not be expected, all at once, to give up to ſtrangers the performance of tlie laſt offices to 
their departed friends: Beſides, their interments were generally the occaſion of feſtive exceſs, while what 
we propoſed in exchange, was conducted with tlie decpeſl ſolemnity, and excluded the ſhghteſt inde- 
corum : Their tenacity on this head, is therefore natural, and gave only a diſtant proſpect of ſucceſs to 
the earneſt endeavours I uſed to overcome it: They bury their dead about their dwelling; I improved 
tis circumſtance to repreſent the:danger of their being thrown up in the courſe of ti! lage. and offered 
them a part of the church- yard to their own particular uſe, if they would but confent that T ſhould read 
the burial ſervice: It hed ſome effect upon them, but they have not yet called me to the performance 
of it: As to-the-marriage ceremony, ſtill ftronger reaſons prevent their adoption of it than the laſt ar- 


ticle; they allow polygamy, and they part with their intereſt in their wives, upon compenſation being 


made: It is known that the engagements we make in our matrimonial ſer: ice, are cirealy eppoſite to 
theſe two practices: The natural climature had rendered indulgences of this kind uſual to them, and 
it will inevitably-take time to reduce them to more wholeſome "regulations: : {he influence of climate 
(ſhould they continue here), of food, and the change of occupation, aſſiſted by a judicious and un- 
wearied inculcation of the principles of Chriſtianity, will gradually accompiith a reformation on this 
head, and affect the manners of the riſing generation, even if the pref-nt ſhould carry their cuſtoms to 
the grave: It muſt, however, be obſerved, that although polygamy has generally obtained, there are ex- 
ceptions among them, both in opinion and practice: I converſed with one yeſterday, who would ne- 
ver adopt it, and continues to reprobate it to this day, and the women, I have reaſon to think, are ge- 
nerally enemies to it: I have, notwithſtanding the objections mentioned, never omitted an opportunity 
of recommending-the matter, and one young man actually conſented to go through the marriage ce- 
remonv, and to obſerve the conditions of it: J acquainted your excellency with this at the time, and 
expected week after week would bring him forward, in order to its accomplithment, until I loſt hopes 
of it; I cannot actually ſay what was his inducement for declining his engagement, but ſuppoſe that 
the knowledge of his intentions produced: ſuch diſcouragement on the part of tae agent, that he fraally 
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abandoned bis intention: For what purpoſe the author ſhould ſtate, that T would never have taken o. 


ders, if your excellency bad not proffered a ſalary of 250l. per annum, is inconceivable, unleſs it be te 
inſimuate, what is done in every other part more plainly, that your aim has been to ſacrifice this body 
of men to your intereſt, and that I have made 2 convenience of the ſacred office to aſſiſt yuu in 
it: But the groſſneſs of this can only be equalled by the falſity: It is well-known to the whole world, 
that I was ordained to a miſſion in the country, and that I was actually on my way to take ch arge of 
that miſſion, without any proſpect but that of the allowance uſually given to miſſionaries: When the 
firſt hint of your-excellency'sintention of employing me among the maroons reached me, you pro- 
poſcd a ſalary of 1800. per annum, and a houſe: This is the ſalary -I receive, and I-expect no more: 


This indeed, fir, was ſo far from being viewed in an enormous light, that the biſhop-thought it hardly 


adequate to the ſervices which would be required, when the difference. in the prices of the necellaries of 
Afe, between this and the other parts of the province, came-to he conſidered. | | 
I have taken notice, fir, of the immediate charges againſt myſelf: Accuſed by one (whoſe name I am 
not told) of the moſt ſhameful omiſſion of duty as a clergyman, and the moſt diſgraceful violation of 
the truſt, repoſed in me by your excellency ; your requilition made it neceſſary for me to vindicate my 
reputation from ſuch aſperſions: In the courſe of it, J have ſpoken (with-freedom, but with truth) of 
thoſe things, which have been the real cauſes of retarding'the improvement and ſettle ment of the ma- 
roons, in direct oppoſition to your deſigns and wiſhes: I was intereſted ſincetely in their improvement, 
and ſettlement; and my ability has heen exerted to the utmoſt : I cannot, therefore, be reſponſible for 
Its want of ſueceſs: Let-inquiries be made. | 77 | 
Without.aſking the opinion, or ſoliciting the approbation, of any one, I will ſubmit to the'deciſion 
of every honeſt man, throughout this diſtrict, whether, fince my .arrival bere, my duty has not been 
punctually done? or, whether-the preſent ſtate of the maroons, as to religion, is, in any ſhape, impu- 
table to me? 25 | . 
If ſuch inquiry ſhould in any degree ſubſtantiate the accuſation of this informer, I will readily give 
place to thoſe, who may be judged more able to conduct ſuch an object: I will, fir, rejoice to ſee it 
ſucceed under any body's miniſtration; but it muſt remain my conſolation, that this ſucceſs has been 
denied to me by a combination of untoward and peculiar circumſtances, and was not occaſioned by 
miſconduct, at leaſt-intentional miſconduct, 
J muſt treſpaſs a little further upon your exeellency's patience. 
The avowed objects of theſe repreſentations are, to fix an odium upon the preſent eſtabliſhment, and 
o accompliſh the diſperſion of the maroons. 
As to the queſtion, Whether the maroons diſperſed through the country, or the maroons kept in a 
body, would be more likely to anſwer the end of the iſland of Jamaica? it-is, perhaps, after all, what 
a fair experience only could determine: In one view, however, their diſperſion at preſent, and their 
improvement, appear to me as incompatible. 
It is of the utmoſt moment, to impreſs upon them the neceſſity of cultivating piety and morality: Theſe 


{muſt he the ground- work of their ſucceſs and happineſs, be ſituated where they will: Now, however 


ſlowly this object has hitherto gone on (from obſtructions which no wiſdom could foreſee or prevent), 
yet it has every chance in its favour, under an arrangement like the preſent, where every one among 
them receives the benefit of a conſtant inſtruction and attention from teachers of their own. 

But what muſt become of the chance of their reform, when this inſtruction, (hardly making impreſſion 
when collected, and its force directed to a ſingle point). is diſperſed in ſeveral directions: If they were 
ſeparated, the iſland of Jamaica muſt keep a teacher for every family, or every aſſemblage of them, or 
all hope of their converſion muſt be abandoned: "The firſt will hardly ſuit with the economy of their 
Proceedings; and the ſecond, 1 think-too highly-of their humanity to think will ever be adopted: 
Ihe circumſtances of this country will not allow the hope of their receiving much religious inſtrue- 
tion in diſperſed ſituations, and the world does not abound in the virtues which render life comfortable 
and reſpeQtable, ſo much as to depend upon their commerce with it alone, for teaching them: If turned 


JZooſe, with fo little of the /pirzt of religion as they now poſſeſs, they might poſſibly become dreadful 


inſtruments 
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zjnſtruments in the hands of deſigning men: They might add to their own, the diſſimulation of many 
orders of ſectaries, and become a prey to a needy adventurer; but they would hardly eſtabliſh their 


own happineſs, or add to the /a/ery of that ſociety among whom they would mix: There is alſo one 


thing worthy to be remarked on this ſabjeQ, that were the wiſdom of their ſeparation even unexcep- 


tionably apparent, ſtill there would be an inſurmouutahle obſtacle in the execution, at leaſt at preſent, 


The-maroons, fir, would oppoſe it with the moſt determined reſolution; and J am ſatisfied that 


nothing but abſolute force would effect it; and how far ſuch an experiment would anſwer the purpoſe 
of eſtabliſhing a courſe of induſtry, and cheerful fubmiſſion to the regulations of ſociety, muſt be ap- 
parent: To oblige them to ſeparate, would certainly afford a very fertile ſubje& of complaint, and of 
Interference, to men who have improved every poſſible eireumſtance to this purpoſe already: Men, who 
er ibed “ the ſufferings” of theſe people © as exceeding all deſcription,” when they were in the en- 
oyment of each othet's ſociety, of good quarters, plenty of fuel, and wholeſome provifions; and whoſe 
means (I have good cauſe to think) were ſuch, that they could have added to theſe comforts, their fa- 
vourite luxuries of rum and tobacco, 

This might perhaps, fir, have been a more benefidal queſtion for this man's confi eration, before he 
undertook to cenſure what he did not underſtand : 

Whether the ſettlement of the maroons could have been completed on the plan projeAed by 1 vour- 
ſelf and-the Jamaica agents, and whether the ſteps taken in conſequeuce of that arrangement, were cal- 
culated to inſure its ſucceſs?“ 

For my part, fir, J think they were, and I believe there is no reflective man, who is acquainted with 
them, and with the ſtate of things at the time, but, laying his hand on his heart, will anſwer-in the af- 
firmative : It: is impoſſible to imagine how they could have failed, had they heen allowed a fair operation. 

The maroons had laid their account with a reſidence in the country: They were ſettled with every 
poſſible attention to convenience; their immediate wants were prevented by ample ſapplies ; their future 
ones, by procuring them property: Every aſſiſtance and direction ſtood ready to aſſiſt and render their la- 
bour familiar to them; and every poſſible inducement was held out to ſupport them under-ir: At the ſame 
time a proviſion was made, for ſtopping the progreſs of their degeneracy, and for impreſſing purer habits 
upon the riſing generation; and this was particularly the object of: inſtituting a public fehocl, in which, 
with the elements of letters, the children would inſenſibly imbibe true ideas of loyalty and piety, and 
be confirmed in the love of thoſe uſeful impulſes, filial duty, brotherly affed ion, and univerſal charity: 
This expectation has, in ſome meaſure, fir, been juſtified already; I have found their carriage decent 
and orderly in my-vthits to their ſchool; their parts good, and their defire of education ſtrong; and they 
would, under theſe advantages, make rapid advances in the path of knowledge, if the unfortunate 
engagements of their fathers did not lead them rather to check than encourage their attachment to it. 

It is to be lamented, that this had not the trial it deſerved; or that diſcourane; ment to every thing 
laudable, as well as induſtry, happened to be Mr. Ochterlony's ſyfem. Hed the writer of the pater 
then applied this cenſure to his adminittration, he would have been right, as he has been heard by 
numbers, who can now atteſt it, to ute ſeverity upon diſcovering the leaſt inclination in a maroon 
to work; and to make him an object of vengeance to his iellows: But, when ſuch a treachery is a- 
cribed to the preſent eſtabliſhment, it is falſe in the extreme; and would be, indeed, the pooreſt po- 
icy imaginable, were they indeed governed by the principles aſcribed to them: But I have been a 
vitneſs'to the contrary: I have ſeen, u, iformly, the utmo!t endeavours uſed by every man in 
the eſtabliſhment to forward induftrious purſuits, and J have ſeen great wages offered to individuals of 
tl c ſettlement, although without effect. | 
In oppoſition to the ſtatement about the flour, I muſt beg leave to ſay, chat inſtead of ãts being to 
be had at New-York three or four dollars cheaper, a barrel, 3 what was given to Jremain and com- 
-pany, that New-York flour could not be carried to the maroons, fo cheap as what has been, and is, 
furnithed by thoſe gentlemen: A mercantile houſe in this town, in the conſtant habits of import- 
ing flour, has not received any for this twelvemonth, for leſs than 318. per owt. ; ; and | think their's has 
| ot, at any period, been higher than 275.: But, Independent of this, and the riſk of getting 424 
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flour, which is more than probable, from the great quantity which has been hoarded by ſpeculators in 
the United. States, and now is made into ill. taſted flour, I would aſk, what would be the ſituation of the 
maroons at this moment, if your excellency did not buy their meal of meſhevurs Hartſhorne and Tre. 
wain: What is ſupplied by em, on your credit alone, might not fo eaſily be had from New-Y ork, 
when the iſland of Jamaica is deſtroying the maroon credit every where, by continually proteſting 
bills drawn to procure them ſubſiſtence : The iſſand of Jamaica will not, I preſume, come forward with 
ſuch an objection, although their pretended advocate does not bluſh to do it for them. 

The author is a little miſtaken alſo, in reſpe& to the people of Boydville: They are favoured 
as much as the reſt, and fully as much as circumſtances will permit: I lately preached among them; 
which it was their united and voluntary deſire that J ſhould do: I found not one diſſatisfied voice 
among them: They pique themſelves upon the advantage they have by employing themſelves, and 
the reſpeQable light in which they are viewed for it: They have each a garden, that is, a ſpot where 
they raiſe common vegetables; and I believe there is not one family, which will not have a uſficiency 
of potatoes for their winter's conſumption: I baptized thirteen of their children; and one adult is a can- 
didate for baptiſm, which, at my next viſit, will take place : Upon the whole, their aupafniont are ſuch 
as to allow a hope of their making uſeful and good members of ſociety. 

Your excellency will, I hope, pardon me, for taking up ſo much of your time; but it appeared to 
me a point of honour and duty, to offer my remarks upon the extraordinary production J have re- 
ceived: The author muſt have been much at a loſs when he could deſcend to ſuggeſtions, which, even 
with 4s diſpaſition, he has been hardly able to torture into an appearance of miſconduct : When, fir, 
nothing but humanity, and, I am convinced, the moſt diſintereſted motives, had prompted your exer- 
tions in favour of a diſtreſſed and exiled body of men; when your anxiety and endeavours for their 
welfare, was too evident to be doubted, or miſunderſtood, 1 hoped that oppoſition would be limited 
to the efforts of one difappointed ambitious man; whoſe views, it was a conſolation to me to reflect, 
would foon become ſo * as to render him no longer a formidable obſtacle to your cares for a 
miſguided people. | 
Id is with pain, therefore, that I obſerve, that the ¶irit of this man has not departed with himfelf; at 
the ſame time, it is an unſpeakable ſatisfaction to me, that its malicious attacks mult be defeated, wen 
truth is underſtood.

The letters and petitions for maroons, which your excellency put into my hands, I have read with 
attention, and cannot but feel the utmoſt indignation at the vile artifices made uſe of to traduce vour 
exccllency, and perplex the maroon concern, with which you have taken ſo much anxious trouble: 
Anonymous letters, others under fictitious names, petitions ſigned with maroon marks, u itnefſed by 
apprentice boys, and others with names ſigned at Jarge, of maroons who cannot write, and not wit- 
neſſed at all, are ſurely modes of addreſs ſuited oil y for the aſſaſſins of France, who thrive by nothing 
but fraud and iniquity. 

Ile letter-writer, who charges your excellency with intending to keep up a maroon eſtabliſhment, 
Sc. is not ſatisfied with merely concealing his na: ne, but uſes other mean arts, to prevent the latent 
author from being conſidered as at all accountable, for the truth of any one thing he chooſes to write. 
It has been repreſented (he ſays) that ſettling the maroons ſeems totally out of the queſizon ; he hel 
tates at ſaying it is out of the queſtion, or that any one has ever ſaid it was; but ſomebody, forſootli, 
has 1epreſemed that it ſeemed to be: That is, in plain Engliſh, ſhould he write a volume of charges 
of atrocious crimes againſt your-excellency, he will take care not to pledge his word, bad as we are 
toon to ſee it is, for one ſyllable of truth in it all: It is io be hoped, that letter-writers who dare not 


ſhow their faces, and 'who, ſuppoſing themſelves effectually concealed, do but mutter out their re- 


proaches 
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ꝓtoaches in this way, can no otherwiſe. affect your excellency, than as they. eve to ee how impoſ- Lo 
ible it is to eſcape the laſh of inſidious malice. 


Many things repreſented in this letter are totally falſe, and the realities are the very reverie of what } 
che would hare it believed they ſeem to be: I beg leave to trouble your excellency with a few remarks *1 
on ſeveral of theſe, whicl it is particularly my duty to deiect the entire falſehood of, 1 

Fe ſays, that ſettling the maroons, and relieving the iſland of the expence, ſeems totally ovt of the 2 
queſtion: L know, may it pleaſe your excellency, and every one. in the concern knows, and will, I x 
truſt, be ready on all occaſions to declare, that however this wes: notoriouſly true, in regard to Mr. 2 
Ccliterlony, it .is,. in reſpect to veur. excellency, a-notoriovs falſehood: We are all witneſſes, that 9 


your great purpoſe aud anxious concern, your often declared earneſt wiſh and cont.ant endeavours, has 
all along been the ſettling the maroons, relieving the iſland of Jamaica ef the expence, and promoting 
its honour; and, were w e. all deſpicably to hold our tongues upon ſuch an occaſion, that Mr. Och- 
tei lony vas diſmiſſed from the. management of the maroons by your excellency, with the concurrence 
of Mr, Quarrell, for counteracting ae defeating both-his and your excellency's deſigns and endeavours 
. for ſettling them, would be ſufficient teſtimony of it. 
After the diſn iſſion of Mr. Ochterlony, your excellency's declared purpoſe in appointing a director 
of huſtandty, garcening,. &c. among the maroone, who could not be ſuppoſed to underſtand the pro- 
per modes cf cultivation in this corntry, was to forward their ſettling, as the grand object in view: 
It is not only ſaid, but earneſily inſiſted en,. in the appointment, - that the effectu-lly ſetiling the ma- 
roons, “ although the great object in wiew, for the honour . and intereſt of the iſſand of Jamaica, in 
all which they have been not only ſhametully negleded, but wickedly and -wilfully diſcouraged by 
Mr. Ochterlony :” Ad, in the inſtrudions then given me, your exccllency ſays, „it is incumbent on 
us, in our reſpective ſituations, to apply our beſt abilities and aſſiduity to eragicate the pernicious ten- 
dency of his (Mr. O.) unfatthful conduct, and to introduce and eſtabliſh habits neceſſary for their 
(the ma: oons) comfort, and progreſs in civiliſation and induſtry?“ ITheſe inſtructions, annexed to the 
appointment, and therewith. delivered by your excellency to captain Howe, and put open into tlia 
hands of Mr. Quarrell, ard of doctor Oxley, Mr. Moody, and every one immediately concerned, or who 5 
was looked to to promote the buſineſs, did eſſectually make known in public, the ardent wiſh - which 
your excellency was daily declaring to every one in private, and called upon us. all, in the moſt urgent 
and perſuaſive manner, to co-operate with your excellency, for the.accompliſkment of the great object 
proſeſſed to be ſo much at heart: I his is a public monument of what cannct be hid, that the failure 
= of ſcttling the maroons,, is not the fault of your .excellency.; but that +it originated in the 
nfaithful conduct of Mr. Ochterlony, and-the iſland of ee bare themſelves to blame, for ap- 
poiming ſo unfit a perſon. 
As it became now my peculiar duty to encourage and promote Master among the maroons, as the 
ſu ſt and great thing which Juſtice, honour, and obedience to authority, called loudly on us to purſue, 
tl henceforward made. ĩt my particular buſineſs, and did all that lay in my power, to accompliſh your 
excellency's earneſt wiſh in the matter: J omitted no opportunity, ſpared no pains, neglected no pro- 
bable means for periuading the maroons to go to work; not only urging them daily, as I had occa- 
ſional opportunities, but repeatedly, and of ſet purpoſe, went from houſe to houſe, and, in cap'ain 
Howe's and your excellency's name, endeavoured, by all the arguments I could think of, and all the be 
. motives in my power to ſet before them, to draw them out of the obſtinate refolution againſt work- Xe 
21g, into. which they have been deluded by Mr, Cchterlony, and. in which they have been encouraged ' 
: hitherto, and vpheld by the wicked machinations of his friends and co-adjutors: I have likewiſe been 
frequenly. witneis to. doctor Oxley's uſing his ſtrenuous endeavours with the maroons, to perſuade 
them to work, and make improvements on their .Jand.: And .it is moſt palpably falſe in this letter- 
wiiter to ſay, © that no perſuaſion is made uſe of to urge them to do any thing :” But it appeais that 
bis intention is, to bring a multiplicity of charges aint the management of the concern, in hopes it 
will be ſuppoſed that theie muſt Le {owe. truth, at leaſt. in ſome of them, or as the adage is, not 10 
much ſm oke, and no fire. 
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He particularly mentions December laſt, as a time when nothing was yet done to per ſuade the ma- 
roons to do any thing: On the purchaſe of Mr. Cochran's land, which then took place, there was wood 
cut for the market, that would afford to pay exceeding good wages for labour, and make a ſuving 
too to the concern: On this occaſion I went to the maroons, by captain Howe's orders, in your excel- 


leney? s name, offered them, by his direction, more for their work than was given to any 1 elſe, 


and preſſed it earneſtly d pon them, to truſt no longer to Mr. Ochterlony's deluſive pr miſes; to act 
like men capable of thinking for themſelves ; to conſider the unreaſonablenets of claiming the privi. 
lege of being well fed, and living in total idleneſs ; told them, that they were in the way to forfeit 
the friendſhip of goveknment, and all claims to future aſſiſtance and ſupport; and adviſed them, 
fince they could now have the beſt of wages for work, to {et about ir without further delay. 

When tlie ſpring was coming in, I again endeavoured to perſuade them to go to work. at making 
maple: ſagar ; and when I ſaw them backward, for fear _ loſing their. labour, "protulfel them wages; 
and to encourage and forward them in the undertaking, went with them, from day to day, through 
the ſnow, inſtructing and affifting them in it: And 2 have mentioned, that ſome weeks be. 
fore this, in conſequence of their refuſing to work when called upon, and urged to: it by captain 
Eouc's orders, he ſtruck of part of their allowance of proviſions, and it was long ciſcontinued, 

Here then are two inſtances of what this letter-writer ſays, has been ene and ſeems to 
be, the caſe, that are mere calumnies and notorious falſehoods: The ſettling of the maroons, and re- 


Jieving the iſland of expence, has ever been the great object in view with your excellency; and the 


moſt unequivocal proofs of your earneſt wiſh for its being accompliſhed, have been conſtantly given, 
and the maroons have been reaſoned with, been perſuaded, urged, and bribed, to go to work, and 
been punithed for not working, and various methods have been tried to induce them to. it: And, 
if this letter-writer has been half as induſtrious among the maroons, at finding out the truth, as he has 


: at making mitchief, and propagating ſcandalous falſehood, he muſt have known, that in repreſenting 
' your excellency as not withing for the effectual ſettling of the maroons, nor having any attempts 
made to perſuade them to do any thing,” he was faving the reverſe of all truth: That the maroons are 


doing ſo little, is the fault-of one, whoſe conduct among them was dire ly oppoſite to all that 
has ever been done with them by your excellency's directions: Mr. Ochterlony was entruſted among 
the maroons, as the agent of the iſland of Jama ca: He, in oppoſitton to your and Mr. Quarrell's 
well known injunctions, and his own repeated promiſes, perſuaded them not to work: He bound 
them to it, and bound himielf to procure their removal if they would ſtand to it, and not work; 
and be puniſhed them for working; and his friends keep-up their ey das this noble ref97ution, 
J his letter-writer ſays too, © that no lines of partition are run, to diſlinguiſh one man's property 
from another: This is a charge or «roſs neglect on my. part, whom your excellency had directed to 


Givige the lands belonging to the maroons into proper lots: But, if any thing can exceed the unme- 


rited injury attempted in this, it is the notoricty of its falſehood ; of which it is quite incredible, that 


ne who keeps up a good intelligence with the maroons, can pofihly be ignorant: | his letter was 
written {ſince the commencementof the preſent year, for he ſpeaks of tizings done in December Jait ; and, 


by that time, all the lands convenient for preſent improvement, were fo divided, as that every one 
might be iLewn what was intended for him, and this was well. Kncwn. among the maroons, and to 
lis intelligencer. 

While Mr. Ochterlony remained here, though the diſtribution of the land was often recommended by 
vour excelluncy, and urged upom him .by your direction, yet he never would furnith the neceſſary aſfit- 
ance of chain- men, Se. nor conſent to.a diviton being made : : But he was no ſooner away, and alfiſtance 


ordered by captain Howe, than, a general ſurvey was made of the lands belonging to the concern: 


Plans of divifian of it, into lots of from tliuty to an hundred. acres each, were made out, and pre- 
ſented to captain Howe, and. by him to your cxczliency; and, as ſoon as I was given to underſtand that 
they were approved of, I, without delay, ſet about and employed all the time I could ſpare, from di- 
ie Sing the NATL; 1s then at w 97% on the roads, in forwar%;ag. it as faſt as poſſible: By the eleventh 
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- of Ogober, when I was called on the Shubenaccadic ſurvey, the diviſion of the- maroon lands was 


-pretty far advanced: On my return in November, I proceeded in it without loſs of time, and, before 


the middle of December, when Mr. Cochran's land was purchaſed, the other allotments were all 
Naked out in the front, and the partition-lines ſuffieientlyrun, for ſhewingeach man what was intended 
for him, and to direct him as to any preſent improvements: The ſame was done by the land pur- 
chaſed of Mr. Cochran, as ſoon as the purchaſe was concluded on: And, when ſpring opened, I went 
with Mr. Farquharſon, the overſeer, by captain Howe's order, and ſhewed him many of the land- 
marks, and directed him ſo that he might find moſt, if not all of them, without any difficulty. 
Notwithſtanding, therefore, this ee has probably long praQtiſed the ſhameful art of de- 
traction, he never undertook to report falſehoods that could be more readily and more manifeſtly de- 
tected: All the maroon lands, convenient for immediate uſe, are known to be allotted out; the marks 
on the trees, the ſtakes and ſtones in a hundred places in Preſton, are monumental witneſſes of it, to 
be at any time appealed to: That this writer, when he undertakes tlie part of a ſlanderer, may always 
happen upon ſuch inſtances, is my fincere with : For my part, 1 have to thank him for this decent 
, opportunity offered ine, of not only-acknowledging the receipt of your excellency's early directions in 
tlie matter, but of ſtating to your excellency how punctually and how promptly they have ever been 


complied with, in whatever pertained to me to do, both as to the ſarvey of their lands, and in direct- 


: Ing them in their w ork, and perſuading them to it, 

1 might proceed to mention his ſaying, that no religious inſtrution of the maroons was attempted 
till December laſt ; that not one acre of land is cleared for planting potatoes; that the people at Boyd. 
ville, who have worked, Ge. receive the leaſt attention and encouragement :” All which, with other 
things ſaid in the letter, I know to be deſtitute of all ſemblance of wath ; but it pertains more par-- 
ticularly to others, to ſay what they know of thoſe things: I am becoming too lengthy as to the diſre- 
gard of truth ſhewn by this letter- writer; and if, after the ſeveral inſtances of notorious falſehood I 
have detected bim in, he is ſtill credited by men of honour and veracity, I ſhould but tire your excel. 

lency's patience, and loſe my own labour, | in remarking on more inſtances of the like nature, 

Put, aſide from an entire diſregard to truth, there is, may it pleaſe your excellency, in this and the 
other writings on the ſubject, a baſe inſidiouſmeſs, and underchand dealing, as to the real deſign, and 
what is pretended in the general import of them: They find fault with your exceliency, for that of 
which they themſelves have been the authors, and which they ſtill encourage and ſupport; and they 
ng all their hopes of ſucceeding by their complaints, upon the very things they affect to complain 

J hat the maroons do ſo little is their fault, in fo aiding -and abetting, if not going before Nr. 

| „ perſuading them into a reſolution not to work : Mr. Ochterlony, and his friends and 
atfiſtants, are not only, in the firſt inſtance, to blame for this, but they ſtill encourage them to down- 
right obſtinacy in it; and then have the-effrontery to complain of it, as the fault ot your excellency: 
hey led the maroons into this obſtinate refuſal to do any thing toward getting a ſ ubſiſtence for them. 
ſelves, and would willingly ſee halt of them: ſtarve to death, or cut their own*throats in thcir obitinacy : 
When Williams, 1n the iſſoe of a week's perpetual quarrel with his wife, did, in a fit of paſſion, ſud- 
denly cut his throat, theſe advocates for Juitice, for humanity, for decency, and religion, while they 
thought to make it believed that he had done it in obſtinate refuſal to live here, grinned a hid-ous {nile 
of deviliſh ſatisfaction in it; and, when they found that effectual care had been taken to defeat their 
purpoſe, bv finding out the real truth of the matter, they threatened nothing leis than death, to him 
' who ſhould ſo · intrude again into their councils: Such is their regard to juſtice, humanitr, and every 
good thing, to which they pretend, 

When the maroons firit came to Preſton. they had indeed ſources of complaint, about what they ſaid 
they bad loſt: But they appeared to be well ſatisfied with the place, and to have great confidence ii von 

exccliency; they ſaw the care that was-taking to provide conventent lodgings for them, and to procure 
then rehet from the wretched condition they were in; cccationed by Lg ſo long confined on 1h Then 
board, and lying, as they cid, at the Blue Bell: 1 hey knew, that their commiliioners were doing If 
in concurrence wich your caccllency; and often ſpake, in high rms. the? of Your goodneis: 
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When cold weatter was coming en, they went cheerfully to work at cutting wood, and collecting tt 
to their houſes, fer fuel in the winter; and, had proper care. been new taken, to eradicate any ſeeds 
of diſcontent they were wont to expreſs, on account of what they had loſt, and the manner in which 
they had been brought away from Jamaica, and to encourage them to exert themſelves, and to do their 
beſt here, ſince they could never return to Jamaica, there 1s .cvery reaſon to believe they would have 
| keen now a happy people, and all theſe letters and petitions had been prevented; and that this was not 
done, was certainly not the fault of your excellency, but of Mr. Ochterlony ; Who, as the acting com- 
'r-iFfoner, reſided immediately among them, and did not only neglect to encourage them, but did all 
he could to diſcourage and diſſuade them, ſioni ever trying to. co any thing tor. themſelves in this 
country. | | ts 
Juſt in the beginning. of winter, hich that ſeaſon-comes on early, and with uncommon ſeverity, 
when.the maroons were beginning to feel the.wortt they ever were to teel, from ſo great a change ok 
climate, Mr. Ochterlony conceived a deſire of removing them from, hence: That his view in it, was 
the aggrandizenient of bimſelf by the maroons, when he thould have the ſole management of them, 
was not only ſuppoſed and belie ed by., all v ho were acquainted, with lis conduct. but was apparent in 
his ſaying, as be ſometin es dd. O! what one wight do with theſe tellows, if he had. them wholly 
to bimſelf; and, in his. plans. about them, which in the time of it came to your excellency's know. 
leege, Let him have a round ſum of money, and take the maroons to the Cape of Good Hope, and 
ſettle them there; cr embody the maroons unecr bim, as their colonel; purchaſe the Elizabeth for 
them; com miſſton and victual her, and let them proceed to Gvadaloupe, St. Domingo, or ſome place 
on the coaſt of ihe enemy, which they wouJd conquer, on condition of holding it for themſelves:“ 
And who ſo likely to be made governcr of this new colony of maroons, as their victorious colonel? - 
Put it was neceſtary to gain the confidence of the maroons, to have them firmly attached to him, and 
to bring them into the ſpirit of this dating enterpriſe : The; moſt likely means to effect all this, were to 
keep them in mind of the happy climate, and pleaſant fruits, of:the ifland of Jamaica ; to affect to 
feel exceedingly for their loſs, and for the injuſtice ſaid to be done in tranſporting them; to inveigh 
againſt lord Palcarres, and the iſlaud of Jamaica, for it; and to make them believe, that he and ge- 
neral Walpole, who was trying to procure their removal to ſome warm country,.were their cnly friends; 
to ſet them againſt this country, the inhabitants, and eſpecially the governor of it; and to make them be- 
lieve that he would get. them jemoved to forge warm country, like that from whence they had been 
taken: And theſe arts, every one in the concern, all employed about the place, and many who viſited 
here, know lie uſed conſtantly to practiſe on the maroons, and to ſeize the moſt favourable opportunities 
for deing it: If the-maroons were troubled with any complaints, through indigeſtion, though occaſioned 
by inde lence, .it was imputed to the cold climate, and want of Weſt, India fruits: That country uus 
talked of with them, as nothing ſhert of a paradiſe; the abundance and delicacy of its fruits enume- 
rated, and dwelt upon, till-their mouths were all watering : Lord Balcarres, and the iſland of Ju- 
maica, were often ſpoken of as having ated a vile part, in commencing the, war upon a trifling occa- 
ſon, and as having acted perfidiouſſy in the eneing it, by receiving the maroons in, under the ſanction, 
as they ſuppoſed, of a-treaty; getting them, under fair pretences, on board their ſlips, and tranſporting 
them from that happy iſland to this inhoſpitable climate: Nova-Scotla was daily ſpoken of hefore them, 
as cold, barren, fit only.for bears and, mooſe. to live in; or, to uſe a little of his eloquence, * the devil's 
own country; a bell of a country; a country tit only for the devil to remain in;“ and a great deal 
——_ ſame purpoſe, was the, uſual entertainment, before the maroons: As to the inhabitants 
of the country, they were ſaid to be, a ſet of rogues, a pack of raſcals, the greateſt villains upon 
earth, and eyery harſh expreſſien the Janguage affords, and was ſuited to make the maroons con- 
lider themſelves as placed among a parcel of thieves and pickpockets: At length, it became a practice: 
to inveigh againſt, the governor of the province, as regardleſs of. the intereſt of the poor maroons, as 
falſe, artful, defigning, and whatever would tend to leſſen your excellency in their opinion, and de- 
ſtiay the truſt and confidence they were placing in you: And, to complete all, juſt when the ſnow, 
Which . they had never ſcen before, was beginning to cover the face of the ground, the water 
around 
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atound mem. to their aſtoniſhment, was hardening with froſt : When their fingers and toes were feeling 


the unvſval ſmatt of ſevere cold, and they were very ready to apprehend more dreadful things to come. it 
began to be ſaid before them, that this place would not do for maroons;” and he now mentioned to 
them his defign of removing them from this'to ſome warm country, more congenial to their conſtitu- 
tions and habits; and they were given to uriderſtand. that their friend, general Walpole, was aſſiſting te 
vet this buſineſs accompliſhed. 

"Beſides converſing with the maroons as he had occaſional opportunities of ſeeing them, Mr. Ochter- 


lony began, at length, to hold meetings of their captains and principal men, on purpoſe to conſider of 


the matter, and ta conſult and adviſe with one another, how to act in it: At one of thoſe conferences, 
a bible was called for, and it was believed by Mr. Allen, from what he heard of Cox the carpenter, then 
at work in the houfe, that the maroons entered into ſolemn engagements to adhere to, and be guided 
by, Vir Ochterlony ;-and that he ſwore to ſtand by them, and procure their removal: Certein it is, that 
he himſelf boaſted of having ſworn to the maroons, by all that they hold moſt ſacred, to perſiſt in his 
endeavours to effect their being removed. 

Several friends of Mr. Ochterlony, who uſed to viſit him, and who may poſſibly be the authors of 
ſome of thofe letters, were full in the fpirit of removing the maroons : They did not go all his 
Jengths, in the ufe of vulgar, opprobrious terms, about every body, but uſed to join in his talk, before 
the maroons, againſt lord Balcarres, your excellency, and this country; and againſt their removing in 
it; and are, jointly with him, the authors of thoſe prejudices which are now threatening to be their 
ruin. 

In conſequence of this talk about removing the maroons, it has 3 ſaid to Mr. Cchterlony, that 
the iſland of Jamaica had been at great expence in removing the maroons, and providing for them 
here; that their removal from hence could not take place, but at the loſs of five and twenty or thirty 


thouſand pounds; that it was, to ſay no more of it, very improbable that the iſland would ever take 


them up again, ſubmit to all this loſs, and remove them to another place; and that, if the matter was 
only doubtful, it would ſtill be very improper to ſay ſuch things in hearing of the maroons; and put no- 
tions into their heads, to prevent their trying to do any thing for themſelves: He would fully agree in the 
utmoſt eſtimate of the loſs, but laughed at the idea of its being thouglit much of, by the iſland. of Jamai- 

ca: The iſland he repreſented as immenſely rich, and in a diſpoſition not to think much of five and 
twenty or thirty thouſand pounds, to be quit of the maroons: They had, he often ſaid, before the ma- 
roons left the iſland, expected that their removal and e ſettled, would coſt them a hundred and 
fifty thouſand pounds. ä 

In the mean time, the mareons 1 finiſhed cutting bar fed] in the fal, were, except in a 

very few inſtances, put to no kind of work, but were well fed, indulged ſometimes with dances, and. 

living in idleneſs, began to game, and be diſſipated: Indolence ſoon occaſioned an ill ſtate of health, a 
pain in the head, ſlight fever, c. which they were encouraged (as has been obſerved) to impute to the 
climate; but doctor Oxley attributed it to indigeſtion, as they lived on ſolid food, kept conſtantly in 
their houſes, and many of them lay much of their time in bed. 

This improper indulgence of a ſet of people, naturally inclined to idleneſs, was conſidered, by every 
friend of good order here, as what would only increaſe their indolent habit, and would be productive 
ci nothing but miſchief: A plan for ſetting them to cutting cord-wood for the market, and paying 
them adequate wages for it, was thought of ; and doctor Oxley, in order to promote their getting to 
work, which he thought ſo neceſſary So the maroons themſelves, and ſo much for the intereſt of the 
iſland of Jamaica, and for the honour of the commiſſion (in which he obſerved, that he felt his own ho- 
nour involved) reſolved to ſet the example: He lired about forty of them to cut wood at Cole-Har- 
bour, and Afr. Ochterlony, who did not afpear to have yet adapted the plan of their refuſing to work at all, 


as a mode of forcing their removal, agreed, at one time, to be concerned, and ſet likewiſe a number to 


cutting wood at Preſton : There was, at the ſame time, a number L think employed at cutting fencing 
poles, and, a few at work for other people; ſo that, one way and another, moſt of the maroons were 
at work, 
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This was in the depth of winter, the firſt winter the maroons had ever ſpent in Nova-Scotia; at 
ſevere a winter as we ever have here: The ſnow was ſeveral feet deep on the ground, and the weather 
was cold: The maroons were at work abroad, at work to very good purpoſe, and there was not any 
appearance of their being affected more by the cold than other people were; except what :aroſe from 

their not being ſo knowing how to keep their toes, c. covered. 

This is an inſtructive leſſon as to the maroons: Their real friends rejoĩced in it, as a prelude to their 
doing well for themſelves here; and their pretended friends ſoon ſaw, that it was not at all calculated 
to promote their deſigns in regard to them. Fs | 

The miſchierouſſy minded are ſeldom long without ſome ingenious device: A deep laid ſcheme be. 
gan, in a ſhort time, to make its appearance: What,” ſaid a friend of Mr. Ochterlony's, would 
you do with the maroons, ſhould they refuſe to work here, and perſevere in it?“ And ſure-enougb, 
within. a very few days, they all, as one man, laid down their axes, and refuſed to ſtrike a blow more: 
They ſaid, indeed, not . that it was. ſo cold they-could not work, but they had a pain in the ſto. 
mach: Doctor Oxley, who examined into the nature of their complaint, faid, their pains were all a 
farce : But Mr. Ochterlony ſhrewdly remarked, ** that the maroons were acting on 2 regular ſyitem;” 
He need not have ſaid this; every one here ſaw it, and were ſatisfied that he and his friends were the 
authors of, the contrivance : A thought of their not working might have come into the mind of a 
man very inoffenfive and undeſigning, and might be mentioned for mere amuſement ; but, when the 


ſame thought was all at once impreſſed upon the minds of nearly. a hundred men, ſcattered. three or 


four miles round the woods here, it ſhewed that the evil genius of the firſt N was, by: ſome means 


or other, very induſtrious and influential. 


This ſtrange phenomenon became the ſubjeR of ſeveral obſervations, nd; was 3 by Mr. 


Ochterlony, and his friend, as what would oblige government to conſent to a removal of the maroons: 


When, mention was made of ſtopping their allowance to conſtrain them to work, it was laughed at: 


The maroons would break open the ſtores, kill the-cattle, and take any thing they could lay hands on, 
rather than be ſta: ved into compliance; and this ſagacious thought, like the other, was taken up by the 


maroon, and they have appeared, at times, very nearly prepared to put it in practice: Thus the ſeeds 
of abſolute rebellion have been ſown in the minds of thoſe unhappy people, .and they been artfully led 
into an obſtinate refuſal to work; which is at once. complained of, and. encouraged, by thele letter- 
writers: A letter was very lately known to be written for them to-Ochterlony, to inform him, that 
they were ſtanding firm to their engagement ; and to deſire him not to forget the promiſe he had made 
them, 

There was, all along, a party who would not enter into the ſpirit of the agreement with Mr. Och- 
terlony, who declared to doctor Oxley, Mr. Millar, and me, that they would work, but for fear of Mr. 
Ochterlony, and thoſe in the combination with him: In the ſpring of the year 1797, Palmer, Fowler, 
O'Connor, and a number n ore, encouraged by Mr. Quarreil, doctor Oxley, and others, broke through 
the conſtraint, and reſolved to work; and your. excellency will,.I think, recollect, that when ſeveral of 
theſe came once, with Mr, Quarrell and me, to your excellency, they declared they were in fear of thcir 
lives, for Mr. Ochterlony and his adherents, who were incenſed againit and. threatened them for going 
to work: Thus the cauſe of the maroons making no improvements, became developed by the maroons 
themſelves, andethe fault-indehbly fixed upon Mr. Ochteriony and his friends; and. it is a bare-faced 
piece of tallacious'nnpudence, for them to attempt to throw. it off their ſhoulders, 

he complaint that the maroons are not married, nor ſafficientiy 1 inſtructed in religion, is made 
with no other view, may it pleaſe your excellency, than to increaſe their catalogue of faults: For the 
intimates, the companions, of Mr. Ochterlony, to become advocates for decency and religion, is a farce 


indeed: It is well known, that he often kept five or fix, and often more, of the fineſt maroon girls, 


conſtantly in his houſe, and ſeveral of them in his bed- chamber; and that this ſeraglio was kept, not 
me ely tor himſelt, but for the convenience of his decent and religious friends, and aſſiſtants! in the pro- 


jected removal of the maroons: Marriage of maroons was a frequent topic of ridicule with him; 
which, in all probability, was the cauſe of the contempt and neglect with which it is treated b, the 


maroons: 2

-maroons : And, as to revealed religion, he ſeldom-paſſed over the mention of it but with a volley of re- 

; proach and ridicule : He had his ludicrous expreſſions fabricated on purpoſe to raiſe a laugh-: among 

the maroons, and excite their contempt of the doctrines of Chriſtiarity: And*the pretended concern of 

« thoſe who take part with him, leſt due regard ſnould not be ſhown to the religious inſtruction of the 
* maroons, is only putting on a grave face, as a ſanction to their inſidious attempts. 

That the maroon ſchool is paſſed over in filence by them, was probably an undeſigned omiſſion ; 
for, though the pupils have always made good proficiency, and their reading, writing, and behaviour, 
may at any'time be appealed to as a proof of the care and pains taken with them, this letter-writer 
would hardly have ſpared them on that account: He was not very likely to happen upon falſehood, 

more bare-faced and notorious, about the-ſchool; than he had related in ſeveral other inſtances. 

There is one inſtance of the ſhameful difingenuity that has been put in. practice, to traduce your ex- 

/ cellency, that I cannot paſs over in filence: On the 29th May, 1797, an engagement was entered with the 
maroons, that, on condition they would be-quiet-and obedient, make what improvement on their places 
they could, and fairly try this country for one year, if, in the end of it, they ſhould ftHI ſay they could 
not be contented in this country, your excellency would then write to know whether it would conſiſt 
with his majeſty's pleaſure, that they ſhould be removed to any other place; or, as nearly as I can re- 


collect, to that purpoſe: : The maroons acceded promptly to the condition, and appeared determined to 


go to wo: k; but that was an experiment by no means thought fit with their adviſers to be tried; as it 
would' have endangered the total defeat of their projected removal: The maroons were, by ſome 
means or other, to be diverted from making any improvements in this country; and, from every trial, 
: Whether they could be made comfortable here or not: To effect this, and confirm their aten reſolution 
. agairiſt working here, all the ſubtlety of the ſerpent; deſcribed by Milton, was practiſed upon the poor 
maroons: So, (it was ſaid) fir John promiſes to remove you next ſpring to fome warm country ;- if he 
really intends to remove you, why does not he doit now? What is the uſe of your going to work 
here, if you are to be removed? Do not you believe fir John: He only wants to get you to work; 
then he will ſay »ou are doing very wel} here, and will never let you be removed at all: If this was 
not ſaid verbatim, it was, every part of it, ſaid in ſubſtance; and in many more, and much harſher 
expreſſions, than | would cheoſe to pollute my paper with: The condition of the engagement your 
excellency had entered into witly the maroons, was thrown entirely behind the ſcene : What the ma- 
roons Were to do, on their part, was made no account of: The engagement to write home on their 
behalf, was conſtrued into a promiſe to remove them; and” that promiſe ſpoken of, juſt- as if it had 
been abſolute and unconditional: The-fincerity of your intention in it was brought into queſtion, and 
poſitive proof pretended to be made out, that it was meant only to deceive them; and it was preſſed 
upon them in the harſheſt terms, never to believe you, nor to truſt to any thing your excellency ſhould 
ſay: Thus they were led into the utmoſt diſreſpect and diſtruſt, and confirmed in their reſolution never 
to attempt making any improvements for themſelves in this country: Such are the mean deteſtable arts 
made uſe of, to embarraſs your excellency in the management, of the maroon concern, to defeat the 
pur poſe of ſettling then here, and, in thort, to throw as much uſeleſs expence as poſſible upon who- 
ever is to provide for them, any where. | 
Upon the whole. the maryons have been nearly two years in this province, and a great deal has 
been expenced for them: They have done but very little here, and their natural indolence is rendered 
-more pernicious, by the habits of idleneſs and diſſipation which they have contracted: | his has ſet the 
proſpect of their procuring their own ſupport at a diitance, beyond what could have been expected; 
and, if thoſe unhappy people, ſent away from the iſland of Jamaica for its fecurity and convenience, 
and ther, deluded by their agent, are not to be got totally rid of, by actual ſtarvation, this mult pro- 
tract and augment the expence of ſettling them any where: But, where is the origin of this evil; to 
whom is the fault of it to be attributed? Your excellency was always urging to have them {et to 
work, giving the moſt forciple and perſuaſive directions to have it done, and finally dilmiſfed Mr. Ocu- 
terlony, with concurrence of Mr. Quarrell, tor counteracting and defeating your endeavours. to have 
hem make improvements: His unfaithfulneſs then, his unaceountable fo! ly and wickedneis, was the

f original caufe of the maroons having made ſo little improvements here: He leavened the minds of the ma. 
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roons againſt your-excellency and this country, and led them into that reſolution againſt working, which 
his friends ſtill encourage them in: His vile practices would not be ſo detected, as to warrant ſtrenuous 
. ofeaſures againſt him in a minute: Any looſe expreſſions or converfation, held only in private, were 
not to be made the foundation of an attack upon a man, as to his conduct i in his office: It was not tilt 
it became tleafly manifeſt, that he was taking advantage of his ſituation among the maroons, to bring 
the governor of the province into contempt with them, to undermine Mr. Quarrell, his ſuperior and 
principal in the commiſſion, and totally to defeat both his and the governor's views, in what he had the 
management of; it was not till all this was apparent as the noon day ſan, that thoſe about him thought 
themſelves juſtiſiable in repreſenting his conduct to Mr. Quarretl:: The winter was nearly expended, 
hen he became fo fully acquainted with the-matter, as to uſe his endeavours with Mr. Ochterlony to 
produce a change in his conduct; and when, ſome time I think in May, he communicated with your 
,excellency upon, it, and Mr. Ochterlony was dealt with on the ſubject, he promiſed to reform; and it 
took. till the end of that month, to diſcover that he was continuing the fame pernicious practices on 


the maroons: Early-in June, Mr. Quarrett took the management of them, in concurrence with your 


.excellency, wholy-ont of Ochterlony's hands, giving him notice, in writing, that he had directed 
Mr. Chamberlain to call the maroons out to work: In his name, I went to them, with a poſitive decided 
injunction, that they muſt go immediately to work, or forfeit all claim to future regard: The words he 
put in my mouth, to make ute of on the occaſion, were, no work; no vam:“ On Wedneſday they 
dye re firſt called upon; on Thurſday there was a good party of them at work; and, on the Monday fol. 
Jowing, they were univerſally out: This made it clearly manifeſt, that the fault lay not in your excel- 
lency, nor principally in the maroons themſelves, but in the wretched miſconduct of Mr. Ochterlony. 

It is confidently believed, that thoſe whoſe favour is of importance to your-excellency, have dif. 
cernment to diſcover where:the fault in the management of the maroons has lain, and integrity to im- 
pute it only to the faulty; and that the maroons themſelves will not he thought to have forfeited all 
claim to compaſſion, by miſconduct into which they have been led, by the devices of the agent who 
had been placed over them. 

In hope of meeting your excellency's « 1 in thus offering my mite toward expoſing your 
fallacious and unreaſonable enemies, and for recovery of the deluded maroons, I ſubſcribe myſelf,

the commander in chief, who tendered the ſervices of the 8 3d regiment, provided we would ſupply ' 
them with ſuch neceſſaries as lieutenant-colonel Gibſon, in concert with the commiſſioners, might 
think proper and neceſſary, which we readily concurred in: The agents here to the contractors for ſub. 
fiſting the troops, were ready to ſupply them with the regular rations, but we never underftood, nor 
had we the ſmalleſt intimation, /that -they were to fupply the nnilitia and ſlaves? The extra allowance 
for the 83d regiment was thought neceſſary by lieutenant-colonel Gibſon and the commiſſioners, be- 
cauſe they were employed at out-poſts, and liable to be called out on- actual ſervice; to explain. this 
: more fully, we encloſe you copy of a letter, No. 1, from lord Balcarres, on the. object. | 
The prices of proviſions, Sc. may appear high to you, but they are the uſual and cuſtomary prices 
here, and refer you to the encloſed letter, No, 2, directed to-us. 
What has made the accounts ſwell to ſo enormous. an amount (and they are not all yet collected 
in), ariſes from this parith having fitted- out two parties of militia and black thot under the party laws, 
and-alſo two companies of black hot; one of which, from St. James's, has:bcen chiefly ſupported from 
this parifh, for which we refer you to colonel Bell's n. No. * 2, 3, 4, and. 5; and to lord Balcar- 
res's letters, No. I and 2, fent herewith, 
There are now two parties of black ſhot on ſervice i in the woods, that require e ſupplies, 
to enable them to execute the orders of the commander in chief: We beg leave to inform vou, that 
if there is any further delay in auditing theſe accounts, we ſhall not: t be able, as e to 55 
cure ſupplies fox theſe parties. 
The board ſhould be apprized that we are acting under two Lawn of the iſland; one entitled, An 
aft for raiſing and fitting out parties,” paſſed in the year 1793; by clauſe 11th, the commander in 
chief is empowered to. appoint perſous, to furniſh and ſupply every party with all neceſſary proviſions; 
and the receiver-general is ordered and required to pay for them, out of any public money in his hands 
unappropriated ; and, by another act, entitled, An act in aid of the party law,” paſſed the 23d of 
December, 1797 ; wherein, by clauſe, ad, the members of aſſembly and churchwardens, of every pa-

You have ſurely ſufficient vouchers for our having received the different articles, and of their having 
been ſent to the different poſts where they were wanted, which is ſufficient to entitle thoſe to payment 
who have furniſhed them: If the accqunts are over-charged, they ſurely ſhould be paſſed, after ſuch. 
- over-charges are deducted; and not deprive thoſe who' have ſupplied the public, of an opportunity 
which they now have, of making uſe of the certificates, which may not again occur, till after this time 
twelve months. 

We bnderſtand an act paſſed the "laſt ſeſſion of aſſembly, having a retroſpect to the two bay laws, 
and alſo for our future guidance, which we will thank you to tranſmit᷑ to us by return of poſt, as there 
are two parties now preparing to return to the woods, who want ſeveral neceſſary articles, which we 
ſhall take upon ourſelves to ſupply, that the · ſervice of the country may fnot be impeded, until we hear

Having been pleaſed to communicate to me a minute of ſome repreſentations, which have been made 
on the ſubject of the maroons, and the preſent maroon eſtabliſhment ; and to require my anſwer, and 
ſentiments on them, I requeſt your excellency's attention: 

The reſpect I owe to you, and the conviction I am under, of the perfect diſintereſtedneſs of your 
views, and your benevolence in regard to this people, would be of themſelves ſufficient 3 
with me (were I not perſonally concerned) to oppeſe the malevolence and calumny contained i 
theſe repreſentations, by a ſtatement of ſome facts which have come within my knowledge, in the pro- 
oreſs of maroon affairs ; but, the direct charges of diſhoneſty and an habitual neglect of every duty 
belonging to my office, which are urged one myſelf, render the obligation to do ſo fill more ſe- 
rious and indiſpenſable. 

It is ſaid that, “ the parſon has never attempted any other inſtruction among the maroons, than 
the uſual church ſervice to his pariſhioners.” 

That; “about the middle of December laſt, and not before, "Re exertions were made to me 
the minds of theſe people with a ſenſe of religion.“ 

When your excellency firſt propoſed to me the charge -of the morals, and religious inſtruction of 
the maroons (September, 1795), I felt ſufficiently the diffculty and importance of the truſt; I was 
aware that there exiſted obſtacles, which would render hard the work of their converſion and civili- 
ſatjon, even to the ableit and molt CXperienes 2d teacher; nevertheleſs, urged by the ſtrangeſt and moſt 
unfeigned defire to he .uſeful, in imparting the truths of Chriſtianity to ſuzh a portion of my fellow 
creatures, as yet, almoſt totally unenlightened on theſe material points; an] confident of the great 
advantage I thould enjoy, of acceſs. to your excellency's experience and advice, I accepted the ap- 
pointment. 

As ſoon as poſſihle after my arrival among them (the carl y part of Oaober) I eſtabliſhed a regular 
courſe of religicus inftuRion;. They, appeared to me, at the time, to be cheerful, confining their 
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proſpeQs to this country, and grateful for the humane attentions they had experienced to their wants: 
Their children were daily brought to the font,. and every thing indicated the ſtrongeſt defire on their 
arts, to aid your excellency and the commiſſioners of the iſland of Jamaica, in the meaſures taken to 
fra comfortable their ſituation ; and there was evident in them the ſincereſt diſpoſition to think 
t ſo, | 
; Feeling the great neceſſity of early impreſſions, and hk that the maroons were not ſufficiently 
acquainted with our language, as to comprehend fully what was addreſſed to them from the pulpit, 
'where the ſolemnity and decorum prohibited explanations, which {till were neceſſary to their progreſs 
in improvement, I propoſed to them to dedicate two days in the week to religious inſtruction; when 1 


might, by familiar addreſſes, and eaſy expoſitions, poſſeſs them thoroughly of the principles of reli. 


gion, and impreſs upon them a conviction of their tendency to improve their temporal enjoyments, as 
well as to prepare them for an HEREAFTER : It gave me infinite ſatisfaction, fr, to find them approve, 
as reaſonable, and worthy of their adoption, the ſacred precepts as they were opened to them, and I 
looked forward with confidence, to ſee them become good citizens and good CHRISTIANS. 
I he winter, however, which ſet in early, occaſionally interrupted theſe exerciſes; and, notwith- 
ſtanding your care to render the church comfortable, by a ſtove, yet ſuch was the almoſt unprece- 
dented degree of cold, that even the natives of this country were ſometimes prevented from attending 
at divine ſarview': The maroons could not encounter this ſeverity, and I was obliged, although with 
extreme reluctance, to diſcontinue a practice which had proved ſo highly uſeful, in the ſhort time it 
continued, I however entertained the hope, that the return of ſpring would enable me to reſume it, 
and with equal advantage: My houfe was conſtantly open to them, and their children, who were 
almoſt daily with me; and I enceavoured to animate them to the purſuit of inſtruction, by every 
perſuaſion I was maſter of: How accurate then muſt be the perſon's knowledge of what related to the 
maroons, who atlerts, that no attention was paid to their inſtruction, until within theſe ſix montlis 
aſt : It is hard to ſay, whence he could potſihly derive ſuch information; certainly from no ſource of 
any reſpec ability or credit, ſince the maroons themſelves could, and muſt, had they been queſtioned, 
have told him better: Mr, Ochterlony, their director, every man belonging to the eſtabliſhment, and 
every perſon in the fettlement, could have informed him better; your excellency alſo was well ac- 
qua inted with every circumſtance as it occurred; and you were pleaſed to expres 5 your approbation of 
my conduct on this occaſion, 
That the maroons have not continued to make thoſe advances in knowledge and induſtry, which 
The Jucicious plan 1 in their ſettlement here authorized the expectation of, and ex ery honeſt man with::d, 
is ceitain; but it is not difficult to aſſign the cauſe of this ; It concerns my juſtification to lay it be- 
fore your excellency, and [ truſt it will more faithfully account to his grace of Portland, and the world, 
for the failure of our endeavours to inſtruct, than either a want of diligence on the part of the miniſter, 
or the unworthy deſigns aſcribed to the eſtabliihment i in general. 
In Decen; ber, 1766, and the months of January and February following, the weather occaſioned 
ſonic diſſatisfaction among the maroons, to whom the ſenſation of cold was new: But, had theſe been 
diſregarded, or gently allayed, and they inſpired with the manly reſolution of exerting themſelves, and 


-n.aking the beſt of their ſituation, they would have preſerved a greater ſtock of healed. and the return- 


ing iun would have entiiely cilſipated their complaints againtt their new climate ; they would have 
turned to labour, as their only reſource and proviſion for futurity; and their minds, prepared by it for 
Tc ceiving and maturing the feeds of virtue and morality, would more readily have met our endeavours 
to implait them: In this caſe, we ſhould probably, inſtead of lamenting their blindneſs, or being re- 
proached with in juſtice towards them, have ſeen them, at this very day, in the en 2yme:t of content 


and comtort, and the exerciſe of religion. 


Theſe moments, however, inſtead of being improved to ſuch valuable purpoſes, were employed to 
the moſt pernicious ends, by Mr, Ochterlony; whole ſituation, as the immediate director of the ma- 
Ions, gave him every opportunity ot impreſung upon them, what ſentiments he choſe. 

It is new well known. tir, that, i in the month of February, he conceived the deſigu of tranſporting 

the 
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the marbons from this country to ſome other; urged, probably, by the defire of rendering himſelf po- 
pular (for very ſtrong prejudices exiſted againſt him in the breaſts of the maroons) and of becoming 
their ſole leader, in whatever-country they could get footing.; The line of conduct he adopted, in con- 
ſequence of this determination, although inconfiftent with the principles of a man of probity, with his 
engagements as a gentleman, and totally repugnant to that humanity he ſhould have heen influenced 


by, yet gave him the popularity he aimed at, but at the ſame time deſtroyed the comfort and happineſs 


of the maroons, by exciting expectations, which probably cannot and will not be gratified ; and, by in- 


terrupting the cordiality which ſubſiſted between thoſe who had their real intereſt at heart, and them- 
ſelves, does at this moment, and will continue to obſtruct their ſettlement, until experience fully con- 
vinces them, of the fallacy of his advice, and the miſerable policy of their adherence to it. 

Their early attention to imbibe inſtruction was ſeen with jealouſy and uneaſineſs, and the little im- 
patience occaſioned by the climate, was eagerly fomented, until it became a ſettled diſcontent: Their 
accommodations (to which every attention had been paid) were reprobated, as unfit to protect them 


_ againſt the inclemency of the ſeaſon ; the country was repreſented as unable to reward their induſtrious 
purſuns; their bodily complaints were all exaggerated, and aſcribed to the influence of the new climate; 
inſomuch, that a maroon could hardly credit the teſtimony of his own ſenſes, when they aſſured as: 
he was in health; or that the ailments he laboured under, could poflibly be the effect of ancient inaul. 


gences, or of a tedious confinement on ſhip-board, for 7 or 8 months. 


The injury alſo done to them, in the infringement of treaty made with them in Jamaica, was ſug- 


geſted as another fertile ſource of complaint, and a ground for proteſting againſt remaining here; ad 


at length, an agreement was entered into, and, as | have been informed, attended with a dreadfal reli 
gious ceremony, whereby they mutually bound themſelves to ſupport each other, and encourage the 


ſcheme of a removal only. 


The tenor of the compact ſeems to have been, that the maroons ſhould diſclaim all the ſentiments 
which your excellency had ſtated as theirs ; proclaim their diſapprobation of the province; abſtain from 


work and improvement of every kind ; that they ſhould no longer attend on public worſhip, or regard 


pri vate exhortations; and avoid every thing, in fact, which could poſſibly be conſtrued into ſatisfaction 


at their ſituation ; and keep up the tale of their ſufferings. 

On the other part, every endeavour was to be uſed, to weaken the 3 of the iſland of Ja- 
maica and the king's miniſtry, in your excellency's integrity, and to render ſuſpected vour views in re- 
gard to the maroous, and to convince both, that the maroons could never be ſettled, nor indeed exlit, 
in this country. | 

Your excellency has had occaſion to obſerve how well the maroons have obſerved this agreement, 
ſince Mr. Ochterlony's l ; and circumſtances have allo proved, how faithful their adviſer has 
been to it, 

Petitions, in the name of the maroons, repreſenting their ſituation to be deplorable, requiring to be 
removed, and aſſerting that miſrepreſentations had been made by you, were repeatedly forwarged to 
England; private hands backed the ſame by ſimilar ſtatements, to men who readily received, and would 
re joĩce to make uſe of, ſuch communications; and, ſoon after Mr. Ochterlony's arrival at Boſton, ex- 
tracts from your excellency's letters to the duke of Portland, were brought forward in the public prints, 
for the expreſs purpoſe of denying the ſtatements contained in them, of the diſpoſition and progreſs of 
the maroons; which, in a ſhort introduction from himſelf, and a letter trom a correſpondent, Huma— 
nitas, attempts, very politely indeed, but without a very ſcrupulous regard to the laws of veracity ; 
ſince, without any leſfitarion, he has added 17 deaths to thoſe really occurring, fince the airival of 
the marcons at Halifax; there having but 49, inſtead of 66, died there, and 17 on the paſſage from 


Jamaica: e might alſo Wie informed the public, that of thoſe 40, a great proportion was made up of 


ged perſons, diſeaſed ſubjects, and infants; fo that, inſtead of the large number, which he infinvates 
have fallen victims to the change of climate, it will be found to be exceedingly trifling, if, indeed, 
any can with juſtice be attributed to it: It would be foreign from the purpoſe which calls for this ad- 
dreſs to your excellency, to enter into a conſideration of the leiter at large; 1 ſhall only remark on 


it, 
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it, that it was dictated by-the ſame ſpirit.- and probably was the work of the ſame hand, which contris. 
hvted at firſt, to rm the meetings of the maroons,” to aſſiſt their deliberations, and to point the 
object of their reſolutions: THEx, certainly, to this moment, keep alive their expectations and 
murmurs, and give countenance to the party which, under the colour. of humanity, are peſtering the 
government with falſe fuggeſtions, and ill concerted ftories. 

Such, fir, has been the cauſe that, notwithſtanding every proviſion made for. it, little arogrole is 
made, in aſſinmlating to our own, the manners and opinions of the maroons : This has been the 
ſource of that deciſrve unwillingneſs to ſubmit to the laws of decency and regularity, and to receive 
tle doQrines of religion; not that I believe the maroons are actually more prejudiced againſt ãts truths, 
than they were at firſt, although great pains were naken to impreſs upon them, that your anxiety to 
diliribute and · inereaſe the comforts of life, and :to provide them with a miniſter, were inſidious ad. 
vances, in order to enſlave them; and that the religion I prefſed upon them, was, in itſelf, unwo- thy. 
cf their belief and practice: For they have; to my repeated remonſtrances on the ſumnject of their 
coolneſs and inattention to religious matters, been uniform in admitting its claim to their: reſpect, 
and profeſſing their ſenſe of its value in every view; but they: were not at liberty to act, according. io 
theſe ſentiments; and very lately, ſome of the moſt intelligence and influence among them eee 
to me plainly, that their determination was, © 29 de nothing good far themſelves, while they remained in 
this country; but if their preſent advantages could accompany thenr to any other, 1 ſhould avs ample 
teſtimony of their obedience and reformation.” 

But while I doubt the exterit of the miſchief intended, in fome pnſlanes, in-others I have a perfect 
conviction of its eftect: Their morals Jooſe, as they were orginally, were {tx ſuſceptible of adultera- 
tion; reſtraints were but feebly attended to; Maroon-Hall was the. fountain of looſegeſs and wan- 
tonneſs; and thoſe who honoured the maroons with their notice, and profeſſed to commiſerate their 
oppreſſion, proved their ſincere attachment to their welfare, by promoting the proſtitution of their 
females, and encouraging their propenſities to inhuman and ruinous ſports. . 

It is no great wonder indeed, fir, that a people, whoſe former habits. and prejudices: would, of 

themſelves, have been great obſtacles to the eſtabliſiment of goſpel practices, ſhould be ſecuced by 
fach artful counſels, and ſuch examples; particularly, when it is recollected, that they are naturally 
irclined to indolence, and entertain contemptuous ideas of uſeful labour; and that it was repreſented 
to-them, that their withdrawing themſelves from inſtruction, would have great weight. towards ac- 
compliſking their removal to a country, where the very neceſſity to induſtry would be ſuperſeded : 
A knowledge of theſe circumſtances left me but few hopes of making a progreſs, in any degree an. 
ſwerable to our wiſhes: I, however, did not refrain from -any application or reaſoning, which pro- 
miſed in the leaſt to render wy miniſtry effectual, but an inaiſcreet.zeal nught have FW more harm 
than good; it might have given them a real diſlike to religion, and cut off all Pr of impre:fing 
it, when their minds mould become pacified as to other queſtions. 

7 he wiiter of the paper has mentioned it as matter of wonder, and“ conſidering the great provi- 
Cen made for me,“ as matter of reproach, that the maroons have not. been married and buried accord - 
ing to the. offices of the church of England: It is almoſt ſuperfluous to notice to your excellency, how 
abſurd it is to attribnte their unwillingneſs to adopt them to any-neglect in me: They have been con- 
ae red in the ſame light as every other improvement, by thoſe who were enemies to all improvement. 
Fuery thing was, ho doubt, prolibited, which might tend to ſtrengthen their connection with this 
chuntru, its people, er manners: But, had: there not been any additional unpediments thrown-in the 
way, it is highly probahle, ft that what naturally would ariſe, would have prevented an early and-hearty 
jul miſſien in theſe points? tris not an caſy matter to cradicate from the .mind thoſe attachments, 
u hich carly habit, and conſtant practice, have endeared to it; nor is it to be expectcd that they would, 

inflamly upon being required, or without reluctance, give up to ſtrangers, the performance of the laſt 
Hes to their departed friends, which they were ever accuſtomed to attend to themſelves ? But, exclu- 
fie of this, their interments are always accompanied | by feſtive exceſs; while ours are conducted with 


and excluce the {lighteſt ingecorumy euch - a-ciicumitagce alone would make 
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them tenacious of their cuſtom, and ſuſpicious of any innovation: I had, therefore, but a Giant pro- 
ſpe ct of ſucceſs, to the carneſt endeavours I uſed to overcome it: They bury their dead about their 
he uſes; 1 imagined that repreſentations of the riſque of having them thrown up, in the courſe of till. 
. age, or by other accidents, would induce them to make uſe of the church-yard ; a part of which Jof. 
fered them for their own and ſole uſe, but without any material effect: The burial ſervice 1 would 
moſt joyfully have availed myſelf of their conſent to uſe over their dead, but could never prevail with 
them to call me, or to allow it to be performed, any more than the marriage ceremony; the intro- 
duction of which among them, they feel a ſtill ſtronger intereſt in oppoſing : They allow polygamy, 
and they part with their intereſt in their wives, upon compenſation for it being made; which is geno- 


rally fixed, according to circumſtances, by a meeting of their leading men: They know that the en- 


gagements we contract, by our marriage ceremony, are directly oppoſite to theſe two practices, and ſo 
lately from a climature whofe ardour has made indulgencies of this kind uſual with them, they find 
themſelves unable to relinquiſſ at once: But (ſhould they be fixed here) the influence of climate, of food, 
and a change of occupation, aſſiſted by a judicious and unwearied inculcation of the precepts of Chriſti- 
anity, will, together, gradually accompliſh what reaſon alone may, under preſent circumſtances, prove 
inadequate to, and will undouhtedly affect the manners of the riſing generation, whether the preſent 
perſiſt in their habits cr not: It muſt however be obſerved, that notwithſtanding polygamy has gene- 
rally obtained; there are exceptions among the maroons, both in opinion and practice: Iconveiſed with 
one yeſterday, who would never adopt it, but reprobates it as impolitic and unjuſt; and the women are 
certainly enemies to it; and it is perhaps, for this reaſon, that ſo ſmall a number of them have ever 
been allowed to attend public worſhip.; the men juſtly fearing, that their objeQtions might be ſtrength- 
enced by their acquaintance with the pure leſſons of the goſpcl: On my ſolicitation, however, one 
young man, about to take a wife, conſented to go through the marriage ceremony in church, and to 
obſerve the conditions of it: Of my expectations of this, I informed your exceliency at the time, and 
expected Sunday after Sunday, would bring him forward to perform his engagement: It however did 
not take place, and the only reaſon I'can imagine for it, is, that the knowledge of his intentions muſt 
have produced ſuch eiſcouragement on -the part of the agent, that the couple finally abandoned their 
intentions. | | 
It is ſingular, that the author ſhould venture ſo notoriouſly groſs and falſe an aſſertion, as that J 
never would have taken orders, if your excellency had not profiered a ſalary of 2501. per annum; it 
muſt have been to ſupport the malignant infinuation of a colluſory Cefign in the eſtabliſhment, to plun- 
der the iſland of Jamaica: Since the ſpring of 1794, my deſign, wlich was then made known to vour 
ex:cllency, has been, invanably, to enter into holy orders; and it is well known to the world, that I 
was actually ordained, to a nfiion in the country, without the ſmalleſt ezpcctation of aught beyond 
the uſual ſalary;  and.that I was ſetting oat to take charge of my miſſion, when the firſt hint of your 
excellency's intention to employ me among the maroons reached me: The ſalary you propoſed to me 
was 180. per annum, and a houle; this falary is what I now receive, and I expect to receive no mere: 
So far was this, indced, from being viewed in an enormous light, that the b:ſhop thought it hardly 
adequate to the ſervices which would be requized, when the great price of every neceſlary of life came to 
be ccnfidered: Allow me-to-ſay,-tir, that even with the additional income, as miſponary to the fociety, 
which is not much more than half what is cuſtoniary (on account principally of my maroon ſalary 
exceeding that which is common from government to their miſhonaitzs), it will not more than ſup- 
port my fan. ily comfortably. 5 | | 
Accuſed, fir, by one whoſe name I an to learn, of the moſt ihamefal omiition of my duty as a 
clergyman, and of the violation of the truſt repoſed in me by your excellency, your requiſition has 
made it neceſſary for me to vindicate myſelf, and to lay cpen, as fer as J am acquainted with them, 


the real cauſes retarding the ſettlen:ent and improvement of the maroons: Sincerely intereſted in the 


cbjc& of my appointment, 1 cid whatever appeared to me likely to accompliſh it; that it has, hi- 
therto, been chiefly unſucceſsful, is a ſubject of regret to me, but can ncver be of felt reproach: 
Let.inquiries be made, not only of the maroons, but of eyery man of credit througuout thele fettle- 
5K nients; 
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wents; let any cne determine. how far I have- obſerved the duties of my office, and how far been 
deficient; and, particularly, whether J have not, both in public and private, ſeparately and together, 


always endeavoured. to imprels upon the maroons a proper ſenſe of their duty, civil, moral, and 
religious? It, fir, ſuch inquiies {ould in any degree ſubſtantiate the accuſation of. this informer, I 


v ill moſt reaci]y retire, in favour of thoſe who may be judged better qualified to conduct this great oh- 
ject: 1 will rejcice, ſir, to ſee it n in any hands, while it will ever be my conſolation, that it is to 
a cem ination of unſortunate circumſtanccs, and net to any miſconduct, (at leaſt wilful milconduQ), 


on my part, that ſugceſs has been denied to my winiftry. 
] beg leave to treſpaſs a little further on your excellency's patience, by an obſervation or two 


on the paper at large: 
The deſign of it is evidently to accompliſh two points: : The diſperſion of the maroons through the 


province, and to fix an oc upon the pretent eſtabliſhment. 

As to the queſtion, whether the maroons kept in a bedy, or the maroons diſ»erſed, would more 
eaſ ly be ſettled, according to the views of the i{Jand of Jamaica? It is, after all, what actual ex- 
perience can perhaps n decide. In the view of their moral improvement, however, diſper/icn and 
improvement aprear to nie as 2.coimpativie ; a ſenſe of religion, and virtuous diſpoſitions, mult be the 
ground-work of their foci} as well as domeſtic. bappine is, let them be where they will; and how are 
theſe to be inculcated upon them, when diſtriputed in ſuch a country as this, where many ſoci-tics of 
white people are de ſtitute of a paſtor? How can their children enjoy the advantage of a gen-ral 
and public edi cation, which nwvft be the gieat means of redeeming them from the condition of 
meroons? Unleſs, indeed, the ihand of Jamaica will conſent to keep a teacher for every family, 
or for every {mail aſſeniblage of families. This will hardly, J imagine, ſuit with their. views, and 
yet, without it, or ſomething like it, the injurious ha its of theſe men will only be perpe uited 
and confu med; for the circ unliances of the country are not ſuch, as would allow of their receiving 
an attention aCequate to tlcr necefiitics, from the n:itfonaries in the province, and ſtill lets of 
ſchool inſtrudion: It they are tr rued los ſe in the world, wichout attending to theſe points, they can 


imbibe, from their con:merce with it, but a very lender portion of thoſe virtues, and that knowledge, 


u hich alone can form them to utefulhets, and enſure the ſafety of that fociety among whom they 
nx: With ſo little of the ſpirit of reſigion, as they now pottets, they might, in all probability, be 


drcadful inſtruments in the hands of deligning and diſafiected men, hut would hardly lay the toundation 


of laſting proiperity and comfort to their faimilies. 

But, fir, it ſuch contderations fhould fail to have weight withsthe iſland of Jamaica, and their ob. 
ect liculd really prove to be, to get the maroons off their hands, without a concern in their future 
 happinets (whica, however, I cannot tuin is the caſe), or even if the advantage of diſveriing 
them were unexceptionably appar. nt, vet, the meſure IJ am afraid would prove impracticable, as 
(G hatever might have been done upon their landing) the retulution to oppoie fuch a propolal to 
the utmoſt was formed, before thev came under the direction of your excellency; and | am well con- 
vinced, th.t nothing ſhort of abſolute force would carry it into execution: How far this would have 
anſwered any % able end, is.catily determined: It might indeed afford to Humanitas, and to his triends, 
a very rlavfible ground for clamoutr, whe:e they aste deſcribe the maroons as in a * ſtate of ſuſtering 
excecding all deſciiption,“ when they were actually in the full enjoyment of each other's ſociety, of 
good quarters, of fuel, wholeſome proviſion, and when their private means were allo ſuch as to allow 
of the frequent addition of their favourite Juxuries, rum and tobacco. 

Inticad of cenſuring what he is fo little acquainted with, it would have been of uſe to this gentle- 
man, to have informed himſelf of the ſteps taken in coniequence of your exccll-ncy's and the agent's 
plan, for ſettling the maroons at Preſton; and candidly to have contivercd, whether the maroons nant] 
not ſoon have been effectually ſeitled, and able to ſubſiſt thewiclves, if the moſt treacherous arts had 
not been uſed to counteract your endeaveurs, 

I believe, fir, there is no dilinterelied man, at all acquainted with circumſtances, .but who, laying his 
hand on lis heart, will jay, that the plan muſt have ſucceeded it it had been allowed a fair operation. 


Tho 
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The marcens, when brought to Preſton, had laid their account with a reſidence in Nova-Scotia:: 
They conſidered the improvement of the ſtock, which the liberalitv of the iſſand of Jamaica might fur. 
- niſh them, as depending upon their own exertions: They were well ſupplied with every thing ; and 
the ſame humanity which guarded them from immediate wants, ſtood pledged to affiſt tliem in ſueceſ- 


- ive ones. provided they were not the effect of indolence or wickedneſs. 


Tracts of land were procured for them, on which ſufficient parts had heen previouſly brought to, to 

t give e to their labours a very conſiderable return of roots and even grain; and the very cutting their 
v inter's fire-wocd might have enlarged conſiderably this advantage. I hey were Qirangers, it is 
true, to the mode of cultivation neceſmey here; but advice was at hand. both to . on foot their in- 
duſtry, and direct it to the moſt uſefub end: At the fame time, a proviſion was made for arreſting the 


progreſs of their degeneracy, and for wining them over to the ſincere profeffion of the goſpel; and, the 
inſtitution of a public ſchool promiſed to advance them rapidly in every art of civil ſation: Here purer 
habit, and a love for every thing good and praiſe-worthy would be impreſſed upon the youth : With 


the elements of iearning, true ideas of lovalty and piety would be imbibed, and the extenſive duty of 


univerſal charity would be. added to the impulſes of filial duty and fraternal affection. he children 
have, in ſome meaſure, juſiified ſach expectations, as their carriage in ſchool has proved uncommonly 
orderly and decent; tin ir parts good, and their defire of learning ſtrong; and, if they could act with- 
out being influenced by the c diſaffection and engagements of their parents, they would certainly make 
great progreſs in inſtruction; but unfortunately their attachments to ſchool are rather cheched than en- 
couraged by the men. 


Diſcouragements, it is ſaid, are given to induſtry among the maroons : If the author had meant pre- 


vioufly to laſt July, he would have been right: It was Mr. Ochteilony's ſyſtem, although a ſecret one, 
en who were hard enough to ſtep forward, and by their working procure ſome little comforts to 


their families, were then inſtantly marked out, as objects of abuſe and ill treatment by himſelf, and of 


vengeance by their ſellow maroons, and were oi-liced to withdraw from them: Nun whe rs can teftity to 


the truth of this. J have myſelf feen a lad in irons at Maroon-Hall, under pretence of heing a worthlefs 
vagabond ; whoſe only crime has fince proved to be, his engaging in lab »ur with-a white bo fads : Dat 


. when ſuch a treachery is aſcribed to the preſent bent, it is falſe in the extreme, and would be 


the pooreſt policy imaginable, even were it governed by the deſpicable motives aſeribed to them: It is 
but common juſtice to ſav, that to lee the maroons take to labour, to an active, ſober, and religious con-

duct, was the uniform with of all belonging to the eſtabliſhment; and] truſt it will not be conſtrued 
adulation, if J further fav, that from my heart I believe this diſpofition has been your's, in an exem-

men make a proper uſe of the good intended them, would have added greatly to your felicity.

I cannot but notice to your excellency, with ſome degree of ſatisfaftion, the promiſing ſitua:ion

Anſwer. They were put in gaol, and every care taken that they were ſecured in

that, in no inſtance, did J hear of any French negro ever going out of the gaol un- 
chained, except one, who ran away : That, from fifteen to twenty days, ſome part 


of thoſe negroes have been worked at the pens of Mr. Alder and Mr, Liele, adjoin-

O. 2. What difference do you make, between the words purchaſe and ai/charge ? 

A. Purchaſed are thoſe that I bought from Mr, Waterhouſe : Diſcharged are 
thoſe delivered according to my return. 

Q. 3. You ſlate, that on the 13th day of Auguſt laſt, thirteen French negroes 
were ſent in by Mr. Robert Gibb, from the ſhip Acaſto: Did you, or did you not, 
inform the commiſſioner appointed for the exchange of priſoners of war, or his agent, 
with it? 

A. I did not: I was not acquainted with the law at that time. 

Q. 4. You ſtate that eleven French negroes eſcaped from gaol: Can you inform 
the committee at what time they feverallv eſcaped? 

A. Without reference to my books I cannot anſwer as to the particular time: 
There are about nine negroes runaway, excluſive of the eleven belonging to me. 

Q. 5. Have you ever employed French negrocs, or permitted ſuch to be em- 
ployed, out of the gaol ? 

A. I have already anſwered to the firſt queſtion, 

Q. 6. Do you know whether any ofthe French prize negroes are, or have been, em- 
ployed on any ſettlement in the country, or in the towns of Kingſton and Port-Royal ? 

A. It is impoſſible for me to anſwer this queſtion, not knowing where they are 
employed: Mr. Withers informed me, that provided J would return him his ac- 
ceptance, he would return me the fix negroes, having had no opportunity of ſhip- 
ping them off; which I dechned, having received an order from the honourable 
houſe of aiſembly. to account for all the French negroes ſent to gaol: The ne- 
gro ſold to Mr. (iibbons, I verily believe, is not ſhipped off, 

Q. 7. You ſtate that you have now twenty French negroes in gaol: Why have 
you not delivered them to the commiſſary of priſoners? 

A. I have twenty French negroes at preſent in gaol; JI was not acquainted if 
ſuch negroes came under the deſcription of negroes to be delivered to the agent for 
priſoners of war, neither did I wiſh to deliver ſuch negroes, until | received direc- 
tions from the honourable houſe of aſſembly.

The French negroes being ſpoken to in that language, mentioned their having been 
captured originally in a French ſloop of war, and ſince detained ten or twelve 
months in gaol, from whence they were now releaſed, and delivered to the cuſtody 
of the Engliſh negro aforementioned, to be conducted into the country, &c. cor- 
roborating the other's ſtory in every particular: On proceeding onward with the

Q. At what prices did you gs or purchaſe, the ſeveral negroes mentioned in 
your return ? 

A. I purchaſed forty-two at 25. each, and four at 251. each: I have fold twenty- 
two of them, at from 40/. to 63/. 

Q. Were they ſold for tranſportation, and were they tranſported ? 

A. They were ſold by me, for the expreſs purpoſe of tranſportation, and bills of 
parcels given, ſtating they were fold for tranſportation ; and, to the beſt of my 
knowledge, moſt of them have been tranfported : The bill of parcels given to Mr. 
Gibbons, for the one negro fold hun, was given by Mr. Henry Skerrett, who was 
my broker. 

Q. Do you believe the four negroes ſold to Mr. M*Kewan, were tranſported? 

A. Mr. R. M*Kewan wanting to purchaſe ſome of thoſe negroes, about two 
weeks paſt, I aſked him what he had done with thoſe he had already purchaſed; he 
replied, that he had tranſported them, * wanted to purchaſe more for the lame 
purpoſe.

Mr, Murphy communicated the following letter to the committee : 
Letter from Jon HIaTT, e/quire, to TriomMas MURPHY, efquire. 
DAR SIR, Hiati“'s Ficld, 10th Nev: mber, 1708. 
The danger to which this country feems to be threatened, by the admiſſion of 
French people of colour and negrocs, is fo apparent and manifeſt, as to need little 
penetration to foreſee the dire effects which may ariſe from ſuch admiſſion : Theſe 
reflections muſt awaken in the mind the moſt painful ſenſations, and, as I conceive 
the time critical, and the danger to be dreaded truly alarming, I hope you will think, 
with me, that a meeting of the freeholders of St Mary is neceſſary, in order to form 
a petition and remonſtrance to the aſſembly, touching this very ſerious buſineſs : 
Similar reſolutions, I truſt, will be adopted in the different pariſhes within this 
iſland: Meaſures of this nature will induce the Iieuten mt governor to co-operate 
with the aſſembly, in adopting the neceſſary means of removing ſo great a nuiſance 
from off this iſland, before we are involved in difficulties, or in inevitable ruin; for 
if the preſent moment be loſt, it may be loſt ſor ever; and we may, too late, have 


cauſe to repent of our ſupineneſs, or il]-judged policy : I have written our friend, 


Mr. Cuſtos Fullerton, on the ſubhject. I have only to add beſt reſpects to your fa- 
oy: and that jou will believe me to be, (as I truly am, ) dear fir, faithfully your's, 
Signed) JohN HiArr.

A. I received them fron the gaol, on producing a receipt to Mr, Dance from 
Mr. Gibb. 

Q. Did you, or did you not, purchaſe theſe negroes on the expreſs condition of 
their being traniported ; and what price did you pay? 

A. ] conceive they were ſold for tranſportation, but Mr. Gibb made no mention 
of it in his bill of ſale: I gave 2c/. per head for them. 

Q. Where are theſe negroes at preſent, and how employed? 

A. One of them went away from me ſome weeks ago, on board of a veſſel 
bound to the Bay. of Honduras, as I have reaſon te believe: The reft are in my 
poſſeſſion at St. Ann's Bay, except one who at preſent is with me in Spaniih- 
Town; one of them is a mulatto, about 14 years of age; the reſt are negroes, one 
about 18 years of age, and the others are men from 25 to 30 years of age: They 
are employed-in boats, and about the wharf. 

Being known to be foreign ſlaves, do you know, or did you hear or con- 
ceive, that their being on the Bay occaſioned any alarm in the parith ?

Mr. Montegnac ſhewed me his commiſſion as aid-du-camp to general Williamſon, 
in St. Domingo; as likewiſe a written permiſſion from ſecretary Dundas, if he 
wiſhed to reſide in England; from all which circumſtances I conceived miyſelf juſ- 
:tifiable in entering into this treaty with Mr. Montagnac. 

. Where are theſe negroes of Mr. Montagnac's at preſent? 

A. believe all the negroes are, at preſent, at. 6 except thoſe that 
are in the gaol of this town.

"Que/tton, Was you at St. Domingo, at the evacuation of any of his majeſty's 
poſſeſſions there? 

Anfwer, Yes, I was at Port-au-Prince, and alſo at Jeremie, at the time of evacua- 
tion at each place. 

Q. On ſuch occaſions, in what manner were the negroes brought off, who 
have come down to Jamaica; was there any compultion uſed on theſe -occaſions, 
or was it a matter of their own free choice ? 

A. T here were negroes of two deſcriptions that came down from St. Domingo; 

one deſcription of them were private property, the other have been embodicd in 
a military capacity, in the ſervice of government: Of the former, I know nothing, 
and I believe the latter came down without any compulſion, chicfly. as ſervants and 
attendants on the officers. and gentlemen of the arm v.

Anſwer. I know of no priſoners eſcaping from the priſon ſhips; hut I underſtan i 
there are from eight to twelve white men upon Bernard Lagourgue's plantation, in 
the pariſh of Port-Royal, who have been heard to declare themſelves priſoners of war, 


ta the marſhal, when on duty to order them to matter ; that four of theſe men have 
police tickets, and that three of them (ſuppoſed to have no ſuch tickets) have ſince 
turned out in the militia : Their conduct is very diſorderly, ſinging republican ſongs, 
to the annovance of the neighbourhood, who are apprehenfive of their inſtilling 
bad principles in the minds of our own negroes. 


Q. Do you know of any French negroes hired or employed any where in this 
iſland; if fo, inform the committee whers, and by whom, and to whom fach 


negroes belong? 


A. The marquis of Contades, now reſident in Kingſton, has fiſty French negro 
ſlaves; which fifty negro ſlaves, about tliree weeks ago, were employed on a pen 
on the windward road, belonging to Mr, Pacifico, a Jew: Monſieur Jumecour, 
the purchaſer of Mr. Burton's -propeity, zin the pariſh of St. George, has from 
ſourteen to twenty French negro ſlaves on that property; alſo a Mr. Sicard, the- 
purchaſer of Mr. Cockburn's lower pen. / who is likewiſe the purchaſer of Mr. 
Crigliton's pen, in St, Ann's, has a number of French negro ſlaves; but I underſtand 
they are intended to be remaven to the property in St. Ann's, lately fold by Mr, 
Crighton.

I do; there was one inſtance at the Mole, of tlie whole of a regiment 
of colour being embarked, entirely contrary to their will, and were compelled to 


embark by a body of armed Eritiſh ſoldiers, their arms and accoutrements being 


firſt taken from them. 
That a number of ſlaves, which a perſon calling himſelf the marquis of Con- 


tades claimed as his property, were forced on board ihip, and kept there many days 
before the evacuation of the Mole; that I was offered money for carrying theſe 
ſaves to jamaica, which I refuſed, apprehending it to be contrary to the laws of. 
Jamaica, but I know they came down in the ſame fleet with me, from the Mole to 


Jamaica. 6 
Q. Do you know of any black ſhot, or French ſlaves who have carried arms in 


St. Domingo, being now in this iſland; and if fo, fay where, or in whoſe poſſeſſion? 


A. I know there are ſeveral] blacks at preſent in Jamaica, who have carried arms 


in St. Domingo, but I cannot ſwear with whom they live, or by whom they are 


emploved ; however, ] hare every reaſon to believe, that colonel Melabre brought 
many of his corps with him: Since my arrival in Jamaica, colonel Melabre told 


me, that twenry of the black people whom he brought with him from St. Do- 
mingo, were totally unemployed. | | |

Pointe, and where are they, and how did he become poſſeſſed of them? 

A. I know that Mr, La Pointe has brought French negroes from St. Domingo, 
as his property, as other French gentlemen have done, but I cannot ſay how he 
became poſſeſſed of them: Mr. Shirley is. more particularly charged than myſelf, to 
protect the properties of Mr. La Pointe in this iſland: Mr. La Pointe has ſome 
negroes at the brick-kilns, but ] cannot tell the number: He has likewife twentv. 
five or thirty negroes, men, women, and children, on a Property called the Little 
Angels, near Spaniſh- Town: 

I rented, on the 25th July laſt, from Mr. La Pointe, thirty-three negroes, men, 
omen, and children, and they are on a plantation called Handover, which I rent 
from Mr. Saunders, the cutler : Theſe thirty-three negroes, I, and Mr. Cocherel, 
bought, between us, for eight thouſand dollars, on the 11t of November laſt, 

. Do you know, or have you heard, whether any of the negroes brought down 

by Mr. La Pointe had ever been in arms, or ſerved in a military capacity, in * 
Domingo? 

A, 1 really believe that none of theſe negroes bore arms in St. Domingo, or T 
certainly would not have bought any of them myſelf: I can call all my neighbours 
to prove, that the. negroes I firſt rented, and then bought, of Nr. La Pointe, have 
conducted chemſelves with great propriety.

Queſpion. Did you know Mr. Montagnac, when in St. Domingo? 
Anſwer. I knew him in St. Domingo, but had no intimacy with him; J have 
dined in his company three or four times. 


Q. What character did he bear there? 
A. T gave a dinner to general Spencer and his ſuite, and-as dinner was ſerving, 


the general ſaw Mr. Montagnac, and immediately ſent Mr Franklyn to me, ta 
know if he was my gueſt; I anſwered no, I:never could think of aiking a man of 
his character; that ſeeing him there, and having no intimacy with him, I ſuppoſed 
him to be one of the general's ſuite: Mr. Franklyn returned to general Spencer, 
and ſoon afterwards, Mr. Montagnac took has ſword and hat, and went to his poſt, 


called Poſte L'Interieur. 
Q. What rank did Mr. Montagnac hold in the Britiſh army, and how was he 


employed, and by whom? 

A. Of my own knowledge, I know of no rank that he bore; to the beſt of my 
recollect ion he ſerved as a trooper, under the command of major Parrotie, at that 
time, and during martial-law, 

.Q. Do you know of any compulſion being bed in the embarkation of negroes 
or ſlaves, in order to bring them down to this iſland; or, is it a matter in 
general optional with themſelves, either to follow their maſters, or to remain 
there?

Fea for embarkdtion: Soon after the evacuation was announded, and that the iſfand 
was to be given up entirely, the negroes became uncommonly inſolent, and uſed 
to form in ſmall parties; ſpoke of liberty, and at night ſang republican ſongs: My 
own ſervant, who had attended me for fourteen years, who accompanied me to 
America in 1795, and who, by his faithful conduct, I repoſed the greateſt confi- 


dence in, deſerted from me the day before we evacuated the Cavemittes, and ſent me 


word, that he was as free as I was,

. By what authority, or order, were theſe laſt- mentioned negroes landed

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J. I had no authority for landing the negroes, but they were landed at For- 
Auguſta; and, on my repreſenting, by petition to the governor, the particular hard- 
ſhip of my ſituation, he gave me an order to have the negroes delivered to me: 1 
brought theſe negroes from Jeremie, at the expence of government, under the 
fanction of general Maitland, who adviſed me to quit the country, or my life would 


be in danger. 
The deponent produced an extract from the minutes of the privy-countil, to the 


following effect : 
In privy-ceuncil, 5th September, 1798. 

His honour the lieutenant- governor informed the board, that he had been under the 
neceſſity of ordering the negroes of monſieur Montagnae to be landed. at Fort- Au- 
guſta, as the ſhip in-which they arrived was immediately wanted for the ſervice of 
government, and that, as his caſe was peculiarly hard, and diſtinct from all other 
foreigners, having been ſpecially proſcribed be the French government, his honour 
ſubmitted to che board, whether it mig ght not be expedient to put him in poſſeſſion 


of his negroes: 
The board having tuken the ſame into their moſt ſerious cond deration, were of 


opinion, that, Wm the particular circumſtances of the caſe, it would be expedient, 


to put monſieur Montagnac in polteſhon of his negroes.

. Who delivered. poſſeſſion to you of your negracs, after they. were landed at 


Fort Auguſta? 
A. ] went every day to Fort-Auguſta to fee my negroes, and, on going one e day, 


I was informed by ſome officers, as likewiſe by the man who fed the negroes, that I 
was at liberty to take them away: I then went to the houſe of the commanding 
. officer, to inquire if I was at liberty to take them away, on which I was anſwered 
in the affirmative. 1 


Q. When were your negrocs delivered to you, and were they all delivered at the 

fame time, and did you give any receipt or acknowledgment for them, in writing? 

A. I believe it was about the 6th of September lait, which circumſtance [ recol- 
lect, from the date of the extract from the minutes of the privy- council, which I 
found at my houſe, on my return from Fort-Auguſta: They were all delivered to 
me, at the ſame time, by the officer on guard, who aſked me if they were all there; 
to which J antwered. yes; bit I gave no receipt or. acknowledgment for them, 

Q. Do you know, or have vou heard, by whoſe order, or by. what; authority, 
your negroes were ſo delivered to you? 

A. All the authority that [ know of is, that I was informed: by the commanding 
officer at Foit- Auguſta, that I could take away the negroes; and that, when I came 
home, and found the extract from the minutes of the privy-council, I concluded 
that that was the authority, 

Q. Have you received any. ticket. from the commiſſioners of police i in Kingſton, 
and can vou produce it? 

A. When 1 arrived here, in 1794, I produced my negroes at the clerk of the 
peace's office, and re.eived ſuch. certificates as were then legal: That, on my 
late arrival, IL delivered to the commiſſioners of polic2, a liſt of all my negroes, 
ſigned by me, but I have not received tickets for them, from the ſaid com- 
miſſioners. 

Q. Did you, or did you not, inform Mr. Angus Mackay, that you had police 
tickets for the introduction of your negroes, fiened by three commiilio.ers ? 

A, I did

A. I did not ſay to Mr. Angus Mackay that I had police tickets for the introduc- 
tion of my negroes, but that J had armexed to my petition, which I preſented to 
my lord Balcarres, the declaration ſigned by three reſpectable members of the aſ- 
fembly, ſtating, that they did not believe the introduction of my negroes would 
produce any evil; and I believe the declaration had ſome weight with the governor 

and privy- council. 

. Who were cheſe three reſpectable members of aſſembly, and were they, or 
were they not, commiſſioners of the board of police ? 

A. The three members were, Mr. Jaques, Vir: Oſborn, and Mr. Shirley: 

At that time I did not know that they were commiſſioners of police, but! under- 
' Rood afterwards they were ſo: I applied to Mr. Shirley and Mr. Oſborn, 

as my only friends in the country, and Mr. Oſborn applied to Mr. Jaques 
for me. 

J. Was the declaration you received from Mr. 3 Mr, Oſborn, and Mr. 

Shirley, ſigned at Mr. Shirley's houſe, or at the police office? 

A. It was ſigned at Mr. Shirley's houſe, 
Q. Was Mr. Jaques preſent on that occaſion ? 


A. Mr. Jaques was not at Mr. Shirley's houſe, but Mr. Oſborn delivered i it to 


me, ſigned by Mr. Jaques, at the foot of the ſtairs at Mr. Jaques's ſtore. 

Q. Did you ſhew at the cuſtom-houſe, the deelaration of meſſicurs Jaques, Ol- 
born, and Shirley, reſpecting your negroes ? 

A. F told Mr. Franklyn that I had a declaration, fi gned by three reſpectablo 
„ members of aſſembly, llating, that my negroes, in their opinion, would not endau- 
ger tlie ſafety of the country: Mr. F ranklyn anſwered, that it might be very uſeful 
to me; and that if it did me no good, it would do me no harm. 

. Were the words © commiſſioners of police“ mentioned in that declaration? 
A. No; it was ſigned with their names ſimply, 

C. Have you purchaſed any eſtate in this iſland, and where, and how many of 
your ſlaves brought from St. Domingo have you put on that property ? 

A. I have bought a property in St. Thomas in the Vale, from Mr. Angus Mac- 
kay: I beg leave to decline anſwering the latter part of the queſtion. 

. Q. Have you met with encourazement or countenance on your arrival, or at 
- any other time, to ſettle here, and by whom? 

A. I have been encouraged to ſettle in this iſland, by all my acquaintances, and 
J have been moſt kindly received by all my neighbours 1 in St. Thomas in the Vale; 
Mr. Yates has authorized me to ſav, that he is not in the leaſt alarmed at the in- 
troduction of my negroes; he has borrowed from me a ba!ket-maker, and colonel 
Page has beſpoke ſome of my negroes, after the crop, to learn his negroes the mode 
ef pruning coffee- trees. | 

Q. Did. you not know of the laws of this ifland, againſt the introduction of 
French negroes? 

A. I have never read the law, but J underſtood that there was a law againſt in- 
troducing brigand negroes, and I did not conceive that, having ſworn allegiance to 
George the third, my negroes could be conſide red as ſuch; and, that the firſt perſon 
who ſhewed me the law was lord Ealcarres, when part of my negroes were taken 
up in this town, on or about the 27th day of November laſt. 

Q. What induced you to carry vour negroes into the interior of this country? 

A. A ſpontaneous inſtin& of nature, for the ſubliſtence of my family; having 
no other means; I did not do it ſecretly, but openly ; I gave them a ticket, ſigned 

with my own hand, for their conveyance into the country, 
„. Has 
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Q. Hos not a conſtable attempted to execute a warrant of the magiſtrates, iſſued 
for taking up your negroes on Ginger-Hall? 

A. Two perſons came to me at Ginger-Hall, and ſhewed me a warrant; but, 
underſtanding that, by the Engliſh laws, I was not obliged to open my gates, I 
kept my property until I knew what the mercy of the afſembly of Jamaica would 
do for me. 

L. By whoſe advice were vour gates ſhut upon that occaſion ?. 

A. By the advice of the attorney-general and Mr. Lyon, and by ſeveral other 
perſons. 

Q. Was you acquainted with Mr. Mumford at St. Domingo; did you call at 
his houſe at any time, when general Spencer wes there; and, if you did. relate to 
the committee what paſt * 

AJ. 1 knew Mr. Mumford to be a victualling commiſſary at the Cayemittes, and 
J am too decided a royaliſt to have any acquaintance with him: Having been or- 
deied by general Spencer, to do duty with a number of French officers of the line, 
of ſuperior rank, and having heard the alarm gun, T-immediately repaired to Mr. 
Mumford's houſe, where I underſtood general Spencer was; the general told me 
he expected a poſt, commanded by captain Parrotie, would be attacked that night, 
at ſeven o'clock, and begged of me to go with the reformade officers to his affiſt- 
ance; upon which ] immediately took up my {word and hat, and was going away 
to obey the orders; Mr, Franklyn followed me, and begged I would eat a mouth- 
ful, or the general would take it amiſs; upon which J anſwered, a French officer 
does not think of a dinner, when threatened to be attacked by an enemy.” 

Q. Did your ſlaves embark voluntarily, or was you obliged to uſe force? 

AJ. They embarked voluntarily: I would not keep a republican negro on any 
account; they were doing work for government, and were entitled to receive a 
dollar each for themſelves; when, hearing that I was embarking, they threw down 
their loads, and followed me without receiving their money: The perſon who was 
to have paid them is now in Kingſton. | | 

. How, and where were thoſe negroes employed, from the-6th September, un- 
til you bought Ginger-Hall ? 

A. In the pariſh of St, Andrew, cutting wood on land ſold by Mr. Cockburn

Queſtion. By what authority were monſieur Montagnac's negroes landed at 
Fort-Auguſta, and poſſeſſion of them delivered to hint? 

Anſwer. They were landed by an order of the commander. in chief, or of ſome 
one-of the ſtaff, and delivered over to monſieur Montagnac : I conſider an order 
from the ſecretary, deputy ſecretary, or aid- du- camp, to be equally the ſame as the 
commander in chief's, 

. How many foreign French ſlaves have been landed at. Fort-Aug guſta or King- 
ſton, within theſe laſt wolves months? 

A. Thie firſt order I received was to land at Fort-Auguſta, one hundred and fixty- 
one, but only ſixty-one were landed: | underſtood from the people who landed the 
remainder, that they were landed at Kingſton: Eight of the fixty-one that were 
landed at Fort-Auguſta, are negrees /h have been ſhipped off the iſland, whom 
I ordered into the guard-houſe, to be confined ; five of them were delivered to a 
French Jew, named Penha, reſiding in Kingſton, and three of them were ſent to 
Kingſton workhouſe, for exportation, by orders of the commander in chief. 

Q. Have You, at any time, ſeen any negroes going about at large in Kingſton, 
or elſewhere, who have been ſhipped off the iſland ? 

A I know of one, and am particular as to his perſon, as I wanted to purchaſe 
him of his former maſter, before he was exported ; I have alſo heard of two or three 
niore, but do not know it of my own knowledge. D 

Q. What troops of colour have been quartered in Fort-Auguſta, F nce the 6th 
Welt. India-regimentJeitit, or now are in that fort? | 

A. I received an order for the. admiſſion of thirty-one of. the gucrriers du Nord, 

with their wives and ſervants; three of them, officers, with five men as their ſer- 
vants, only were landed, with twenty-nine women and eight children: [ oor a 
return of them, from one who called himielf a captain, and I believe lim to he a 
captain, as he then ed me a commiſfſion from general White: Since which, I re. 
ceived an-order for the admiffion of the Guadatanos chaſſeuro, a black regiment in 
his mai«fty's ſervice, commanded by French white officers : 1 believe the privates 
are all Freach.negroes, and the officers, with the exception of a ſew, are French.

Q. Are any of his majeſty's white troops now quartered in Fort-Augufta? 

A. No, there are none. | 

. How long have the guzrriers du Nord been at Fort-Auguſta, and how do 
they paſs their time; are they under any confinement or reſtraint, or at perfect 
liberty to go out, when and where they pleaſe ? 

A. Ido not exactly recollect the time they came to Fort-Auguſta, but I believe 
it is about two months ago; I know of no particular reſtraint they are under at 
preſent ; ſome of them go to Kingſton and Spaniſh-Town to market, and they 
be have themſelves very quietly,

Queſtion. Was you preſent at the evacuation of any part of St. Domingo by Examination of 
s troops; do you know whether French flaves were embarked, and captain Forſter, 


his maieſty's 


did they do fo voluntarily, or was force uſed to get them on board? 
Aſter. I was at the evacuation of L' Arcahave and Jeremie, and: frequently on 
ſhore, when private p:operty and ſlaves were (Fipping, but neveg ſaw any force 
ade uſe of to get them on board; I remember ne :nxance, ata houſe in Jeremie, 
ſeeing a negro in tears, and on inquiring the ' cauſe, was informed it was on 
account-of his not being permitted ta come with his maſter: There is a negro man 
who came to the maſter. of the Abergavenny, at our-aeperture from ſeremie, 
and requeſted the maſter to let him go well him as his ſervant,” rather than to 
remain in the country. 

Q. Had you an opportunity of knowing what was the 1 impreſſion made 
on the minds of ſlaves, by the evacuation of the Britiſh poſts in St. Domingo ? 

A. I cannot form an opinion: But thoſe that came away had an idea, that thoſe 
who remained behind, would feel diſtreſs, and were likely to be ſtarved, as far as I 
could learn by inquiry. Between twenty and thirty, moſt of them female ſlaves, 
came down in the Abergavenny from the Mole, and they always appeared chcerful. 

Q. By whoſe order were they received on board the Abergavenny ? 

A, They were ſlaves of free French girls, t5-whom I gave paſſage; and they had 
paſſports, for themſelves and ita es, from general Maitland, or others authorized by 
him ſo to do, 

Q. At the time of the evacuation of St. Domingo, was it not known there, that 
the laws of Jamaica forbid the admiſfion of French ſlaves into this iſland, except un- 
der certain reſtrictions ? | 

A. I ſhould ſuppoſe it muſt, from the circumſpection of general Maitland, in 
giving paſſports to the negroes ; he exprelied his regret that colonel La Pointe hail 
ſhipped ſo many in the tranſport Mary: J was the ſenior naval officer at L'Ar- 
cahaye, and gave colonel La Pointe liberty to ſhip about fifty, they being the wreck 
of a large property, loft to him by following the Britith cauſe : I mean to ſay, that 

theſe negroes were thipped from L'Arcahaye to the Mole.

J. Had vou an opportunity of knowing what was the general impreſſion made 
on the minds of flaves, by the evacuation of the Britiſh poſts in St. Domingo? 

A. I cannot ſay; I bad not an opportunity of knowing. 

. Have any black cha! ſſevrs been received on board any of his majeſty's Hips, or 
on board tranſports deſtined for this iſland? 

A. Yes; the 5th Weſt-India regiment, which went to St. Ann's Ba y, and 
ſome few volunteers, went on board the Vork; but I know of no others, 

Q. Do you know any thing of the embarkation of ſlaves from the Mole, by the 
marqurs de Contades ? 

A. I cannot ſay I do: ] was fo much engazed in embarking his majeity's troops 
and ſtores, that I had not time to attend to private property. 

. At the time of the evacuation of St, Domingo, was it not known there, that 
the laws of Jamaica forbid the admiſſion of French ſlaves into this iſland, except 
under certain reſtrictions ? 

A, 1 believe it was known, from” the obſervation I made of tie different com- 

manding 5 who wiſhed to prevent as many negroes as poſſible coming down 


here.

Mr. BERNARD LAGouURGUE ſworn. 
| Queſii ion. Have you any. number of French perſons in your employ, or reſiding 


at your houſe, that are priſoners of war; do they ſing revolutionary fongs, to the 
diſturbance of your neighbours, and the danger of the community? 


An eucr. 1 have now on my plantation many white French people, who are not 
priſoners ; three of them have been five years in the country, and have received po- 


lice tickets; they were employed on Mr. James Smith's plantation, when I came to 


this country; J have contracted with. them, to build my works and water-mill; 


. when I contracted witly them, they were with Mr. James Concanen, making a wa- 
ter-mill for him. The others, five in number, are tradeſmen, who have police 
tickets allo: There is Iikewiſe ene German on my plantation at preſent ; they 


have all ſerved in the Britiſh ſervice, and four of them have been wounded, and they 
all do duty in the militia: J never heard them ſing any revolutionary ſongs, . or 
I certainly would have diſcharged thoſe who attempted. it, being myſelf an enemy 
to ſuch proceedings. | 
Q. Have you any French ſlaves on your plantation ? 
A. I have about twelve French domeſtic ſervants, men, women, and children, 
- v0 quitted St, Domingo in 1791, and went to America with Mrs, Lagourgue, my 


wiſe; [ then was ſent to Old France, to aſk for aſſiſtance for the colony; on my 


return from Europe, I went to St. Marc, then occupied by Britich troops, ande I 
1emained there only a week: I then came to this iſland, obtained letters patent ot 


naturalization, and bought lands in the pariſh of Port-Royal : I then ſent for theſe 
: ſlaves, 
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Maves, which Mrs. Lagourgue left at Charleſton, where they had been hired to 
Britiſh ſubjects, and Americans; they arrived in Kingſton; and when an act en- 
titled, © An act to provide further regulations for ſuch ſlaves as have been admitted 
into this iſland, and to regulate the admiſſion of ſlaves of a certain Wr 
was enacted, I took out certificates for them, at the clerk of the peace's office, and 
then ſent them to the plantation P was ſettling.

Mr. WooLFrYs ſworn. 

Qusſtion. Do you know, or have you heard it mentioned, that there were F rench” 
perſons, priſoners of war,. at Mr. Lagourgue s, dangerous to this community, «from 
their aſſembling at night, and ſinging ga ira, or other revolutionary ſongs ? „ 

. Anſwer. I do not know that there are any perſons there, anſwering the deſerip- 
tion in this queſtion : Being in town on the 1oth inſtant, I was queſtioned by Mr. 
Fitch, touching the conduct of the negroes and white · people · on Mr. Lagourgue's 
property; who mentioned, that they were ſaid to ſing revolutionary fongs, and to 
ſet bad examples to the negroes; I told him, that I did not believe a word ab>ut 
it; that I conceived I muſt have known, if. any ſuch conduct. had taken place; 
that, from the number of white people I had employed. ſome of. them would have 
heard if ſuch conduct had been going forward at Mr.-Lagourgue's,- and that they 
would have mentioned it to me; but that I never heard of any one of thoſe ſeveral 
people that I employed, having underſtood-or-known, that thoſe people had been 
ſinging or acting in any ways imprapetly ; that J conſidered the introduction of 

Mr. Lagourgue into my neighbourhood, as one of the moſt fortunate circum- 
ſtances that could have occurred to me, and I believe generally to the iſland, from 
the knowledge and light that he had thrown upon-the cultivation of coffee; that I 
had not the leaſt doubt, that if ſuch eonduct as he repreſented -had- taken place, 
that Mr. Lagourgue himſelf would have been the firſt perſon to have diſcharged 
thoſe men: This conyerſation took place in the morning, and again, in the Houſe 
of Aſſembly, in the evening, when I told Mr. Fitch, as I had waited, I wiſhed my 
evidence to be taken, in order to put that gentleman's condu in its fair and pro- 
per point of view; Mr. Fitch replied,.that-he had conſulted with Mr. Grant, and, 
as he found I could give no information that they required, that I need not attend: 
I underſtand from Mr. Lagourgue that he had, ſome months ago, a French pri- 
ſoner, named Monrea, on his plantation; that J had myſelf employed that man, 
in his leiſure hours, to make wire fieves; that I very often ſaw. the man, and that 
1 believe him to be a hard-working harmleſs man. 
Q. Are you alarmed by the number of Freneh*perſons'who have ſettled, or are 
ſettling, in your neighbourhood ? 
A. I am not. 
C. Do vou know whether your Britiſh neighbours are alarmed? 
A. 1 do not know that any one of my Britiſh neighbours is alarmed. 
L. Did not Mr. Fitch ſay, that if you could give no information reſpecting the 
white people at Mr. Lagourgne's mountain, there was no occaſion for you to 
ſtay in town; and did you not previouſly ſay; that you wiſhed to go away in the 
morning: When you aſked Mr. Fitch, whether the chairman would expect you 
to attend, did not Mr. Fitch-ſay, he ſuppoſed not, as you could give no informa- 
tion reſpecting the ſinging of revolutionary ſongs? 
A. The converſation which paſſed between Mr. Fitch and myſelf, was as ſtated 
in my anſwer to the firſt en I did tell 1 Fich, that I withed to go away in 
1 8 . the 
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e- worfüng: be told me, that" if T did not ſtay, I ſhould be ſerved with am or- 
«der, and be compelled to return; I ſaid, that rather than put the committee to any 
trouble, . would attend without a notice. and did actually come into this room, and 
: aſked the geritlemen of the committee if they wanted me; they told me, that they 
were then engaged, and would call upon me preſently, or words to that effect: No 
«converſation paſſed between me and Mr. Fitch, concerning the chairman; but Mr. 
Fitch directly ſaid, that he had been ſpeaking to Mr. Grant, and that, as I could give 
no information that they required, I ſhould not be called upon. | 
. Will you be pleafed to recolleCt; if the- words“ that they required; ” were 


dhe preciſe words uſed by Mr. Fitch? 


A. I have no doubt that: the words, that: they required, were the preciſe 


Words Mr. Fitch made uſe of. 
L. What do you Tuppole to have been meant by the words, (information that 


they required?” 
A. It ſtruck me that, as I could not e the information given to Mr. Fitch, 
reſpect ing thoſe people finging revolutionary: ſongs, it was not neceſſary for me 
to attend. 
. Do you conceive thoſe words,” &« that they required,” meant thexommittee, 
or were confined to them, Mr: Grant-and Mr. Fitch? | 
A. I conſidered the words, that they required,“. referred generally to the com- 
mittee, and not particularly to Mr. Fitch and Mr: Grant; that it ſtruek nie, the 
object of the committee was, to obtain ſuch information reſpecting the dangers 
this country had to apprehend, from the introduction of French people. and megroes, 
as would enable them to judge, whether ſuch-apprehenſion was well founded or 
not. 
2. Do you, or do you not, believe that the indiſcriminate introduction of the 
French negroes into this iſland, will be ultimately dangerous to this community ? 
A. I do. 
'Q. Do you believe that: the country is in danger, unleſs all the French negroes 
introduced in the interior be removed, without: any diſtinction whatever ? 
A. I do not believe that the country is in danger from ſome French negroes be- 
ing in the interior; but, from the difficulty of making diſtinctions, I think it 8 


be better that they could all be removed.

Mr. Pact ſworn. 
"Que/iion, Have you an eſtate .in. the neighbourhood of- Ginger-Hall ; has Mr. 

Montagnac any French negroes; have. you ſeen them; what .is your opinion of 
their behaviour; are you alarmed. at their introduction; and do you deem your 

property of leſs value, in conſequence of it? 

. Anſwer. ] have a property near Ginger-Hall ; I-believe that fome of the negroes 
belonging to Mr. Montagnac, on Ginger-Hall, are French negroes ; I have ſeen 
them at work; and, from my obſervations, I think they are under. perfect ſube 
Jection, and their conduct is ſuch, that I have no reaſon to be alarmed ; and I 

think my property has not diminiſhed in value, in conſequence of the introduction 
. of theſe French negroes; on the contrary, it has benefited, from deriving from them 

much information in the mode of cultivation of coffee: I thought it my duty, as a 

magiſtrate, and colonel of the militia, to inſpect into their conduct; J inquired 

into the authority of Mr. Montagnac's ſettling there, which he ſhewed me. 
Q. What authority did Mr. Montagnac produce to you; and did you conceive, 


as a magiſtiate, and colonel. of the militia, that. ſuch. authority. hindered you 


trom 
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ance acting, in either of thoſe characters, under the law againſt ſuch French 
negroes ? 

A. He ſhewed me. am authority from the governor and council, to place him in 

- poſſeſſion of his negroes; but I do not recolle&to-whom- it was addreſſed; I thought 
I could not interfere with ſuch an authority. 

-Q. Do you, or do you not, believe that you ſhould have received the ſame-in- 
formation, -refpeQting* improvement in the cultivation of coffee, from monſieur 
Montagnac, if that gentleman had formed a ſettlement in your neighbourhood 
vithout French negroes; that is, with other negroes than French negroes? 

A. I certainly could have received the ſame information from Mr. Montagnac, 
as well as from his negroes, had they not been there. 

' Q. Have you not requeſted Mr. Montagnacto let you have ſome of his negroes/ 
to teach your's the art of pruning: coffee- trees; and. are you not afraid, that they 
will give them new notions, that may be dangerous to the community? | 

A. I have requeſted the loan of fome negroes from Mr. Montagnac, to inſtruct 
my negroes, - and which he has promiſed-to'do ; and that I have not the "ſmalleſt 
idea that they will-inſtii-bad notions:in the minds of my negroes, and | wiſh mine 


were as trackable as thoſe of Mr. Montagnac's; I have feen them go to the held 


without a driver, and do more'work than mine with a driver; and that they ap- 
; pear to be very much attached to their maſter, who is very humane? 

„e. Do vou, or do you not, believe that the indifcriminate- introduction of the 
French negroes into this iſland, will be ultimately dangerous to the community? 

A. I do; I think it very wrong to admit them indiſcriminately. 

2. Do you believe that the country is in danger, unleſs all the French negroes 
introduced in the interior be removed, without any diſtinction whatever ! 

A. No; Ido not think it in any danger, from-what I have ſeen of them.

A. They appear to be very peaccable, . as far. as I have had an opportunity of 
ſeeing. 

J. Have you obſerved any alteration in the behaviourof the-negroes, ſold by 
Mr. Mackay to Mr. Montagnac, from the introduQtion of French negroes ? 

A. They behave better now, than when Mr. Mackay held the property. 


Q. Can you produce to the committee, the names and ages of Mr. Montagnac's 


.negroes ? 

A. 1 have no lit of them; and I cannot inform the committee their names. 

Q. Have you ever heard any of Mr, Montagnac's: French negroes relate any 
account, or give any deſcription, of the inſurrection in St. Domingo; or have you 
heard them, or any of them, give their opinion. on the preſent ſtate of freedom 
of the negroes in that.ifland ? 

A. I never heard.them give any.deſcription of che inſurrection in St. Domingo.
